NOTICE RESPECTING BEQUESTS TO THE SOCIETY. 



An Act of Parliament ** fur the Amendment of the Laws with respect to Wills" 
having been passed on the 3d day of July, 1837 ; which Act came into operation 
on the 1st day of January, 1838 ; the attention of all persons, who may contem- 
plate making Bequests to the British and Foreign Bible Society, is respectfully 
called to the following Section : — 

1 YiCTOBis, cap. 26. sec. 9. 

'' And be it further enacted. That no Will sha]! be valid, unless it shall be in writing, and 
executed in manner hereinafter mentioned ; (that is to lay) it shall be signed at the foot or 
end thereof by the Testator, or by some other person in his presence and by his direction ; and 
such signature shall be made or acknowledged by the Testator in the presence of iwo or more 
Witnesses present at the same time ; and such Witnesses shall attest and shall subscribe the Will 
in the pretence of the Testator; but no Form of Attestation shall be necessary." 

N.B.— Wills executed prior to the first day of January, 1838, are not affected by the New 
Act; but antf alteration therein, or Codicil thereto, must be executed in the manner bffote men- 
tioned. 

The British and Foreign Bible Society having been deprived of several valuable 
legacies owing to the operation of the " Mortmain Act,*' the Committee embrace 
this opportunity of introducing the following extract from a Work recently pub- 
lished, entitled '* Plain Directions for making Wills, &c. ; by J. C. Hudson, Esq. 
of the Legacy Duty Office," as worthy .of particular attention. 

" The Statute of 9 Geo. II. c. 36, called the Mortmain Act, is not repealed or altered by the 
1 YicTORiJB, c. 26 ; and therefore legacies to charities out of real estate will still be void. If 
a Testator desire to leave legacies to charities, he must take care to make them payable, either 
expressly, or by ordinary course of law, out of such personal estate as may be applied for that 
purpose. A bequest to a charity for a term of years, or leasehold property ; or of money to 
arise from, or be produced by, the sale of land; or by the rtfnts, profits, or other interest 
arising trom land; or a bequest of money, to be laid out in land, or a bequest of money secured 
by mort;;age, or a bequest of annuities charged ou land, or rather rent charges; or a bequest 
of money, with a direction to apply it In paying off mortgages on schools or chapels; or a 
bequest of money secured on parDCliial rates, or county rates, or turnpike tolls — is, in each 
case, void ; and even where no particular fund is pointed out in the Will, for the paymeut of 
charitable legacies, and they are consequently a charge on the residue, and the residue con- 
sists, in part, of property of a'l or either of the kinds above specified, so much of the legacies 
will become void as shall bear the same proportion to the entire legacies as the exempted 
property bears to the entire residue."

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LAWS AND REGULATIONS 



OF THE 



lSriti0]ft antt jTorefgn Vitlt Sbotittn^ 



I. The designation of this Society shall be the BRITISH 
AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY, of which the sole 
object shall be to encourage a wider circulation of the Holy 
Scriptures, without note or comment : the only copies in the 
Languages of the United Kingdom, to be circulated by the 
Society, shall be the Authorized Version. 

II. This Society shall add its endeavours to those employed 
by other Societies, for circulating the Scriptures through the 
British Dominions; and shall also, according to its ability, 
extend its influence to other countries, whether Christian, 
Mahometan, or Pagan. 

III. Each Subscriber of One Guinea annually shall be a 
Member. 

lY. Each Subscriber of Ten Guineas at one time shall be 
a Member for Life. 

y. Each Subscriber of Five Guineas annually shall be a 
Governor. 

VI. Each Subscriber of Fifty Pounds at one time, or who 
shall, by one additional payment, increase his original Sub- 
scription to Fifty Pounds, shall be a Governor for £ife* 

VII. Governors shall be entitled to attend and Vote at all 
Meetings of the Committee. 

VIIL An Executor, paying a bequest of Fifty Founds, 
shall be a Member for Life : or of One Hundred Pounds, a 
Governor for Life, 
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LAWS AND REGULATIONS. IX 

IX. A Committee shall be appointed to conduct the business 
of the Society, consisting of Thirty-six Laymen, Six of whom 
shall be Foreigners, resident in London or its vicinity ; half 
the remainder shall be members of the Church of England, and 
the other half members of other denominations of Christians. 
Twenty-seven of the above number, who shall have most 
frequently attended, shall be eligible for re-election for the 
ensuing year. 

The Committee shall appoint all Officers, except the Trea- 
surer, and call Special General Meetings, and shall be charged 
with procuring for the Society suitable patronage, both British 
and Foreign. 

X. Each Member of the Society shall be entitled, under 
the direction of the Committee, to purchase Bibles and 
Testaments at the Society's prices, which shall be as low as 
possible. 

XI. The Annual Meeting of the Society shall be held 
on the first Wednesday in May, when the Treasurer and 
Committee shall be chosen, the Accounts presented, and the 
Proceedings of the foregoing year reported. 

XII. The President, Vice-Presidents, and Treasurer, shall 
be considered, ex officio, Members of the Committee. 

XIII. Every Clergyman or Dissenting Minister, who is a 
Member of the Society, shall be entitled to attend and vote at 
all Meetings of the Committee. 

XIV. The Secretaries for the time being shall be con- 
sidered as Members of the Committee ; but no other person 
deriving any emolument from the Society, shall have that 
privilege. 

XV. At the General Meetings, and Meetings of the Com- 
mittee, the President, or, in his absence, the Vice-President, 
first upon the list then present ; and in the absence of all the 
Vice-Presidents, the Treasurer ; and in his absence, such 
Member as shall be voted for that purpose, — shall preside at 
the Meeting. 



X LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 

XVI. The Committee shall meet on the first Monday in 
every Month, or oftener, if necessary. 

XVII. The Committee shall have the power of nominating 
such persons as have rendered essential services to the Society, 
either Members for Life, or Governors for Life. 

XVIII. The Committee shall also have the power of nomi- 
nating Honorary Members from among Foreigners who 
have promoted the objects of the Society. 

XIX. The whole of the Minutes of every General Meeting 
shall be signed by the Chairman. 



REGULATIONS 



Adopted at the Annual General Meetings of the Society in 

1826 and 1827. 

I. That the fundamental law of the Society, which limits 
its operations to the circulation of the Holy Scriptures, be 
fully and distinctly recognised as excluding the circulation of 
the Apocrypha. 

II. That, in conformity to the preceding resolution, no 
pecuniary aid can be granted to any Society circulating the 
Apocrypha ; nor, except for the purpose of being applied in 
conformity to the said resolution, to any individual whatever. 

III.' That, in all cases in which grants, whether gratuitous 
or otherwise, of the Holy Scriptures, either in whole or in 
part, shall be made to any Society, the books be issued bound, 
and on the express condition, that they shall be distributed 
without alteration or addition. 

IV. That all grants of the Scriptures to Societies which 
circulate the Apocrypha, be made under the express condition 
that they be sold or distributed without alteration or addition ; 
and that the proceeds of the sales of any such copies of the 
Scriptures be held at the disposal of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society.

REPORT. 



Far be it, yoiy Committee would unfeignedly say, as 
they once again render up their annual account — far be it 
from them to indulge, even for a moment, in language that 
should in any degree savour of vain-glory j rather let 
the feeling contained in the Angels* ascription of praise, 
" Glory be to God in the highest,'* guide their pen, and 
guide their lips, while they proceed to lay before you 
statements, relating to a larger distribution of the Scrip- 
tures than was ever made before in the course .of a single 
year ; combined with evidence, inferior in strength to none 
that has on former occasions been offered, of the real 
spiritual benefits arising from a noble circulation of the 
Sacred Volume, almost amounting to One Million of copies, 
and bringing up the grand total of the Society's Issues to 
Fifteen Millions. Let, then, the note again be struck, 
let it vibrate both on the ear and in the heart, " Glory to 
God in the highest." 

France. — In detailing the proceedings of M. De Pres- 
sense, the Society's agent for France, the Committee will 
deviate a little from the course pursued for the last few years. 
They will introduce, in the body of the Report, large extracts 
from M. De Pressense's annual statement and correspond- 
ence, but will not refer the reader to lengthened documents 
in the Appendix; not because they have not abundant 
materials with which to fill an appendix, but because they 
are both grieved and rejoiced to say there is a consider- 
able sameness in the report of one year as compared with 
another, — the same obstacles, the same successes, the same 
resistance of man, the same blessing of God. 

h 
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M. De Pressense's report opens with some fearful 
evidences of the determined hostility displayed towards 
Protestantism in general, as well as to the labours of your 
Society. He then proceeds : — 

'* But, God be praised ! nothing of all this tends to intimidate the Pro- 
testants of France. 

♦ * * 

They turn their eyes more especially towards your great and noble Society, 
which, with such cheering liberality, distributes throughout the earth those 
weapons which ought to form the sole armour of those, who, in reliance od 
the support of God, are endeavouring to cast ' down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself against the knowledge of God, and 
to bring into captivity every thought to the obedie^e of Christ.* 

'' Nor are these the only motives which can innuence your Society to 
labour with redoubled ardour. There are others : the rich and abundant 
blessings which the Lord has already condescended to vouchsafe to year 
operations, and which are the certain pledge of future blessings which he 
has still in store for you. And here let me call your attention to a few 
remarks which I may be permitted to make in connexion with this part of 
the subject. Would not the simple fact of the immense extent of yoiir 
distributions be a motive sufficient in itself for you to persevere in your 
labours without becoming weary ? If you had nothing else to look to than 
the undeniable fact, that, in the course of twenty-three years, there hare 
been circulated in France more than 1,800,000 copies of the Holy Scrip- 
tures — without adverting here to the consequences of such a circulation in 
a religious and moral point of view — would you not have the certain convic- 
tion that it has been productive of fruits, and that your labours have not 

been in vain in the Lord ? 

# * * 

" We shall, moreover, arrive at the same conclusion, if we take into con- 
sideration the means or instruments through which the word of God has 
been conveyed to sinful men. It has not been given to them by uncon- 
verted persons, at least, as regards the direct operations of your Society ; 
nor has the sacred volume been offered to them as an ordinary book ; so 
far from that, it has been brought into circulation by messengers, who, 
before distributing it among others, have received it themselves, and 
experienced its powerful influence in their own hearts ; by men of true pietj 
and devotedness, and who are animated with a sincere love for souls. To 
cause it to be received by those to whom they offer it, they have not con- 
fined themselves to a bare tender, but have urged them to seek to obtain 
it; for which purpose they have felt themselves bound, without over- 
stepping the limits of their duty, or without setting themselves up as 
doctors or controversialists, to make them acquainted with their state of 
sinfulness and condemnation, and at the same to bring before them the 
only name which is given to men whereby they can be saved : under these 
circumstances, while * declaring the testimony of God, not in the excel- 
lency of speech or of men's wisdom,' but in reliance on the declarations of 
the Holy Spirit, they cannot fail to have aroused the attention of some indi- 
viduals, and to have induced them, vrith trembling, to ask, ' What must 
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I do to be saved?* they cannot fail to have caused some^ at least, to find 
the Lord, who before did not seek Him, and to have manifested Him to 
those who before did not inquire after Him. 

*' It is true that in general they have not been privileged to witness the 
fruits of their labours : the nature of their calling, involving a continual 
change of residence, does not allow the majority of them at least, sufficient 
time to ascertain whether God has caused the seed to spring up, which 
they have cast into the earth ; and it is to them, in particular, that the 
injunction of the Holy Spirit applies : ' In the morning sow thy seed, and 
in the evening withhold not thy hand ; for thon knowest not whether shall 
prosper either this or that, or whether both shall be alike good/ It is 
their duty to walk by faiih^ and to begin the work, leaving it to the Lord 
himself to complete it. Occasionally, they certainly are permitted to wit- 
ness its completion ; occasionally, on their return to places visited by them 
several years before, they have the pleasure to behold the result of their 
labours ; they are welcomed by those to whom they had formerly given the 
sacred volume^ who confess that they have found the pearl of great price, 
and are at peace with that Saviour who has called them out of darkness 
into his marvellous light. I have already communicated a multitude of 
facts of this description. On the present occasion I shall not revert to the 
conversion of individuals, but shall limit myself to describe an occurrence 
of a more extended, and consequently of a more important nature, brought 
about by the labours of your colporteurs. 

*' In the field occupied by the agents of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society — to which alone I allude here, for I could mention other portions 
of France in which similar events have occurred — there are about fifteen 
communes, (I quote this number in order to be within the mark,) of more 
or less extent, in which a very remarkable religious movement has taken 
place in the midst of the Roman Catholic population. A portion have 
decidedly renounced the superstitions of popery, for the pure and en- 
lightened creed of the Gospel of salvation. The power of the Gospel is at 
present established among them ; in the most of the parishes the protestant 
worship is regularly celebrated, and the flock show, by their consistent 
walk and the holiness of their lives, that they truly belong to the fold of 
the good Shepherd. Without wishing in the slightest degree to disparage 
the labours of those pastors or evangelists who have assisted in building 
them up, I may be permitted to state, that, in all these parishes, the reli- 
gious awakening was first begun by the distribution of the Holy Scriptures 
through the medium of your colporteurs, and by their addresses to the 
people. 

" But I should be exceeding the limits 1 have prescribed to myself, were 
I to enter into a detailed statement of what has taken place in each of 
these communes. Let it suffice to lay before you a few extracts from my 
correspondence respecting those places in which the awakening is of a more 
recent date. The following is part of a letter from a pastor in the north 
of France :— 
" * A few months ago, on occasion of visiting a Protestant family in the 

I'ttle town of St. , I met with a considerable number of Roman 

Catholics, who requested me, conjointly with the few Protestants in the 
place, to hold meetings* among them. As may be supposed, I cheerfully 
stated my readiness to comply with their wishes, and it was agreed that on 

62 
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the following Friday we should assemhle together. No sooner, however, 
had our intention reached the ears of the clergy» than they commenced 
operations in secret, and succeeded so well with the local authorities, that 
the place where we had expected to meet was refused us : we had, there- 
fore, no other alternative than to assemble together in a spacious apartment 
which a R4>man Catholic had the kindness to lend, free of expense, for the 
occasion ; and since then the meetings have been regularly held there every 
weeky and are attended by from sixty to eighty persons, who are nearly all 

Roman Catholics. Every family in St. , thanks to the colporteur who 

belongs to your Society, is now supplied with a copy of the Bible or New 
Testament ; — ^a precious seed, which only requires to be watered, in order 
to spring up under the all-powerful grace of the Holy Spirit.' 

*' To the labours of another of your colporteurs an important religious 
movement in a very populous commune is also to be attributed. The 
genuineness of this movement is sufficiently attested by the following com- 
munication, signed by more than twenty fathers of families, and addressed 
to the committee of an Evangelical Society : — 

'* ' We have the honour to state to you, that, having been brought to a 
knowledge of the truth by the reading of the Holy Scriptures, we are dis- 
posed to renounce the errors of the Church of Home, in which we have 
been brought up. We therefore entreat you to send us a minister of the 
gospel, not wishing to know any other than the only true religion of Jesus 
Christ. We, who are all heads of families, have agreed together to prefer 
this request : and we trust that it will be favourably received. It will be 
necessary for the glory of God to send us a minister of the gospel as 
speedily as possible : our children are growing up without religious instruc* 
tion, and we are assured that many other families are ready to follow the ' 
way of God, in conjunction with us, the undersigned, &c.' 

** I have received a number of similar interesting communications ; but it 
behoves me to be brief ; the more so, as my correspondence with you for j 
the past year includes many other facts tending to show the blessing vouch- 
safed to the labours of the colporteurs. 

'* Such being the case, through the goodness and mercy of the Lord, lam 
thankful in being able to state, that you may now add to the number of 
copies of the Holy Scriptures circulated by your Society 142,129, issued 
from your depdt in Paris, between the 1st of April, 1842, and the 1st 
of April, 1 843. Praise and adoration be to the Almighty, who has stretched 
forth his hand with such marvellous liberality, to dispense His word — ^the 
bread of life — to multitudes who were previously destitute of it ! Yon will 
see, by an inspection of the statement which I send, that of the before- 
mentioned 142,129 copies of the Holy Scriptures, no fewer than 135,841 
were circulated in France. 

'* Let the enemies of the Bible call in question the success attendant on 
the dissemination of the Scriptures in France as much as they please ! Let 
them ridicule as much as they may the uselessness of the expense incurred 
for that purpose ! Let them designate the great things which it falls to us 
to report as empty boastings, or even direct falsehoods, as much as they 
think fit; it is not the less true, that within the course of the last twelve 
months, there have been circulated in France 135,841 copies of that sacred 
book, the reading of which such persons condemn or despise! Nor ought I 
we to forget to draw their attention to the important fact, that, included in 
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the above are only 391 Bibles or Testaments wbich have been gratuitously 

distributed among poor people who were utterly unable to pay for them, 

notwithstanding their great desire to obtain them. If the number, then, 

of copies so given away be further deducted, there will still remain 135,450 

Bibles or Testaments which, during the past year, have quitted your depot 

in Paris for the purpose of being sold in France, a circumstance which 

triumphantly refutes the false assertion of the enemy, that, unless Bibles 

were actually forced upon the people, no such brilliant statements of the 

issues would appear in the Society's Reports. It is, alas ! but too true, 

that among the copies thus sold, many and many a one has been destroyed 

or burned by sacrilegious hands. * 

* * * 

** On a general recapitulation of my operations during the ten years that 
I Lave had the management of your concerns in France, it appears, from 
the following table, that during the whole of that period, there have been 
issued from your depot in Paris 1,103,638 copies of the Holy Scriptures.

If to this latter sum, being the total of distributions for ten years, namely 1,103,638 
be added the number of copfts which were circulated previously to 
my appointment, namely, from April 1, 1820, when you first com- 
menced your operations in France, to April 1, 1833, the period when 

I undertook the management, amounting together to 730,650 

it will be found, that since the establishment of your depdt in Paris, 

your Society has issued through it 1,834,288 

copies of the Holy Scriptures. 

" Such a result, it would appear to me, fully justifies the pecuniary sacri- 
fices, great as they may be, which you have made for its accomplishment ; 
nor do I think that there is a member of your Society who does not regard 
it as a privilege to have contributed towards so noble a work. A circum- 
stance more especially gratifying must be the conviction arising from an 
examination of the tabular statement here submitted to you, that so far from 
your distributions falling off, they have been kept up for the last four years 
to the mark, which, when first attained, appeared altogether out of the 
ordinary course of things. It is true, in the total of issues there appears 
in the present year a small diminution when compared with those of the 
two preceding years, but the cause is easily explained, and it can as easily 
be shown that this diminution in no wise affects those branches of your 
operations which exhibit the most certain and desirable results. 
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" PasBUdg on to a coAsideration of those branches which constitute the 
more essential portion of your work, I come at once to that of the eolpoT' 
iagct which this year exhibits (as M. De P« proceeds to show, by cakals- 
tions not necessaiy to be g^ven,) an increase in the whole distribatiom, 
including those of your own» aa well as those of other societies, as com- 
pared with last year, but a decrease as compared with the year before. 

*' The true cause of a diminution in the issues of the present year as 
compared with 1840-41, is this,— that the societies which, like yoon, 
are also engaged in the work of colportage in France, have this year dis- 
tributed fewer copies of the Scriptures. 

" The distributions made directly to schools^ maintain themselves, as you 
will perceive, pretty welh But it is not by the number of copies supplied 
to them that we ought to calculate their real importance. You are aware 
that our colporteurs also dispose of copies to schoolmasters ; — ^an important 
measure, as they are thus enabled to come in close contact with both the 
masters and their pupils ; — and the interesting details which have been 
received this year, in connexion with this particular branch of their opera- 
tions, proves how much it behoves us to encourage them. 

** As to the other remaining heads of distribution, the Sales of Copies to 
Booksellers and Grants to the Poor^ a very few words may suffice for 
what may be necessary to observe respecting them. 

'* The Sales to Booksellers only refer to supplies furnished to booksellers 
in Paris, and they appear to be on the increase from year to year. I 
account for this augmentation from there being a greater number of young 
students who consider it as a matter of necessity to possess a Bible in their 
libraries. Doubtless it were to be wished that they might regard the word 
of God in another light than merely as a book of study for the time being. 
But, be that as it may, let us bless the Lord that he has thus unexpectedly 
placed his word in the hands of these persons, and let us pray that he may 
cause those who thus read it, to find it contajp that science of sciences — 
the science of salvation ! 

^* 1 have already had occasion to notice the small number of copies given 
away this year, — amounting, in fact, to no more than 391 on a grand total 
^ of issues of more than 142,000. 1 ought, perhaps, here to observe, that 
this number would be somewhat larger, were I to add to it the copies 
distributed gratis, from time to time, by the colporteurs. I have, however, 
not done this — nor indeed ought I to do it — inasmuch as our worthy col- 
porteurs, whenever they give away a Bible or Testament, pay for the same 
out of their own means. They do not wish to be generous at the expense 
of others. You will be as much affected as I am by the conduct of these 
agents, who, in the estimation of the world, are poor ; and it may with truth 
be said, earn their wages by the sweat of their brow ; but who, from a love 
to souls, do not scruple to deny themselves, either by making a further 
reduction on the fixed price, or by making a gratuitous present of a copy 
of the word of God, when they meet with others poorer than themselves, 
and who have literally not wherewithal to purchase a New Testament, 
much as they may desire to obtain one. 

** This, and many other traits of a similar character which I have repeat- 
edly brought under your notice, prove that the Lord is sufficiently able to 
raise up labourers for his work of mercy and love. I cannot express the 
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delight and satisfaction which I derive from the reports of my band of col- 
porteurs. Their zeal for the advancement of the kingdom of God, their 
ardent love for sinners, at once humble and encourage me. Their ability, 
their courage, their tact, their prudence, their intelligence, and their great 
wisdom, often seem to me fully to verify the declaration of St. Paul, that * God 
hath chosen the weak things of the world to confound the things which are 
mighty, and base things of the world, and things which are despised, hath 
Grod chosen ; and things which are not, to bring to nought things that are, 
that no flesh should glory in his presence.' 

** God be praised, then, for what has been accomplished during the present 
year — ^for the 16,333 Bibles and 125,796 New Testaments, — in a word, for 
the 142,129 copies of his holy and powerful word which have been issued 
from your depdt in Paris, during the last twelve months ! Glory — ^glory to 
God ! — for all this proceeds from him, and must return to him, accompanied 
with our adoration and deepest gratitude. 

*' A few words may not be out of [place, in conclusion, respecting my 
receipts and expenses for the past year. 

The total of my Receipts between April 1, 1842, and April 1, 1843, 

have been fr. 225,204.51 

From which, if the payments made by MM. De Lessert & Co., the 

Bankers, be deducted, amounting to.... 133,783.51 

Tliere will be left, as the net proceeds of sales of Scriptures fr. 91,421,00 

a sum which exceeds by fr. 5,297, the amount received in the foregoing 
year, and by fr. 16,180, that in the year ending April 1,1841. I mention 
these two years more particularly, because the receipts in these exceed those 
of any previous year. Thus the receipts appear to be gradually increasing. 
You are aware that this is, in a great measure, to be attributed to an 
augmentation in the price of the copies sold by the colporteurs ; and I do 
most sincerely wish that an increase in the receipts may always arise from 
the same cause ; for it would not only act favourably in behalf of your 
funds, but would also be an important guarantee for the due preservation 
of the sacred volume by those who purchase it, since it is well known that 
we do not easily part with a thing for which we have paid a good price. 

The Expenditure between April 1, 1842, and April 1, 1843, has 
amounted to fr. 225,204.51 

From which, if we deduct the amount of Invoices of Books sent to 
London to be received there, but which, for regularity's sake, have 
been included in my Accounts 5,355.60 



The real amoiuit of Expenditure will be fr. 219,848.91 



" Such are the various observations which I beg leave to submit to 
you in reference to my operations for the past year. Brief and sum- 
mary as they are, I will, nevertheless, venture to hope that they may 
tend to convince you that the work of your Society in France is more and. 
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more blessed by the Lord ; aad to prove to all the friends of the tnidi 
around you, that if great things have been already achieved amongst us by 
the dissemination of the Holy Scriptures, there still remain great things to 
be done. That this noble work has effected much good is an incontestable 
fact, the truth of which is also most fully confirmed by the violence and 

activity of those who are hostile to it. 

« • « 

*' But oh ! how weak and feeble do I myself feel, when contemplating the 
sacred duties which such a state of things imposes upon me ! How much, 
greater need have I now than ever that my friends should afiectionately 
remember 'me in their prayers at the throne of grace, entreating the Lord 
to preserve me from saying or doing any thing that might in any wise 
injure the noble work of the Bible, in which, unworthy as I am, I have 
been called to take a share. I sincerely hope that the members of your 
Committee, who have at all times treated me with great kindness, and a 
degree of indulgence which deeply affects me, will commend me to the 
mercy and loving-kindness of Him who has said, * My grace is sufficient 
for thee ; for my strength is made perfect in weakness.' Yes, it is solely 
in reliance on His almighty arm, and not on an arm of fleshy that I am 
enabled, according to the ability given me, to carry on the work with 
which you have been pleased to entrust me. And oh, may the Lord, while 
strengthening the resolution which he has implanted in you to continue 
to sow the good seed in France, which brings forth fruit unto eternal life, 
vouchsafe to you that reward to which you are authorized to look forward, 
namely, the privilege of being assured, by an increasing number of facts, 
that your labour of faith is not in vain in the Lord !

M. De Pressense has, in his correspondence during the 
year, furnished your Committee with such an overwhelming 
mass of facts, proving the benefit of circulating the Scrip- 
tures among all classes of persons, that it is exceedingly 
difficult, within a short compass, to make a suitable selection. 
The following, however, may be taken as specimens : — 



. " A colporteur in the department of writes : — 

'* ' I am truly rejoiced in being able to state, that the word of God is received 
with gladness, and even with anxious desire, in several of the parishes which I 
visited last year. At the request of certain persons who had on former occa- 
sions bought copies of me, and wished to have further conversation with me, I 
renewed my visit to them, and found that there were several families who 
are in the daily habit of reading a chapter in the Bible every morninpr and 
evening, at which some of the neighbours were occasionally present. Thus, 
without human interference, the simple reading of the word of God has 
produced the most wonderful efieets. Three persons formerly addicted 
to drunkenness are now become quite reformed. A female, who for six 
years together led a most scandalous life, has been brought back to a sense 
of duty, and is now an altered person. A vntincp man, who formerly 
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made no scruple of robbing bis parents, has become honest. Such are 
the glorious fruits produced by the simple reading of the word of God — 
w^ithout human comments— on Homan Catholics, who, little more than a 
year ago, were utterly ignorant of the very existence of a Bible ! I would 
only add, that, in the place mainly here alluded to, I have seen a young 
man, who had purchased a Bible of me, who is in the constant practice of 
uniting with four of his friends, after vespers, for the purpose of reading 
the sacred volume. Before he made the purchase, the five friends were as 
constantly in the habit of spending their Sundays in the public-house.' " 



The following is an exceedingly edifying narrative : — 

'' About twenty months ago, a young man from the neighbourhood of 
Chartres, the son of a farmer in easy circumstances, felt himself called 
upon to forsake father, mother, brothers, sisters, house and lands, and to 
betake himself to Paris. It was not with him, as with many other young 
persons who repair to the Capital, in search of pleasure or to obtain a good 
appointment, but solely with a view to confer with the agent of your Society 
there. He had led a gay life ; and, though brought up in the Romish 
Church, had thrown off the yoke, and, as an infidel, ridiculed the priests 
and the clergy. In this state of mind — which, alas ! is the state of the 
great majority of the population of our country — he was accosted one day 
by a colporteur, who offered him a Bible for sale, and at the same time 
addressed him in an earnest tone upon the great doctrines of salvation 
which it contained. Astonished at this address, the young man made some 
further inquiry ; and at once declared that what he heard was altogether 
different from the religion professed by the priests. After suitable expla- 
nations, he soon discovered that the New Testament made known to him 
things, both respecting God and the way of his own salvation, which he had 
not previously been taught. He immediately purchased a copy ; and such 
was the impression produced on his mind by the conversation of the col- 
porteur, that he resolved without delay to examine the Scriptures, and to 
make a diligent and careful search after the truth. The Lord in mercy 
blessed his endeavours, and, by the aid of his word, caused the scales to 
fall from his eyes ; convincing him of his state of guilt and condemnation, 
and leading him to the foot of the cross of Jesus Christ ; where, through 
faith, he was enabled to obtain the assurance of pardon and reconciliation. 
Rejoicing in the happiness of the children of Grod, his first care was to devote 
himself wholly to the service of Him who had so greatly loved him ; and calling 
to mind the instrument by which the Lord had been pleased to rescue him 
from a state of infidelity, he could not refrain from considering the calling 
of a colporteur as that by which he himself would be best able to glorify 
his God and Saviour. Under this impression, he arrived in Paris with 
the full intention of offering his services to those Christian friends who had 
colporteurs in their employ, and respecting whom the individual who sold 
him a New Testament had given him some cursory information. The per- 
sons of whom he first made inquiries concerning the object of his search, 
in the public streets, either did not understand him, or treated him with 
ridicule. As, however, he persisted in speaking of Bibles and Testaments, 
some one whom he encountered, thinking he wished to visit our depot, gave 
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bim my address ; and in this way he found me out. I was greatly affected 
and edified by the love which be manifested towards the Lord and his fellow- 
creatures ; and it struck me at once that I had providentially met with ooe 
who was likely to prove a valuable assistant in our work. Accordingly I 
engaged him, and sent him to one of our oldest colporteurs, a man of 
unfeigned piety, but who had not had the advantage of a good education ; 
recommending him to profit by the opportunity afforded him in leaming 
of his new companion to read more fluently, and to vnite, when they shonld 
retire to their nightly quarters. The Lord has eminently blessed the labours 
of these his children since their meeting together, so that in the space of 
twenty-one or twenty-two months they have actually sold nearly 6000 
copies of the Bible or New Testament At the same time» the young 
person here more particularly alluded to has made the most satisfactory 
progress with his friend, in the knowledge of the truths of the Giospel, so 
that he has become an intelligent and active defender of his principles; 
and it may with justice be said of him, ' He believes, and therefore he 
speaks.' Full of faith and joy, he wrote to his parents, to inform them of 
the great change which had taken place in him, and of the happiness and 
peace which reigned in his heart ; entreating them also to devote them- 
selves to the Lord Jesus Christ. His father paid little attention to his 
appeal ; and his mother, who was a bigoted Roman Catholic, alarmed at 
the state of her son, and instigated by the priests, first accused him of 
heresy, and then broke off all connexion with him. It happened, however, 
that some time afterwards, a colporteur visited the village in which the 
mother resided, and the Lord was pleased to conduct him to her house. 
His address interested her ; she listened to him attentively, and was not 
a little struck with the great resemblance between his conversation and the 
contents of her son's letters. Her curiosity was more and more awakened; 
she became less reserved ; spoke in terms of deep regret of the heresy 
of her son ; and seized with avidity upon the assurances of the colporteur, 
who sought to undeceive her in regard to him. In fine^ so greatly did the 
Lord bless the conversation to her soul, that, before it was brought to a 
close, the poor woman felt convinced that the views of her son were correct, 
and that it was she herself who was wandering in the mazes of error. 
She quickly wrote to her son, begging him to return to her ; alleging, that 
she wanted much to see him, and to be instructed by him in the way of 
salvation, of which she stood so much in need. Our young colporteur 
was labouring on the coast of the Mediterranean when his mother's invita- 
tion reached him. He immediately requested me to grant his dismissa], 
and set out on a journey of more than 200 leagues, anxious to communi- 
cate to his friends and relatives some portion of that Gospel light which 
had been vouchsafed to himself, and by which he had been instrumental 
in opening the eyes of many of his fellow-sinners/' 

• 

It is truly wonderful, when one reflects that this young 
man, after being brought under Divine Providence to a 
knowledge of the truth, through the medium of a colpor- 
teur, is now himself, as a colporteur, returned to his mother, 
with a view to establish her in the holy doctrines of that 
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5 ospel which was first brought to her notice also by a col- 
jorteur ! 

The next extract will be read with interest. 

'* In tlie establishment of an eminent jeweller, the principal refVised to 
permit me to enter his workshop, where I was previously known : I in- 
ormed him, with all possible politeness, that I was not a merchant, but a 
[>erson in the employ of a Society, which had for its object the circulation 
;>f the Holy Bible. ' Enough, enough,' he replied ; ^ I know your 3ib]e 
Societies, and can fully appreciate your doings/ While he was speaking, 
his wife entered, and showed herself as little disposed in favour of the work 
as her husband. In a joke, she took up one of my Bibles^ and opening the 
little window leading to the workshop, cried out, * Who wants a Bible ? — 
who wants the word of God, for so and so much V Her astonishment was 
not small when the price she named was handed out to her through the 
casement ; - and on being asked if more copies could be obtained, she was 
under the necessity of answering in the affirmative ; so that, greatly against 
her will, seven more Bibles were passed through the same opening." 

Another colpdrteur relates : — 

" I met with a soldier who had received, in a hospital, a medal which 
had been religiously blessed, and the virtues of which he was assured 
were exceedingly great. He was told, that if he continued to wear it, he 
would be preserved from every bodily accident ; and that whenever the 
tempter appeared to him, he had only to look upon the medal to escape his 
snares ; yea, that all his sins would be forgiven him, provided that, every 
day on his knees, he devoutly recited before the medd nine Paternosters, 
and as many Ave Marias in honour of the Virgin. After listening for 
some time, 1 inquired if, with all this, he had found peace in his soul ? He 
frankly confessed that he was as much troubled in his mind as ever ; and 
that at times he was overwhelmed with fears respecting himself. ^ By these 
symptoms,' continued I, ' you ought to recognise the falsehood of those 
doctrines which you have been taught, and how dangerous it must be 
for you to trust to them for the salvation of your soul.' My words appeared 
to astonish him, and he requested me to explain myself. ' It is not 1,' 
was my reply, * who can explain these things to you, but God himself, 
through the medium of his holy word, to which we ought always to have 
recourse, in order to come to a knowledge of the truth.' So saying, I opened 
the sacred volume, and pointed out to him, in various passages, that man, 
by reason of sin, had become the enemy of God ; and that, by his rebel- 
lious conduct, he had drawn down upon him condemnation, and eternal 
death. I then proceeded to explain to him that man, having fallen from a 
state of original holiness, was unable to offer any thing to God as an atone- 
ment for his sins ; and that as all human works were tainted by evil, it 
was utterly impossible for them to procure his pardon ; that neither his 
merits, nor his virtues, nor any external works — such as fasting, doing 
peaanee, undertaking pilgrimages, and the like — could make good a single 

transgression against the commandments of God. And, lastly, I set before 
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lum the Lord Jesus Christ, endeavotiriiig to prove to him that he is made 
unto us of God, wisdom, and justification, and sanctification, and redemp- 
tion. What I advanced on this head, I took care to confirm hy seveni 
passages, which 1 read aloud. After I had left off speaking, there wai 
a silence of several minutes, which was at length interrupted bj the 
soldier, who, taking the Virgin's medal in his hand, asked, ' What shall 
I do with it — ^it has certainly been blessed?' * Do?' replied I; 'the 
Bible informs you in the second commandment,* which I pointed out to 
him. Upon this, without further hesitation, he threw the medal away from 
him, exclaiming, * Well, since I dare not look upon it, or address it, without 
falling into sin, and since I have this day heard the truth, I will get rid of 
it.' I availed myself of the state of his mind to give him a few instructions 
as to the manner of wcftrshipping Ood in spirit and in truth. In the mean 
time, his thoughts seemed to be occupied with what he had just done ; but 
at length, in real anguish of mind, he burst out into the inquiry, * What, 
then, must 1 do, iii order to be saved ?' My only answer to this was, to 
read from the Acts of the Apostles the words of the Apostle Paul, addressed 
to the gaoler of Philippi. A passage so truly appropriate to his case 
appeared to make « lively impression upon him. * I see it, I see it V he 
exclaimed ; ' he that believes on the Lord Jesus Christ with all his heart, 
he it is that hath eternal life.' He then expressed an earnest desire to 
obtain the whole Bible ; but as he had not yet reached the end of his 
journey, and was short of money, he thought to content himself for the 
time with a New Testament only. On inquiring the price, however, and 
examining the state of his purse, he was mortified to find that his whole 
store consisted of eight sous only. Such being the case, I told him at once 
that I would make him a present of the sacred volume, as a remembrance 
of our meeting together. But he refused to accept it as a gift, and obliged 
me to receive the eight sous, telling me at the same time that he would ^d 
means to remit me the remainder of the price. On entering Paris, we took 
a friendly leave of each other ; and, from the bottom of my heart, I implored 
the blessing of God upon my new acquaintance. 

** I ought here to add, that the soldier strictly kept his promise, and 
remitted the money that was due to the colporteur, accompanied by a 
letter, from which it may be fairly inferred, that the impressions which he 
had received were not such as were likely to fade as the morning dew.'

The two following extracts present striking contrasts: — 

1 . '^ Several New Testaments which we sold there on our first visit, about 
a year ago, have been burned ; but, thanks be to God, a seed has taken 
root Of the truth of this, we shall content ourselves with mentioning one 

instance only : — Being, on the 14th instant, at the fair of A , a man, to 

whom we offered a New Testament, told us that he supposed we did not re- 
collect him, adding, that he had purchased a copy of us on our former visit. 
' You are quite in the right,' continued he, ' to prosecute the good work 
in which you are engaged ; nor ought you to be discouraged by the number 
and the violence of your enemies. Hear what happened in the village 
where I live. After you left us, our vicar went to every house in the 
parish, and wherever he could, he seized hold of all the New Testaments 
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which you had sold, for the purpose of burning them, insisting upon it that 
they were Protestant books, and not New Testaments duly approved by 
the Church. On his calling upon me, I strongly cautioned him against 
touching my Testament ; telling him, that if he continued to annoy me, 
I would, without further ceremony, complain of him to the mayor, who 
would soon settle the matter. Finding me determined, he altered his tone, 
and left me in no small confusion.' We asked if the manner in which he 
treated the priest had proceeded from a spirit of opposition generally, or 
from a desire to preserve the sacred volume, in consequence of a knowledge 
of its important contents ; to which he replied, ' To tell you the truth, 
I purchased the book, like many others, from sheer curiosity, being told 
that the books sold by the colporteurs were Protestant books ; and I was 
desirous of ascertaining for myself why it was that Protestants were so 
much cried down. I therefore read the whole book, page by page, and as 
I proceeded, the interest I took in it wonderfully increased; and now 
I would not exchange my Testament for the whole world, for the more 
I read in it, the more benefit do I gain for my soul. I assure you,* added 
he, * this precious book is greatly needed in our country, for the priests are 
deceiving us, and seeking to separate us from Jesus Christ' We quitted 
this person, after having given him some Christian advice, and recom- 
mended him to the grace and blessing of the Lord. We found what he 
told us of the deplorable influence of the clergy fully confirmed before we 
had gone much farther. One of us entered a public-house to ofier Testa- 
ments for sale : on hearing me speak, a man stood up in a great rage, and, 
pointing me out to the rest as the heretic, against whom the vicar had 
preached from the pulpit the foregoing Sunday, gave me so violent a blow 
on the chesty that, losing my breath for a moment, I fell to the ground. 
The Lord, who causes good to come out of evil, mercifully enabled me to 
restrain myself, and to answer my opponent with mildness, so that the 
bystanders, who were absolutely astonished, took my part. After patiently 
and respectfoUy listening to me, two of them purchased a New Testament 
each." 

2. " On the first of this month, I visited the vicar of the 

same venerable priest to whom a couple of months ago I sold a New 
Testament, and who enabled me to sell several copies among his pa- 
rishioners. On meeting me again in his parish, he pressed me to go 
home with him, and we had a conversation on various interesting topics, 
which lasted upwards of three hours. I found him possessed of sincere 
faith, and am persuaded that he does not exercise the duties of his calling, 
like too many, from mere motives of worldly interest, but from a deep 
conviction of its importance, and from love to souls. Notwithstanding 
the various points of doctrine on which we differ, he holds Protestants 
to be his brethren in Jesus Christ, and is far from asserting that there 
is no salvation but in the Romish church. On this particular subject 
he distinctly stated that the only means of salvation was faith in the atoning 
death of the Redeemer. As to the work of colportage, he declared himself 
highly in favour of it, and that he offered up his prayers in behalf of the 
Bible Society, being convinced that its object was to promote the glory of 
God, and the eternal welfare of poor sinners. We separated, not without 
cause for rejoicing in the opportunity which had been afforded us to con- 
verse together on the one thing needful ; and cordially shaking me by the 
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hand, he said, — ' Should it not be our lot to meet again on eaitfa, we hive 
the satisfaction of knowing that we shall meet again in heaven, where no 
nominal distinctions will exist, but where all true Christiana will be united 
in the enjoyment of the same felicity/ " 

The men employed as colporteurs are spoken of in tbe 
highest terms. On one occasion Mr. De P. writes : — 

" This month is the season when sereral of our colporteurs proceed into 
the country. Some of them have been with me here in Paris for the 
purpose of receiving encouragement and advice. Last Sunday I had tbe 
privilege of drawing near to the table of the Lord, in one of our chapels, with 
several of these worthy brethren, and it was wiUi deep and lively gratitude 
that I beheld them — they and myself having been formerly Roman Cathdics 
— engaged in the good warfare, and working together under the blessing of 
Him who has called us out of the darkness in which we were plunged, into 
the marvellous light of the Gospel, to disseminate the word of Life among 
those who are still groaning under the yoke and dominion of those errors 
under which we ourselves once laboured. I can assure you, my dear Siri 
I was highly edified and rejoiced by the dispositions and views of these valu- 
able agents ; and I said to myself, Oh, that I were able to appear with a por* 
tion of this little army in the midst of the Committee in London, — that 
the members of the Committee might both see and hear the men of whose 
services they avail themselves for carrying on their noble work, — they 
would then be convinced for themselves, far better than my feeble words 
can express, that all proceeds from the Lord, and that there is no exag- 
geration in the vast and exalted hopes which we may venture to build 
thereon." 

They have many trials to encounter, as will appear from 
the following passage : — 

'* The labours of the colporteurs continue in an astonishing degree to be 
blessed ; as will be seen by a reference to my statement of issues for the 
past month. One only needs to be fully persuaded of this by a few trials 
made to dispose of copies of the sacred volume in a country like France, 
in which the major part of the inhabitants are so totally indifferent, so 
frivolous, and so deeply tinctured with infidelity, — and in which the mino- 
rity are so superstitious ! With what disdain, with what a degree of irriU- 
tion, is not an offer to sell a Bible, even at a reduced price, in the general 
way, listened to ! Of this you can scarcely form a correct idea in England ; 
and one must live in France, view things on the spot, and be in a situation 
to appreciate the general state of people's minds here, in order to acknow- 
ledge, with recurring astonishment and unceasing and grateful admiration, 
the wonderful things which the Lord has been pleased for the last few years 
to accomplish in this country, by enabling our colporteurs every month to 
effect such considerable sales of copies of his holy word. And how should 
we comport ourselves, if for the space of a week, or a single day only, we 
were to be exposed to bitter taunts, and had to stand the brunt of an attack 
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irom the enemies of the cause, as so frequently happens to be the lot of our 
good friends ? Indeed, I can assure you, when I read in their journals the 
accounts of the ill<^treatment which they meet with, of the fatigues and 
privations which they have to endure in the prosecution of their arduous 
duty, — and when at the same time I am bound to acknowledge that the Lord 
evidently upholds them by his powerful arm, inspiring them with a patience, 
a mildness, a perseverance, which can proceed from Him alone ; — when, 
afLer numberless struggles and attempts, their journals record the sale of a 
hundred copies by one, — of 200 by another, — of 300 by a third, — and even 
of 400 by a fourth, (for such has actuaUy been the case during the last 
month) ; — when, further, I read in the same journals, a number of remark- 
able and highly interesting facts — ^facts which prove, as it were, to ocular 
demonstration, the powerful influence of the Holy Spirit, I cannot but 
feel myself deeply humbled under a sense of the weakness of my faith, and 
a want of more zeal and true devotedness, — carrying on my labours, as I do, 
with so much comparative comfort and ease! It is under these feelings 
that I am constrained to cry out, ** Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget 
not all his benefits 1 " 

M. De Pressense expresses himself in the following 
strong manner as to the evident good resulting from the 
labours of the colporteurs : — 

*' So great, in my firm opinion, is the good here spoken of, that should 
your Committee^ which God forbid, be obliged to diminish the means by 
which it is accomplished, I should myself feel called upon to proceed to 
those countries, where servants of Jesus Christ are to be found, who, by 
sacrifices on their parts, are able to support the good work, in order to en- 
treat and to conjure them, in the name of the Saviour of sinners, and for 
the love of perishing souls, not to suffer the holiest and most blessed of all 
works to languish and die. At the great day, when the pages of the Book 
of Life shall be laid open, with what joy will not the saints of God receive 
the tidings that a multitude of names were written therein, in consequence 
of the multitude of Bibles and Testaments circulated by colporteurs ! " 

Respecting the persons to whom depots are confided, the 
following extracts may be given : — 

** Forty Bibles and 260 New Testaments have been sent to the Rev. 
Mr. Dentan, who is settled in the mountainous districts of the Ardeche and 
the Haute Loire, where a most interesting religious revival has manifested 
itself, which has been brought about by the reading of the Scriptures ; 
and where constantly increasing numbers of people are inquiring afler those 
things by which they may be saved. 

** Forty Bibles and 161 New Testaments have also been placed in the 
hands of the Rev. Mr. Bridel, in Paris. Mr. Bridel is almoner to a 
Christian Normal School. With 18 pupils belonging to it, he has formed 
a Society of Visitors, who are engaged in the sacred task of discovering in 
the populous district in which they reside, those families who are destitute 
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of the sacred Tolume, and of endeavouring to bring them to comprebesd 
the importance of this good book. They have abready succeeded in getting 
a goodly number of work-people to impose upon tbemselves the sacrifice 
of paying weekly a small sum for the Bible, or New Testament, wbich is 
sold to them. This Association is one of the most interesting and useM 
which can be conceived. May the Lord increase their number ! " 

Schools have been supplied, and your Committee give 
one extract relating to them : — 

** Among the items of this kind, you will perceive 500 New Testaments 
sold to Mr. Hachette, bookseller to the University, to be distributed among 
different schools, in compliance with the requests of many scboolmasters ; 
— 261 copies to the school in the Rue St. Maur in Paris, where I have had 
the pleasure to be engaged in a Sunday-school for the last twelve years, a 
school frequented by from 300 to 350 children of Roman Catholic parents. 
The Gospel makes the most encouraging progress among this dear juvenile 
community, which is well known to our esteemed friend, Mr. Josiah Forster, 
and also to a great number of your countrymen, who, after having listened 
to the scriptural answers of these children of the working classes, have 
retired, and praised God for what they have seen and heard. The committee 
of this school do not hesitate to make the requisite great sacrifices, to 
supply, as far as possible, each of the scholars with the word of God ; 
and thanks to the Lord, in many of the families to which they belong, the 
Bible is now read and believed in, as containing the words of eternal life. 
Mr. Tetu has also bought, as you will see from my statements, 200 Testa- 
ments for the classes which have been placed under his direction in the city 
of Paris. Mr. Cattre, schoolmaster at Montelimart, who has received 200 
copies, and Mr. Lebrat, schoolmaster at Osle, who has also received 300 
copies, are charged with supplying the Scriptures to a goodly number of 
schoolmasters with whom they are in connexion." 

It only remains to be stated, that Mr. De Pressense has 
made in the course of the last year a journey to Switzer- 
land, of which he gives the following general account : — 

" Thanks to the Lord, I have pleasure in stating to you that I have every 
reason to hope that my hasty journey to Switzerland will not have been in 
vain. While endeavouring to complete certain arrangements, I held eight 
meetings, which were numerously attended, in different towns, and at 
which I communicated information respecting the work of God in France, 
which appeared to be highly interesting to the auditors. Indeed, I feel 
assured of having gained many friends in aid of Bible colportage ; and I 
know for certain that many of our Christian brethren in this country will 
frequently offer up their earnest prayers at the throne of grace, that the 
Lord may be pleased to shower down yet more abundant blessings on your 
important and widely-extended labours, and accompany your endeavours 
with a still larger measure of success. I am further warranted in hoping 
that my little trip will also have the good effect of raising up for you some 
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le voted colporteurs, and that in various ways a lively interest in behalf of 
be Bible cause will have been excited by the facts which I related, and, 
ire long, be productive of an active zeal for promoting the good cause. I 
lave had proofs, by what I have witnessed during this last journey, that 
lothing is better calculated for advancing the kingdom of God, than to 
^isit the friends of Gospel truth, for the purpose of furnishing them with 
le tailed particulars of what the Lord is mercifully pleased to do in our 
iaysy towards leading many sinners to a knowledge of the word of his 
great salvation. In this way, far more than by the most eloquent letters, they 
are induced to become active labourers in the Lord's vineyard, and it is 
this circumstance which makes me wish that I were able, at certain inter- 
vals, to visit different parts of France, in order to arouse the followers of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, to come forward more boldly than hitherto, and to 
scatter more abundantly around them the good seed, which cannot fail to 
produce fruit unto eternal life. 

The French and Foreign Bible Society, in its last 
printed Report, gives a pleasing view of its extending 
labours among sailors^ soldiers^ and the inmates of hos- 
pitals, and the blind. The following touching narrative of 
a poor blind person, who had learned to read, will be 
deemed worthy of insertion here : — 

*' A poor girl (writes a pastor in one of the departments), was recently 
furnished wi& a copy of the Gospel of St. Mark in raised type, published 
by the Society. She is quite blind, and being extremely poor, has to sup- 
port herself by manual labour of various kinds, in addition to which she 
manages to cultivate a small piece of ground, which affords her a few vege- 
tables. Her hands and fingers are, consequently, much more callous than 
those of most blind persons. When told that the Society had published a 
Gospel for the blind, she expressed an anxious desire to obtain a copy ; 
she was accordingly supplied with one, together with an alphabet. Being 
quick and inteUigent, she set about learning the characters with great 
earnestness, and, to the surprise of the friend who furnished her with the 
book, was able in the course of a few days, by dint of great application, 
to decipher a whole 'page. Somewhat discouraged at the slowness of her 
progress, the thought occurred to her that if she could remove the homy 
skin from her fingers, her sense of feeling would be rendered more acute. 
Accordingly, by the aid of a pen-knife, she pared the tips ; but, what was 
her disappointment ! — the pain was intense, while her touch was in nowise 
improved ; on the contrary, the skin became more callous than before, so 
that at length, after many vain attempts, she was well nigh yielding to de- 
spair. In a moment of deep regret, she took up the sacred volume, and 
with sighs and tears, held it to her face as if to embrace it for the last 
time, exclaiming, * Farewell ! — farewell ! — thou that containest the word 
of my heavenly Father, and art the solace of my soul ! — ^Alas ! and must 
I part from thee V 

*• Judge of the poor girFs surprise, when she found that her lips — more 
delicate in the sense of feeling than her fingers — discovered to her the 

C 
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form of the raised letters. She reflected for a moment ; another trial, and 
all her douhts were removed. Her soul was filled with joy and unspeakable 
gratitude. It was night when she made the important discovery. She 
retired to her couch, but not to sleep ; — the whole night was employed in 
passing and repassing the pages across her lips, and her exertions were 
gratified by succeeding not only in distinguishing single letters, but whole 
phrases and sentences. Since then, she has not only read the whole of St. 
Mark's Qospel, but has actually committed it to memory." 

During the years 1841-42, the French and Foreign Bible 
Society has distributed 10,738 Bibles, and 58,630 New 
Testaments, including copies supplied to M. De JPressense ; 
together, 69,368 copies. 

Within the same period, it has printed 65,362 volumes — 
namely, 7000 Bibles, and 58,362 New Testaments. 

Since the formation of the Society, that is, in the course 
of nine years, it has issued 527,442 copies of the Holy 
Scriptures from its depository. 

The friends of the circulation of the Scriptures every 
where, while they rejoice in the first sentiment expressed in 
the following paragraph of the Report of the French and 
Foreign Bible Society, will cordially subscribe to the posi- 
tion taken in the last : — 

'' The Bible Society has effected much good. It has abundantly circulated 
the Holy Scriptures, and yet its work can scarcely be said to be begun, for 
hundreds of millions of our fellow-creatures are yet destitute of the 
Bible. Nor will its work be accomplished until the last Committee of the 
Bible Society shall lay on their table the first Bible refused for want of a 
recipient. It is our duty to distribute the Bible in every place, in 
every church, in every house, in every family ; to place it in the hands 
of the rich, and in the hands of the poor ; in the hands of the child, and in 
the hands of the aged man." 

A grant of 500/. has been made to the French and Fo- 
reign Bible Society, to enable it to extend its beneficial 
labours. 

The labours of the Society's agent, M, De Pressense, are 
now carried on upon so extended a scale, in almost every 
department of France, that, to some extent, correspondence 
with other parties becomes less frequent and less necessary. 
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To the Society's friends at Toulouse, the Messrs. Cour- 
toisi 600 Testaments have been granted. The difficulties in 
the way of circulating the Scriptures in this part of France 
appear fearfully to increase ; but these friends remain 
steadfast in their work, and indeed gather encouragement 
from this very opposition. They justly say, ** Our con- 
solation is, that Satan would not be so angry, if he did not 
fear for his kingdom." 

A Bible Society has been established in Calais. A 
grant of 50 Bibles, and 100 Testaments, in French, and 
the same number in English, was made at its formation, in 
May last. A small stock, in the hands of a Wesleyan 
minister, was transferred to the Society, and in July the 
Secretary writes : — 

** Having now disposed of the whole, I send you the enclosed check for 
the amount, SL Os, lOd, ; and I am happy to have the pleasure of informing 
you, that we have also nearly disposed of the grant of Bibles and Testa- 
ments, with which your Society so kindly furnished us, and are now about 
to send to your agent for a further supply of both French and English 
Bibles. There is a demand springing up amongst the French for the word 
of God, and I sincerely hope that your Society may be the means of ad- 
vancing the kingdom of God in this land, where at present so much of 
Ignorance and error abound : not merely aniongst the poor, but in all classes 
there exists a famine of the word of God." 

Fresh supplies have since heen sent. 

A grant has been made for the benefit of English labourers, 
employed on the railroad between Rouen and Paris. 

Germany. — Dr. Pinkerton, the Society's agent at Frank- 
fort, has noticed in his annual statement the principal 
transactions of his agency. After giving this document, 
your Committee will enter into the particulars of a journey 
accomplished by him during the year, and present extracts 
iroin his correspondence, showing the nature of some of 
\f applications which have been made to him. After 
tni8, your Committee will dwell upon the proceedings of 
the Protestant Clergyman of Hungary, noticed in former 
years, and conclude this part of their Report with some 
Miscellaneous matter connected with Germany, Prussia, 
Switzerland and Italy, which could not well be introduced

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otherwise. This short preface to Dr. Pinkerton's labours 
will account for any little geographical confusion that might 
possibly o£fend the reader : — ,

" It is with a deep sense of gratitude to the Father of mercies, that I sit 
down to communicate to you the siunmary statement of the labours of the 
past year, in which the dissemination of die incorruptihle seed of the word 
of God has been continued without interruption. The total amount of 
copies issued by us during that period is 68,525 ; viz.

^' Our distributions have, therefore, exceeded those of the preceding year 
by 15,611 copies. 

'' The net amount of proceeds, after deducting the expenses of freight, 
duty, and postage of letters to our correspondents, is fl. 22,015.22, or 
1 ,8342. 125. 3(2., including 5/. 145. as donations. This is the largest amount 
of proceeds which we have yet received since the conmiencement of the 
agency, and is 467/. 89. 6i. above the receipte of last year. Among the 
numerous grants, I may mention that the Bible Society of Hanover has 
received from us 7»261 Testamenta, for distribution at half cost price in the 
Hanoverian army; and the Danish troops in Holstein have recently 
obtained 400 Testamenta from us, through the Rensburg Bible Society, at 
the same reduced price. It is gratifying to see the neighbouring states 
beginning to imitate the praiseworthy example set first by Prussia, in putting 
the New Testament into the hands of the soldiers. The Basle Bible 
Society has also received 1400 German Testamenta for Roman Catholics, 
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for circulation in Alsace, for which they have returned the full price. Our 
distribution of Italian Bibles in the north of Italy, has also been larger than 
in any former year. I must refer to my letters, which I have transmitted 
to the Committee, and to those of our correspondents, for particulars 
respecting the reception which the Scriptures have met with, and for such 
circumstances as have reached us, indicative of the Divine blessing being 
vouchsafed to our labours. At the same time we find the missionary cause 
continues to call forth more interest in the German Protestant States than 
that of the Bible Society ; and the reason of this is well expressed in the 
last Report of the Wiirtemberg Society. ^ The copies of the Bible which 
we issue, send us back no reports of their labours ; whereas, the mission- 
aries i¥e send out to the heathen remain in living connexion with their 
Societies ; they report the dangers they pass through, the combats they 
have to sustain, — the difficulties they have to encounter, and the success 
which attends their labours — and all this awakens and keeps alive an 
interest in their native land, in behalf of themselves and their work. But 
with the copies of the Holy Scriptures which we send forth, the case is 
quite the reverse — their operations are silent, though not less sure ; for 
they penetrate into the recesses of the hearts and families of 'thousands that 
receive them, and there they effect that for which they were sent.' Our 
labour is, therefore, pre-eminently a work of patience, and must be sustained 
by faith and love amidst many discouragements with which we meet. Never 
were the energies of mankind more exerted to acquire riches and to live in 
luxury than in the present time, and this is a principal cause of the neglect 
of higher objects among the great mass of the people, but especially in the 
middle classes of Society. Nevertheless, I think we are fully justified in 
affirming, that the cause of evangelical truth is still making progress among 
the Protestant nations of Germany. This is fully admitted by the religious 
periodicals of this country, though it is not easy every succeeding year to 
state new features in reference to it. One, however, deserves to be noticed, 
as it is of a marked character. The Prussian and Saxon governments have 
recently adopted measures to check the atheistical licentiousness of the 
press, so that the poison of' infidelity cannot now be so easily and exten- 
sively spread as formerly ; — still, it will be long, I fear, before the literature 
of Germany can be purified from its anti-christian leaven, and before its 
periodicals will observe even that degree of respect towards Christian 
doctrines and morals which is shown by the most respectable of the same 
class of publications in Great Britain.

** The most of the Bible institutions in Germany continue to prosecute 
their object with steady perseverance. The demand for the Scriptures, says 
the Wiirtemberg Report, has been greater the last year than in any pre- 
ceding. At the same time, the cause has many enemies to contend with, 
even in Wiirtemberg. llie Report refers to this in the following terms : — 
'There is no want of that diabolical wisdom in Wiirtemberg, which 
despises the Bible, and persecutes the Bible ; or of that infidelity which 
would annihilate the Bible if it were possible.' 

** During the year this Society has circulated 8>842 Bibles, and 8,335 
Testaments, in the kingdom of Wiirtemberg, and sent 4,622 Bibles and 
878 Testaments into neighbouring countries. 

** The Berg Bible Society has distributed 9,992 copies of the Scriptures 
last year ; of these 4,706 were disposed of by their three colporteurs. In 
regard to these labourers, they say, * Does opposition arise in one place, 
and the enemy seek to shut the door, the Lord opens it again by unex- 
pected means, and the work of our colporteurs, so misrepresented, still 
goes forward, and they seek, as much as in them lies, peace with all 
men.' 

" The Bavarian Bible Society has circulated 7,049 Bibles, 1,476 Testa- 
ments, and 1 09 Psalters, in the year ; which, in comparison with the year 
preceding, is an increase of 1 ,795 copies. The following extract is from 
the addiess of their president. Dean Tikenscher, at their last anniversary : — 
' To grow in faith and in knowledge; to obtain a deeper insight into Scrip- 
ture, and to cultivate a closer communion with the Lord, is the first duty of 
all Protestants who possess Bibles and use them. For this reason do we 
disseminate the Scriptures ; we recommend them for use, we exhort others 
to read them, to live according to them, and we would strive to do the same 
ourselves. The truth shall and will, with the Divine assistance, emancipate 
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us from tlie service of transitory things. That word of truth that operated 
on the Apostles, the Fathers of the Church, the Reformers, and particularly 
on Luther, the champion of our faith, will even now, in like manner, mani- 
fest its power. Obedience to the will of God, rather than to the will of 
man and the depraved workings of the flesh ; to act according to the word 
of God, and to renounce what is contrary to it ;— of whom could this demand 
be made in more justice than of protestant believers, the friends and circu- 
lators of the Holy Scriptures ? And if we, at the same time, live well- 
pleasing unto God, and show that we can and will be subject to every just 
Jaw of man, — ^if we are inwardly free, and outwardly peaceable ; inwardly 
full of truth, and outwardly meek and lowly, humbly bearing what is una- 
voidable ; severe towards ourselves, and charitable towards others ; coura- 
geous in the cause of the Lord, and full of love towards his Church; willing 
to offer up anything for our faith, and to bear with the weaknesses of 
others, how should not the world — the selfish, uncharitable world, that 
strives against the truth, and despises God's word, be brought to confess 
that a higher degree of truth than others possess hath been vouchsafed to 
us ; that truth hath found in love a faithful companion, and that love alone 
can lead us back to truth ? To substitute unity for division, truth fior error, 
and light for darkness, this is the blessing which rests upon believing Pro- 
testants ; or, what is the same thing, the true friends of the word of God. 
May the Lord preserve his word unto us pure and uncorrupted ; may He 
shed his light around us, and pour out his Spirit upon the Bible Societies, 
that Protestants may acknowledge the truth, and, being armed with the 
weapons of truth, may be enabled to combat all the powers of error ! " 

*^ Surely these details warrant us in expressing our conviction, that not- 
withstanding much that is calculated to dishearten, there is also much to 
encourage us. There is a growing demand for the Holy Scriptures in these 
lands ; and this is doubtless a token for good ; and we may safely commit 
the precious seed, which we are scattering so extensively, to the care of 
Him who hath promised to give the increase. What numbers will appear 
* in that day,* who have been brought to the savins: knowledge of Christ 
by means of the Bibles which we have been privileged to bestow upon 
them ! 

*' We have great cause for gratitude also on account of the opportunities 
granted us for sending so many thousands of copies of the Bible to our 
remote Protestant brethren in the east of Europe, where they are so much 
wanted ; and where, alas ! a preached gospel is so rare. And while these 
facilities for diffusing the light of saving truth are continued, may we, with 
becoming zeal and perseverance, abound in this good and great work. With 
humble thanksgivings to that God, whose I am, and whom I seek to serve, 
for a continuation of bodily strength, and many tokens of his compassion,

Your Committee will now present some short notices 
of the principal places visited by Dr. P. in an extensive 
journey undertaken by him during the last summer. He 
writes : — 



Xl THIRTY-NINTH REPORT. [1843 

** In Halle, I had a long interview with Professor Tholuck, who is still a 
xealous distributor of the Bible, and begged for a fresh grant of 100 Bibles 
and 50 Testaments. To Pastor Schlaaf, formerly our correspondent at 
Posige, I promised 50 Bibles. He is now Chaplain to the House of Cor- 
rection at Halle, where he has upwards of 300 criminals under his cha^, 
in a new prison lately erected upon the most improved principles." 

In Dresden, he spent three days^ and remarks : — 

** The Bible Society is in a more prosperous state than when I last visited 
Dresden ; their debts are all paid off, and their depot is now in the house 
of the Missionary Society, under the care of Dr. Trautmann, Director of 
that Institution. Their issues, during the present year, he informed me, 
are about 5,000 copies. The Ladies' Bible Society is also in activity. 
Mrs. Paschel, who is at the head of it in the absence of the Baroness von 
Kirchbach, told me that they diligently continued to recommend the Bible 
in the families of the poor, though they met with many difficulties from the 
prevalence of infidelity. Mr. Naumann has still charge of a depdt from us, 
and as hb has engaged to render half price returns for the copies he circu- 
lates, I have promised liim a new supply of 100 German Bibles, 50 Bohe- 
mian Bibles, 50 Lutheran Testaments, and 150 Testaments of Van Ess. 
The Parent Society and Ladies' Society have no need of fresh grants ; the 
former having received 350 Lutheran, and 100 Catholic Testaments from 
us in March.*' 

From Herrnhut Dr. P. makes the following state- 
ment : — 

" Bishop Reichel here has rendered to me an account of the copies dis- 
tributed firom our depot, under his charge, since my last visit in 1839. 
They amount to 1,110 copies, of which 719 were Van Ess's Testaments, 
that have mostly gone into Bohemia ; and it is very pleasing to learn from 
the Christian friends here, that the tens of thousands of copies of the 
Scriptures which we have sent into that country, during the last twenty- 
eight years, are not remaining unused. There is a very interesting 
awakening among the Catholics along the frontiers, and a constant demand 
for the Scriptures among them ; — in one village, they speak of forty 
families that are seeking the way to Zion, many of whom» at much risk, 
steal across the frontiers, on Sundays, to attend the preaching of the 
Gospel in the Brethren's church here. They are subject to very great 
persecution from the priests and the authorities ; — and even an imperial 
commissioner from yienna has been amongst them, but to no purpose." 

Seven hundred copies were placed at the disposal of Bishop 
Reichel. 

At BuNTZLAU and Liegnitz, grants of 400 and 200 Tes- 
taments were made. The following notices convey much 
interesting information : — 
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**Froin Liegnitz I changed my route, from the east, southwards, towards 
le Riesengebirge (Giant's Mountains.) On passing through the town of 
lirschberg, I called at the printing-office of Mr. Krahn, where I saw the 
rioting of the Hirschberg Bible going forward. It is the undertaking of 
le Countess von Heden ; and consists of Luther's text, with short anno- 
itions and comments of a truly evangelical character. The edition 
snsists of 9000 copies in large octavo, in one volume. The king of 
^russia has subscribed for 6,000 copies, with the view of placing a copy in 
very school in Silesia and Pomerania. It is nine years since I suggested 
[lis undertaking to the pious Countess. Many obstacles came in the way 
f its execution ; repeatedly has it been undertaken and abandoned ; but 
er perseverance has triumphed at last, and the edition is now three times 
be number of copies originally intended. The object at first was, and 
till is, to exclude from the common schools the Neologian Commentary of 
Winter, which is said to be in the hands of almost every schoolmaster in 
he country. We, as a Society, can of course take no part in it ; yet we 
annot but wish success to it, and admire the zeal of His Prussian 
Majesty for the advancement of the cause of truth, another proof of which 
t has drawn forth. Singular to say, when the Rev. Mr. Sibthorpe 
ravelled with me as your deputation, in 1827» to the Continental Bible 
societies, he offered 100/. out of his own pocket to induce a bookseller at 
Lteipzic to undertake it, but no one accepted his offer.'' 

From BucHWALD Dr. P. writes : — 

" I met with a most cordial welcome from the Countess von Reden, and 
several pious nobles on a visit to her. Here I remained till the morning of 
the 27 th, and was highly gratified with a review of the operations of the 
Buchwald Bible Society, and the other pious and benevolent works 
carrying on by this excellent lady. She paid to me thirty-two dollars for 
copies disposed of from our depot under her charge ; and begged for a 
fresh supply of 50 Bibles and 100 Lutheran Testaments, the half with 
Psalms, and 100 Testaments of Gosner's Version. They are now pre- 
paring to celebrate their anniversary, and have a good report to make ; but 
it is one of the principles of their Society never to print any report of their 
transactions. They have observed this principle rigidly since their forma- 
tion in 1815. The Buchwald Society's issues have exceeded 60,000 copies 
of the word of God. 

" During the last few years the Countess has been much occupied with the 
settlement of the sixty- three families of Zillerthal peasantry, who, from 
reading the Scriptures and the writings of Protestants, became convinced 
of the errors of Popery, and, in the year 1837, were compelled either to 
return to the Catholic Church, or leave their native valleys in the Tyrol. 
The latter painful alternative they chose ; and when the late king of 
Prussia was made acquainted with their sufferings and destitution, by one 
of their number whom they had sent to him for that purpose, he generously 
allowed them to settle upon apart of his own estate at Erdmannsdorff, at the 
foot of the Griant's Mountains. Their huts are now studding the place, 
^uilt in the style of their Tyrolese habitations ; and to each there is attached 
^ small farm, which they cultivate for their support. The king entrusted 
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the setdement of these exiles on account of their religion, to the Ck)antEss, 
who has executed her commission with great success, after having bad 
many diflSculties to overcome ; and the gratitude of the poor people from 
Zillerthal is marked on every occasion when they meet her: her name 
among them is changed from the Countess von Reden to * Our Mother/ 
I visited several of their neat cottages, and found them well supplied with 
the Scriptures. I was much gratified, in conversation with them, to find 
them reaJly well read in the Bible, and able to quote with ease in support 
of their own principles. 

In Breslau Pastor Koschinski^ of Constadt^ met Dr. P., 
and he writes : — 

" We sat down, and, with the map before us, examined the extensive Md 
of his labours ; and I particularly recommended the neighbouring kingdom 
of Poland to his attention. He says, the obstacles to the diffusion of ihe 
Scriptures in that direction are very great, on account of the strict guard 
which the Russians keep upon the frontiers, and the fears of the Protestant 
clergy beyond the borders of doing anything among the Catholic popula- 
tion, lest they should be complained of to the authorities by the Roiui>h 
priesthood, few of whom are friendly to the circulation of the TesiameDt 
among their people. Nevertheless, there is still a great call for the 
Scriptures in Prussian Poland and Upper Silesia ; and I have engaged to 
send to him the remainder of the Breslau edition of the Polish Bible, still 
in the hands of Dr. Hahn, and consisting of 302 copies. In addition to 
these Bibles in the Roman character, he is to get 150 Polish Bibles in the 
German character from Posen, 100 Polish Testaments for Catholics, 50 
Bohemian Bibles, and 300 Van Ess's Testaments. He is to return to us 
half price for all he circulates, and has paid to me forty dollars of proceeds. 
He has hitherto been very regular in his accounts and payments, and is an 
excellent successor to the aged Mr. Otto, of Brieg, who carried on the 
work for so many years, first at Kosel, and afterwards at Brieg, with great 
perseverance and distinguished success, but is now laid aside by old age iod 
many infirmities." 

The SiLESiAN Bible Society had issued 927 copies at re- 
duced prices^ and 559 gratis. Dr. P. observes : — 

** Though much less is done than is requisite for the supply of the popu- 
lation from want of labourers truly interested in the cause, and who have 
time to devote to it, yet we must be thankful for what has been efiected by 
this child of my own; for since I formed it in the year 1815, it has 
distributed 50,093 copies of the Sacred Scriptures." 

The PosEN Society was next visited, and a grant made of 
300 Lutheran Testaments. 

From Berlin Dr. P. writes : — 
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" On my arrival, I was sorry to learn that General von Thile, the 

'resident of the Society, was absent. I have seen the Secretary, Mr. 

tobwasser, and several of the members of the Committee ; and on visiting 

leir depository, I learnt that their issues last year had exceeded those 

f any preceding year, having amounted to 14,000 copies, of which only 

bout 700 were Testaments. However, there is still a very strong oppo- 

ition in the Committee to Bibles without the Apocrypha ; and on this 

ccount we have four small depots in the hands of individuals in this 

ity. The Rev. Mr. Becker, formerly missionary to the Jews, from the 

^ondon Society, states that there is a great demand for our Bibles 

Tinted in Frankfort, on account of their being so far superior, in paper 

nd print, to the editions issued here. He has still a sufficient num« 

»er of copies on hand. The Rev. Mr. Kuntze continues his connexion 

nth us, and has paid to me 13 drs. for Testaments circulated by him. He 

lesires a fresh supply of 125 Bibles, and 50 Testaments with Psalms. 

VIr. Lehmann and his friends still circulate many copies among the poor, 

md he derives his supplies not only from us, but also from the depot of the 

Edinburgh Society at Hamburg. These three friends have willingly agreed 

:o return us at least half the cost price for the copies they distribute for us. 

The fourth depot is under thci charge of Mr. Eisner, who accounts to your 

Committee direct for the copies entrusted to him. I have also visited the 

pious and venerable Baron von Kotwitz, now in his eighty-fifth year. He 

was the first who took me by the hand in 1814, when I came to try what 

could be done to form a National Bible Society, and he has remained a 

steady friend to this and every other good cause. I have spent an evening 

also with Pastor Gosner, now in his sixty-ninth year, yet possessed of 

all his wonted vigour and activity. He is a Missionary Society in his own 

person, and has already sent forth upwards of fifty missionaries to the 

heathen world — to India, New South Wales, New Zealand, and North 

America. He lamented greatly over the desecration of the Sabbath in this 

metropolis ; and though a Society has been formed to operate against this 

evil, yet the opposition to every reform of this kind in the public mind is 

so overwhelming, that their Committee are enabled to effect very little. 

A Pastoral Aid Society has also been established on the principles of that 

in London, and there is great need for it. In one parish here, there is 

only one church and 52,000 souls, and three ministers to take the spiritual 

charge of them. In another parish there are upwards of 30,000 inhabi- 

^nts, in all respects as ill provided with churches and pastors. That true 

religion is making progress here, especially among the higher and lower 

ranks, there can be no doubt ; yet the middle classes are said to be much 

opposed to the Gospel, and the pantheistic philosophy of Hegel is still 

^nght in the university, and tends to lead the young and inexperienced to 

infidelity and atheism." 

In Rostock, Dr. P. says : — 

** I have seen the Secretary of the Bible Society, Pastor Koch. He put 
into my hand a well-written Report, of the twenty-five years' operations 
of the Rostock Bible Society, which was published last year. In that 
period they had distributed 15,871 Bibles, 1,708 Testaments^ and 919 
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eopies of the Psalms* This is something, to he sure, but how inadequate 
to the wants of a Protestant popuktion of half a million of souls ! 

On hiB arrival in Hamburg, Dr. P.'s first care was to 
carry out the wishes of the Committee in offering relief to 
the sufferers by the awful conflagration with which that citr 
has been visited during the last year, and 1 000 copies were 
granted for distribution among them. Dr. P. writes : — 

*' After taking the advice of Senator Hudwalker, and other friends, we 
came to the conclusion that the hest way of executing the benevolent pur- 
poae of the Committee, would be to entrust the distribution of these copies 
to the ' Ladies' Association for the Relief of the Poor and the Sick/ This 
commission, Miss Amelia Sieveking, President of the Association, who, 
with upwards of 50 other ladies, has been labouring for the last ten jears 
to relieve the temporal necessities of the poor of this city, and to promote 
their spiritual improvement, has most willingly engaged to execute; and 
1 have accordingly addressed to her a letter on the part of the Committee 
of which I inclose a copy, explaining the wishes of the Committee respect- 
ing the said 1000 copies of the Scriptures. And as a proof of the destitate 
state of the poor, who have suffered by the fire, in regard to the Holy Scrip- 
tures, I will merely state one fact : — Mr. Wiechem, inspector and chap- 
lain of the ' Hamburg Institution for reclaiming Vagabond Youths,' told 
me thati a short time after the fire, he himself had visited 200 poor famibes 
near their institution at Horn, who had been burnt out, and had taken 
reAige in the huts around them, and that among all these, he had only 
found one family that had any knowledge of the Saviour ; the rest were 
destitute, not only of the Scriptures, but of all religious knowledge. Tbej 
willingly accepted of 60 Bibles, which he procured from the dep6t of the 
Edinburgh Bible Society ; but as he could obtain no more copies, the rest 
remained unsupplied. This fact shows clearly the great need there vi ^^^ 
the gift of the Society among the burnt-out poor ; for I can hear of oo 
other attempt which has been made to furnish them with the Bible, except 
that above stated. The day after my arrival here, I wandered for an hour 
among the ruins — how melancholy the prospect ! — what complete desola- 
tion ! — heaps upon heaps ! I was forcibly reminded of the days I sp^"^ 
among the ruins of Moscow in 1813, while engaged in founding the Mos- 
cow Bible Society. And still, though the ruins of Hamburg are g^^^ 
they are not to be compared with those of the city of the Tzars in ashes. 
May God render this awful visitation a blessing in disguise to many '^ 
this city I '* 

In Hanover, Dr. P. saw the Secretary of the Hanover 
Society, who requested, on behalf of that Institution, a fresh 
grant of 2000 Testaments ; and he writes : — 

" It is pleasing, also, to hear from them, that the copies voted by your 
Committee to the Hanoverian army, on the same principle as to the Prus- 
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sian troops, have been all circulated, and well received. I have accordingly 
told them that you are willing to make ^ther grants to the military, for 
the present year, on the same terms. Their own Society is now exciting 
more interest than formerly. The king has given them a donation of 1 00 
dollars, to aid their funds ; and the Crown Prince has contributed five 
Louis d'ors to the same object.*' 

On the subject of this grant to the troops^ the Secretary 
of the Hanover Society writes : — 

** It cannot for a moment be doubted, but much good will be effected 
throughout the kingdom by this distribution of the word of God; for the 
people are well disposed, and ready to receive it ; they have a desire after 
religious and devotional publications, and almost every one is able to read. 
The soldiers will, sooner or later, carry their New Testaments as a treasure 
into their families, after having profited by it in the barracks during their 
period of service, and will then be able to communicate its important con- 
tents to their relatives and friends. In the course of next autumn, when 
the troops, who are now out on furlough, shall be again called into service, 
it is proposed to renew the offer to the minister of war, always presuming 
that you sanction it ; and the official statement is, that most probably 6000 
copies wiU be then required." 

The Stade Bible Society was visited by Dr. P., and a grant 
made of 600 Testaments. 

Wetzlar was visited on his way homeward, and Dr. P. 
writes : — 

" They have a Missionary and Bible Society here, that meet with con- 
siderable encouragement. Wetzlar belongs to Prussia, and it is to this 
place we send all Uie Bibles and Testaments destined for the Prussian domi- 
nions, packed up in cases of about a centner weight each, to be forwarded 
per post, free of all expense, to our Society. This is a valuable privilege 
bestowed by the government on the Bible Societies of Prussia." 

Dr. P. concludes the account of his journey in the fol- 
lowing terms : — 

" Leaving Wetzlar on the 19th, I reached home in the afternoon, 
grateful — yes, truly grateful — to God for my preservation during such a 
long and fatiguing journey, and in such an unusually hot summer. I have 
travelled 348 German, or about 1700 English miles, and have been absent 
eleven weeks and three days. During this tour I have received 742 drs. 
12 J sgr. on account of proceeds from our correspondents, and entrusted up- 
wards of 10,000 copies of the Scriptures to them for distribution. On no 
former tour do I remember to have enjoyed so much refreshing intercourse

with Christian friends as on the present. Their number is increasing daily in 
the countries through which I have passed, and the cause of Christ is making 
decided progress, notwithstanding the numbers, influence, and zealous 
efforts of its opposers. This is a truly comforting reflection, after all the 
labours and fatigues I have passed through during the last twenty-eight 
years, in seeking to promote it in Germany. The Lord's name be mag« 
nified ; to Him alone be the glory ! 

" But I must not conclude without mentioning a merciful preservation 
I experienced on this tour from imminent danger. On the road from 
Oldesloh to Armsburg, in the Danish territory, while going at a moderate 
trot on a good chaussee, with two young strong horses before my calash, 
and a clever postillion driving them, all at once both the fore- wheels of my 
carriage fell off, the horses took fright and ran away, the fore-part of the 
calash dashing upon the stones ; and as they were strong fiery animals, it 
was with great difficulty that the postillion succeeded in stopping them. 
How easily might I have met with the lot of the poor Duke of Orleans ! 
But a kind and merciful Father's arms were around me, and I escaped 
unhurt. 



On this journey all the parties visited consented to pay 
at least half the cost price of the books entrusted to their 
care. 

The following extract of a letter addressed to Dr. P. 
will show the fearful extent of destitution which still pre- 
vails in some quarters : — 

*^ Throughout the whole Austrian States, not a single edition of the 
sacred volume has ever been published in the Polish language. My 
brother has just completed one in German, at Lintz. What a melancholy 
reflection that in the circle of Tischner^ to which we belong, and which 
comprises 40,000 souls, not the smallest provision has been made for sup- 
plying them with the New Testament ! Indeed, no copies are to be met 
with, except here and there one, which has been introduced into the 
country, with great difficulty and risk, from Prussian Silesia. The copies 
belonging to the very old edition of Brisga, which are occasionally, though 
comparatively rarely, to be found in the schools, are so torn and worn out, 
as scarcely to be of any more use. 

** Oh, that the Lord may, through his Spirit, incline you to look favour- 
ably on the poor inhabitants of this country, who, amidst their mountains, 
and under much hardship, have continued faithful to the Gospel ; and 
who are so impressed with a reverence for religion, and so truly devoted to 
the creed of their forefathers, that — and I say it with unfeigned gratitude 
to God our Saviour — during all the thirty years that I have acted as the 
minister of a parish containing 4000 souls, not a single act of felony has 
occurred. Oh, that the Lord would send help to Israel out of Zion, and 
redeem his captive people !" 
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It is cbeering* to meet with such incidents as the fol- 
wing", g-iven in a letter of one of Dr. P.'s correspondents : — 

" Among other instances, I may mention one recently brought under 
r notice by my son, a candidate of theology, and at present residing in 
; seminary for ministers at Munich. On a journey of relaxation during 
IS last autumn, he happened to engage a passage on board of one of the 
Tts so common on the Danube, intending to proceed to Augsburg. He 
ere was accosted by one of the rowers, who told him, that in 1 826 he 
d been presented with a New Testament in Erlangen, which he had 
refully preserved, and for which he could not express himself sufficiently 
ateful, having derived the greatest benefit and consolation from its 
^rusal. May we not hope that the precious gift, thus scattered, as it 
ere, upon the waters, may still, afler many days, continue to be prized, 
id guide the poor Danube mariner eventually to the haven of eternsd 
;st ?" 

Dr. Pinkerton has had a considerable correspondence 
egarding Italy ; and supplies, which may be called by 
lomparison large, are finding their way into that country. 

The zealous Protestant clergyman of Hungary alluded 
;o in the last Report has forwarded a statement of his 
abours during the past year, from which the following 
interesting extracts are taken : — 

" Privileged by the Lord to labour in his cause, and encouraged by the 
confidence which you have so kindly reposed in me, I cannot revert to the 
operations of the past year without feelings of the deepest gratitude. It has 
indeed been one of the most prosperous, though at the same time the 
niost laborious and toilsome, of all the six years in which I have been 
engaged in prosecuting the glorious work. But the Lord has sent help 
in a wonderful manner. He has converted many an anxious foreboding into 
cause of thankfulness, and many an anticipated danger into a real blessing ; 
80 that, when taking a review of the last twelve months, I am bound to 
acknowledge that I am undeserving of all his faithfulness and mercy ! 

** If we enter into the details of our operations in this place during the 
above period, the first circumstance deserving of notice is the completion 
and actual circulation of an edition of 5000 copies of the Hungarian Bible, 
from stereotype plates ; 3000 German New Testaments, as also 500 
Hungarian New Testaments, both with Psalms, have been purchased ; 
5000 Bohemian Bibles have left the press, of which 1000 copies have 
already been distributed. The Lord was pleased to direct my attention to 
the thousands of Protestant soldiers belonging to the Austrian army, and 
for their supply three editions of a pocket New Testament, in the Hun- 
garian, German, and Bohemian languages, consisting of 5000 copies 
each, were undertaken ; the two former of which have been completed, and 
the last is on the eve of leaving the press. The distribution of these books 
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among the military^ though attended with manj difficultiesy in consequeDce! 
of the regiments being widely scattered throughout the country, littl 
already been begun, and we have reason to hope that it will not only be] 
successfully prosecuted, but also that something may be obtained in return.! 
As the last supply of 8000 German Bibles was exhausted, it became 
necessary to recruit the depdt here; and accordingly 1500 additional 
copies were purchased of the printer in Giins. Moreover, as a desire to 
obtain the lively oracles of God begins to manifest itself among the Jews 
of these countries, the printing of an edition of the Hebrew Scriptores 
here may be a subject deserving of future consideration. 

** From the foregoing it will appear that in the past year 20,000 copies 
of the Holy Scriptures have been printed, and 7000 purchased in Guos. 
Besides which it may be observed, diat 2000 Hungarian Bibles, small 4to, 
were bought in Pest, and that 504 German Testaments for Roman 
Catholics, and 32 Hebrew Bibles, have been received from other quarters ; 
so that during the last twelve months 29,536 copies of the Scriptures hare 
been received into the depdt under my care. 

" The following works are still in the press, though on the eve of being 
completed ; namely, 

5,000 Hungarian Bibles from stereotype plates ; 

6,000 Bohemian New Testaments, pocket size ; 

3,000 Hungarian New Testaments, 12mo; 

3,000 Ditto ditto 12mo, with Psalms; 

16,000, making, with the number above stated as having been printed, 
purchased, and received, during the past year, an aggregate of 45,536 
copies of the Holy Scriptures. 

*' If further we turn our eyes to what has been done in the way of 
actual distribution, it will be seen that we have also reason to bless sod 
praise the Lord. During the year ending the 30lh November, 1842, the 
following copies of the Scriptures have been circulated ; namely, 
2,263 German Bibles ; 
1,622 Ditto New Testaments ; 
1,783 Ditto New Testaments, with Psalms; 
5,000 Hungarian Bibles ; 
2,539 Ditto New Testaments; 
500 Ditto New Testaments, with Psalms ; 
989 Bohemian Bibles ; 
2,279 Ditto New Testaments, with Psalms ; 
111 copies in sundry languages ; 

17,086 copies together ; so that since the year 1837 the total of copi^ 
of the Scriptures issued from the depdt amounts to 57,247, of which about 
3,000 have been distributed gratis among the poor, the inmates of prisons, 
hospitals, &c. 

" During the past year the actual amount received for copies sold ba^ 
been fl. 4,007 44 xr. (about 400/.) making the total sum received since the 
beginning, fl. 13,820 19 xr. (1,382/.) ♦ • • It may further be stated here, 
that on a fair calculation, the average price obtained for a copy of the Scrip' 
tures sold has been 30 kreuzers (or Is. sterling) ; and as since the com- 
mencement of my operations 76,646 copies have been purchased at a cofft 
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)f 70,684 florins, it follows that upon an average one-half of the cost price 
lias been returned to me on the sale. 



*' Nor have the Roman Catholic population been wholly overlooked ; 
md any member of the Romish Church who is desirous of obtaining a 
Bible, may confidently count on receiving a copy, though none is ex- 
pressly offered to him. My attention has also been directed to the Eastern 
Church : its members amount to more than a million in Hungary, and 
there is an earnest desire among them to obtain the Holy Scriptures in the 
Servian and Wallachian dialects. 



*^ Several congregations testified their gratitude in the most affecting 

maimer, for the supply of copies of the word of God, which they had 

received through me. I even remember more than once meeting with 

children, who were engaged in reading their Testament while tending their 

cattle ; — in many schools the sacred volume is used as a school-book, and 

in some it is carefully expounded to the pupils. In many families the 

Scriptures are held in reverence, and affecting instances might be quoted 

of the happy influence produced by the reading of them. Thus I may 

be permitted to select out of several, the following two cases, as being 

in point In the course of my journey I had occasion to pass through 

a town, considered to be wholly inhabited by Roman Catholics. The 

landlord, who had previously learned from the coachman who I was, came 

to me, and asked somewhat timidly, if I really were the Rev. Mr. W. ? 

On my answering in the aliirmativey he exclaimed, * Oh, how delighted 

am I to see you here ! There are several Protestants in our place !* — 

In fact, I soon found myself in the company of Ave respectable citizens of 

the town, who without hesitation declared their adherence to the Protestant 

faith, — thanked me for the Bibles, which they alleged to have received 

through me (but which they had obtained from certain of my parishioners), 

and earnestly begged for a further supply, adding, that the inhabitants of 

the town had formerly been Protestants, and were in reality still so. 

Ilqually gratified was I on being invited by a noble lady to visit her ; 

she had been for several years a widow, and welcomed me in the most 

cordial manner, declaring, with tears of gratitude to the Lord, that I had 

brought a blessing into the country, and, through the Bible, which she had 

purchased three years before, had been the instrument of her conversion to 

v^od. I also found that she had purchased a considerable number of copies 

of the Scriptures for distribution among the peasants on her estates. It may 

be considered as somewhat of an anomalous proceeding, when to the above 

1 add, that several writers who are not unknown beyond the frontiers of 

Austria, are at present diligently engaged in studying the Bible, from an 

impression that the Mosaic code of laws is the most perfect of any. May 

the Lord cause them to discover, in the course of their investigations, 

spmething which they are not seeking after ! And let us, in the mean- 

tinie, rest satisfied with the confident assurance, that the seed of the Divine 

^ord, which has been so abundantly sown among us, will prove a savour 

of life unto many, though we ourselves may not be eye-witnesses of its 

^my effects !" 

d 
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Switzerland. — The Evangelical Society of Geneva 
continues to employ its efforts^ through the medium of 
colporteurs, with very considerable success — ^though amidst 
many hindrances. Colonel Tronchin writes : — 

" Yoa will haTe seen by the last Report, published this year» that the 
copies of tlie Scriptures which have been sold were not so many as, 
from the number of agents employed, we had reason to expect. During 
the year ending April last, we have had fifty-four colporteurs in our service, 
who have sold no more than 7536 copies. You will easily gather from this, 
that the opposition on the part of the Romish Clergy becomes greater every 
day ; and that in certain localitieS| whither, some five or six years ago, our 
Society was in the habit of sending its agents, the priests of Rome have 
taken measures to close the doors against our humble messengers. Furious 
addresses from the pulpit, calumnies, assaults and persecutions, as weU as 
hindrances and ill-treatment on the part of the civil authorities, — nothing 
has been left untried. Nevertheless, it is evident that the Lord condescends 
to bless the labours of our colporteurs ; and, during the eleven years that 
I have been connected with themi I have often been filled with astonish- 
ment, when contemplating the means adopted by Him for defeating the 
wiles of the enemy, and for frequently causing a single copy of the sacred 
volumes-thrown perhaps, at first, disdainfully into a corner of the house — 
to prove eventually the occasion of the conversion of several souls." 

Colonel Tronchin has given some very pleasing instances 
of henefit derived* from the circulation of the Scriptures ; 
but your Committee do not report them here, having 
already given some specimens in the Monthly Extracts 
for February last. 

Belgium. — From the determined and increasing oppo- 
sition to the circulation of the Scriptures in Belgium, 
your agent, Mr. Tiddy^ has not been without his fears 
that he should have to present, at the close of the year, a 
report of much diminished issues. His fears have happily 
proved groundless, as the following statement will show : — 

''Brussels, March 29, 1843. 

" It is with unfeigned gratitude to the Author of every good and perfect 
gift, that I forward you the annexed Report of Bible Society work in this 
country in 1842-43. 

'* The number of volumes sold has far exceeded my most sanguine 
expectations. Last year I was pleased to see that our sales were only 
about 600 volumes less than those of the previous year ; I thought that a 
remarkable degree of success, considering the number of copies which have 
been distributed in Belgium. I was prepared to see the sales of 1842-49 
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fall considerably below those of 1841-42. Had they only amounted to 
five or six thousand copies I should not have been surprised. During the 
first six months of the year our distributions maintained their number, but 
about the end of that period, from sickness and some other causes, the 
number of our colporteurs was lessened, and our sales diminished in pro- 
portion. I made an appeal to our friends here for help, and the Lord 
heard and answered my cry. He opened a new door for us ; new colporteurs 
presented themselves, and I am enabled, by the Lord's blessing, to report 
to you a distribution of 12,546 volumes, being 3000 copies more than the 
distribution in 1841-42. This calls for a song of praise to Him who 
' turneth the hearts of men whithersoever He wills.' One remarkable and 
most pleasing feature in our distributions is, the demand for Protestant 
Versions; 2,610 Testaments and 473 Bibles, or 3,083 volumes, nearly the 
one-fourth part of our sales, were of the version of Martin and Ostervald, 
*an evident proof that many of the Roman Catholics have overcome their 
prejudices against our labours. Our distribution under the head of 
Sales at the Office amounts to more than 1000 copies above those of 
1841-42, 

*' After such results as the above, I am almost ashamed to repeat to you, 
what I frequently hear froqa my colporteurs, — * The sales must diminishy 
for I assure you that there are some villages so thoroughly supplied^ that 
nothing more is to be done in them,* I would leave the matter with Him 
who ruleth aU things after the counsel of Bis will, who opens and no man 
shuts, who shuts and no man opens. I would earnestly pray for His grace, 
so as to be enabled to accept his good pleasure, to feel that He is God, and 
to be prepared to follow Him wherever he may see good to lead me. I can 
adore Him for the past 5 I would fully trust Him for the future, — • He 
doeth all things well.' 

" There are many beautiful and flourishing spots in this country, where 
the good seed is springing up and bearing fruit to the praise and glory of 
his grace. The little leaven has leavened the lump, and there is already 
a little band of devoted friends to the Bible cause, who bear you up in the 
arms of faith and prayer, who are ready to help you, * according to what 
they have ;' in proof of which I may mention the zeal now being mani- 
fested for the printing of a Martin's pocket Bible, with marginal references, 
and the resolution of the Committee of the Belgium Bible Association to 
offer you 500 fr. or 20/. in aid of that work, as a token of their high 
satisfaction at the interest you take in the spiritual welfare of this country. 
Neither must I pass over in silence, as being of little importance, the fact 
of so many copies being subscribed for, and the conviction which I have 
that double the amount of money already mentioned will be given to you, 
should you decide to print the Bible in question. Our work has taken 
deep root, and has weathered all the violence of the adversary's storm. 
It has gained the confidence of many persons, who formerly treated it 
either with indifference or with scorn, whilst many others bless God for 
having called you to labour in this land. 

" 1 cannot refrain from mentioning to you a fact which has been lately 
communicated to me. A lady at Spa gave a Testament to a woman of 
that place, desiring her to read it. The lady having changed her residence, 
^ost sight of the woman for a long while ; the woman followed the lady's 

d2 
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advice, and very attentively perused the Testament, and began to fee\ W 
mind very uneasy ; she sought for some one to whom she could unhorden 
her heart, but could find no one capable of understanding what she 
felt. She went to her priest, and he told her she had better be quiet, for 
she was beside herself; she went to another, and received a aimilar answer. 
Determined to * seek until sue found some one who felt as she did/ she set 
out on foot to visit Brussels ; having but a trifle in her pocket, she coald 
not pay for a bed, and so she slept in the open air. Having reached 
Brussels, she applied to some priests, but quickly found out that thej 
could not better understand her feelings than did the priests at Spa. 
She became much discouraged, and thought ' that there was not another 
person in the world who felt as she did.' As her last resource, she deter- 
mined to go to Rome, to see if she could gain any help there ; but having 
learned the address of the lady who gave her the Testament, who was 
residing at Neuwied, she thought she would first visit her, and see what the 
lady would say about her state of mind. She again set out on foot, snd 
with only about two francs in her pocket. Having reached Neuwied, abe 
found the lady, to whom she freely communicated what she had experienced 
in her mind on reading the Testament, and from her she received those direc- 
tions and consolations she so earnestly desired and sought after. The Itidj 
also advised her to attend Mr. Girod's ministry at Liege, to which place 
she intended to return, and there she at present resides. She retvaned 
comforted ; and now says, she has no longer need to visit Rome ; she 
will now sit down at peace for life. The Testament told her to knock, and 
it should be opened to her, to seek, and she should find ; she was determined 
to seek until she did find what she wanted. She did so, and has found peace 
for her weary and heavy-laden soul. She has joined Mr. 6irod*8 congre- 
gation. 

** I may close here, and use a favourite motto, * Deeds, not words.' ^ 
can point to the statistics given you in the annexed sheet, as speaking more 
powerfully than any words I can add. With earnest prayers for the bless- 
ing of the Lord to abide on you, I remain, yours, &c.

It is a pleasing duty for a Christian and for a Society 
occasionally to pause, and survey the path by which they 
have been led, and then to raise a grateful Ebenezer. Such 
a review has been made by Mr. Tiddy, in the following 
letter : — 

" Bru^seh, Avg. 30, 1 842. 
" Perhaps you will forgive me, if I am wrong, in remarking to you that 
I have now served the term of my apprenticeship. I entered the service of 
the Bible Society on August 17, 1835, little thinking that at the end of 
seven years I should stili be in Belgium, with my work unfinished. But it 
is ple^ant to feel that one has been guided by the Lord. In reviewing 
our labours, we see difficulties and dangers overcome ; and we look back on 
the deliverance with mixed feelings of awe and gratitude. We see a 
delightful success attending very feeble efforts, and rejoice in the re- 
membrance of that sweet passage, ' There is no restraint to the Lord 
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o save by many or by few.' We have seen the word of God silentiy 
v^orking its way into the houses of rich and poor, learned and ignorant ; 
ind the prayer of faith has gone up to the throne of God. Reaching the 
)resent moment, we can look around us, and rejoice with great joy. 
02,84O volumes have been issued from our depot in seven years, 93,090 
'olumes of which have been put into circulation by means of those dear 
riends engaged with me in carrying out the glorious object of the Bible 
Society. We see many missionary stations formed, many congregations 
issembled, many ministers preaching the Gospel of Christ, many souls 
nade obedient to the truth, many places filled by inquirers after truth, 
vhich places once belonged to those now enjoying the fulness of truth in 
eternal glory. We see schools, in which there are many children reading 
ihe sacred word of God, and lisping his praise. We see, also, thousands 
>f religious tracts, and religious works, scattered throughout the length 
and breadth of the land. We see the cause of Christ enracinS [rooted], and 
steadily growing to a large tree, whose branches cover the whole country. 

^' Looking forward, standing on the high hill of God's gracious promises, 

by the eye of faith, we see the little one becoming a thousand, and the 

desert place blossoming as the rose. We see that whereunto the Lord 

has sent his holy word being accomplished, and rejoice that the promise 

is coming into fulfilment, that the Redeemer shall see of the travail 

of His soul and be satisfied. The Word has become the power of God unto 

salvation, unto them that believe. Oh, delightful prospect! cheering 

sight ! — ^for they will be glorious realities : — but mistake me not, * To Him, 

the Author of every good and perfect gift, be all the glory,* — to us, shame 

and confusion of face. I could unbosom my feelings to you ; I feel the 

check-string of conscience, the blots of past days are still visible, but I 

will mourn them in secret, — I will pour out my complaints at His 

feet, and pray to be humbled for myself, and to be enabled to rejoice 

in Him. Again I say — To Him be all the glory ! He has done great 

things, whereof we will be glad. 

** Permit me to translate for you an extract of a letter lately received by 
my friend, Mr. Panchaud, from a minister of the Gospel, who has been 
appointed to a new station of evangelization in this country. The station 
had been opened about twelve months. As the remarks were not intended 
for the Bible Society, but are made in course of a brief view of the reli- 
gious state of the town and neighbourhood in which the minister resides, 
they will be more valuable, and they are the testimony of an impartial 
witness. 1 believe a copy of the Report has been sent to some friends in 
Scotland, who take an interest in the station : — 

*' * Few places exist, in which the word of God has been so abundantly 
distributed as this. This fact is of the greatest importance, especially when 
the results are attentively examined. I am deeply convinced that not only 
^0 we owe to this distribution the remarkable success which has attended 
the preaching of the Gospel in this place, but it is that which gives my 
work strength and solidity ; — a work which was begun by the reading of the 
Bible, of which the Bible is the foundation, and which is built up by the 
Bible, can never be entirely thrown down. Thus a preacher of the Gospel 
cannot be faithful unless he takes his stand on the word of God. 
Amongst those who appear to inquire afler their salvation, such as have 
been accustomed to read the Scriptures for some tipn^ ftr^ easily dis- 
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tinguished. Their views are clearer, their faith more solid, and their con- 
Yictions more positive. The authority of the word of God is established 
better in their hearts ; it is easily seen that this book has penetrated the 
heart with the proof of its divinity. ... A person said to me, — " We 
bought this book of a colporteur, and I asked my wife to read it, to see 
what it was. She opened it, and read Matt. xxv. — It made me cry like a 
child. My heart was quite agitated. I felt that the words were true. I 
said to my wife — What does it mean ? we have never been told these 
tilings ; — why have they been concealed from us so long ? My wife read 
on, and I continued to cry. The book was not like other books. I am 
hard of heart, but, notwithstanding, it broke its hardness. In reading it, 
I have often shed tears, and we have said — * These words are from God.' " 
It is evident that the success which attends the preaching of the Gospel 
here, is essentially due to the reading of the Scriptures. It may be truly- 
said that the work promises much. I have three congregations, each con- 
taining 100 to 150 persons, and several other smaller ones.' 

" I must confess, that such a testimony, and from such a quarter, is very 
gratifying to me, at the end of my apprenticeship term. I see that 
although we often sow in tears, we reap in joy. The Lord does not leave 
us without a witness. I hope you will also feel gratified at the above com- 
munication, and that I shall be accompanied by your prayers, and those of 
the Committee, in the new period on which I have just entered." 

A deeply interesting series of Bible Society meetings has 
been held during the course of the past year in Belgium. 
They were attended by M. De Pressense of Paris, and the 
Rev. Dr. Malan from Geneva, together with Mr. Tiddy. 
The following account of them will amply repay the 
perusal : — 

''Brussels, Oct. 11, 1842. 

*' It is with deep gratitude to God for his great goodness to us that 
I write you on the subject of our Bible meetings within the last month. 
They have been abundantly blessed : so much so, that a friend now residing 
here, and who in England was a Secretary of a Bible Association, and as 
such frequently attended Bible meetings, said, * People must come to Belgium 
to see a Bible meeting ; for after our meetings here, Bible meetings in 
England are nothing.* This is saying a good deal, certainly ; but we all 
felt our meetings to be seasons of refreshing from the presence of the 
Lord. 

** Our first meeting was held in the Evangelical Chapel, Rue Ducale, 
Brussels (the former dep6t of the Bible Society), on Monday evening, 
Sept. 19 ; the Baron du Bois de Ferriers presided. He opened the meet- 
ing by announcing his continued attachment to the Bible cause, and spoke 
very gratefully of the British and Foreign Bible Society. The Scriptures 
were read, a hymn sung, and prayer offered by the Rev. Mr. Panchaud ; 
after which I gave an account of the labours of the Bible Society. I was 
followed by the Rev. Dr. Malan, who, in a most impressive speech, advo- 
cated the Bible cause, and earnestly recommended it to all who love their 
neighbours. ,The place was crowded, and every attention was paid to the 
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remarks of those who spoke. Every person with whom I conversed after 
the meeting appeared highly delighted. As the meeting had been adver- 
tized some days before, we had a great many strangers present, among 
whom was a priest. After the service, a collection was made at the door, 
which produced 170 fr., a thing never before known in Belgium. The next 
morning we set out for Mons, by the railroad. At Mons we met 
M. de Pressense. We continued our journey to Labouverie, where we 
attended the examination of the school attached to the church in that 
village : eighty children were present Their answers were very satisfactory, 
especially on Scripture ; so much so, that Dr. Malan promised to give each 
child a hymn-book which he has printed for children. Several of our 
beautiful little French Testaments were given as prizes, with which the 
children were delighted. In the evening we held our Bible meeting ; and 
the room was filled, so that several persons were obliged to listen outside 
the door and windows. It was heart-cheering to see the eager attention 
with which the poor colliers, with their black faces, listened to the pious 
and stirring addresses delivered by Dr. Malan, M. de Pressense, and 
others. I should like to see our own villagers listening with such intense 
interest, when addressed on the subject of Bible work. We left Labou- 
verie, to sleep at P&turages, a village about two miles off: a beautiful 
moonlight night, and a blessed subject to talk over, and hearts full of joy, 
made our walk at nine o'clock at night most delightful. Our company was 
numerous. Several friends from Brussels had accompanied the deputation, 
in order to partake of their joy. Fancy a dozen Christians walking 
together, after such a blessed service, each recounting the pleasure he had 
enjoyed, and I am sure you will long to have been there. Yes, they were 
joys which the world cannot give, but which the Bible work has often 
afforded. 

" From what we saw at Labouverie, we were convinced that the room in 
which it was proposed to hold the service at Paturages would not be half 
large enough. What could we do ? The new church, which was promised 
us, was not finished. It was only half paved, no seats, the walls damp, 
and so on. However, we had to choose between two evils. Should we 
deprive two or three hundred persons of hearing the truth ? or had wc 
better run the risks of colds, or of injuring the unfinished walls and pave- 
ment ? The latter was decided on ; and we went to work most diligently, 
with brooms, shovels, &c, &c., to clear away the rubbish out of the new 
church — a most spacious building : we borrowed all the chairs we could 
get in the neighbourhood, all the seats of the old church, and we soon set 
them in order : we spread straw over the floor, and with the aid of a few 
boards we made a platform : we stuck some posts into the ground, which 
served us for candlesticks ; a cord passed from window to window served to 
hang a lamp on ; so that by 6 o'clock all was in order. Our most sanguine 
expectations were surpassed : the crowd was so great, that we were obliged 
to beg the persons nearest the door not to press so hard on their neighbours 
who stood before them. We had a manuscript of the Book of Esther with 
us, which we showed ; and tried to prove the value of your Institution, in 
comparing your publications to the writings formerly used. The evening 
was a happy one ; the same attention, the same joy, the same success : the 
people were highly delighted. The morning after our meeting at Paturages, 
we went to Dour. There we had a fuller meeting than I ever saw in that 
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place. The attendanee of strangers was remarkable ; and the speakers 
were most happy, especiallj M. de Pressens^ and Dr. Malan. 

" Our next meeting was to be held at Mons ; so we quitted Dour at 
about 9 o'clock, and reached the former place about 1 1 o'clock at night, 
very much fatigued in body, but equally as much strengthened in spirit. 
A good night's rest restored our bodies ; and early in the morning we began 
to feel anxious about our evening meeting. Last year it was a most 
remarkable one. Would this year be as good ? Would those who were 
present last year return this ? and so on, were questions which were pretty 
freely handed about. As the evening drew nearer, our hearts beat quicker ; 
and when we reached the place of meeting, we were astonished. The 
room was crowded ; and I may say the people were wedged in, two rooms 
being completely full. The Rev. Mr. Devisme, who had presided at the 
three preceding meetings^ again took the chair. M. de Pressense was the 
first who spoke, and he spoke well. Dr. Malan followed him, and gave us 
one of the most masterly and most powerful discourses I ever heard. He 
took up the different objections urged by the priests against our work, and 
one by one he answered them in the most satisfactory manner. You would 
have been gratified indeed to see the calm and attention which reigned in 
the room during the meeting. We felt we had new cause to adore our 
heavenly Master, who had opened such a door to us. The Saturday 
morning we returned to Brussels, much edified, and deeply touched with a 
feeling of gratitude and praise for the excellent week we had had. On the 
whole, never were our Bible meetings better attended, or promised to be 
more useful. The same friend from £ngland, of whom I have spoken, said 
the first meeting he attended was worth all the money it cost him to attend 
the meetings ; all the rest was clear profit ; such was the pleasure he felt. 
May the Lord's blessing accompany our efforts to advocate his cause, for 
He alone gives the increase! 

** The Wednesday following we visited Charleroi, where, for the first 
time, we held a Bible meeting. Our colporteurs have, from the beginning 
of their labours, met with great success in Charleroi and the adjacent 
villages : the word of God has produced its effects. The minister lately 
placed there by the Belgian Evangelical Society has three congregations in 
Charleroi and two neighbouring villages, each amounting to from 100 to 160 
persons, besides smaller meetings which he holds in other villages. Our 
meeting at Charleroi was not so large as those we had held the preceding 
week, but, for the first, was very respectable, and created a sensation in the 
town : we heard that the details communicated at the meeting were much 
talked over the next day, and opinions expressed, that they were things 
worthy of being heard. 

*^ On the Thursday we held a meeting in a populous village, about four 
miles from Charleroi. I was struck, on entering the chapel, with the resem- 
blance between the auditory there assembled and our friends at Labouverie. 
Our meeting here was a counterpart of that at Labouverie : more than 200 
persons were present : the greater part were men. One man was so 
affected, that he was obliged to leave the room for a little while. We were 
more than satisfied. It is indeed a most remarkable thing, that in a 
country so eminently papistical we should have had such meetings. 

*' Whilst at Charleroi, Dr. Malan received a letter from Mons — or rather 
I received it, for it was addressed to me — ^begging us to return, to hold a 
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second meeting there ; for there had been sueh an interest excited in that 
town, that the minister thought it very wrong to let the opportunity slip 
without taking advantage of it, to impress still more deeply on the inhabi- 
tants the necessity of studying the word of God. Several persons had 
already inquired after the Scriptures, and manifested a lively interest in 
what they had heard. As we could not hold a second Bible meeting, 
Dr. Malan returned to Mons on the Friday, where he preached to a most 
crowded auditory ; and although he kept them for about three hours, they 
were not willing to go away when the service was finished. The Rev. Mr. 
Panchaud and myself returned to Brussels. 

" The next Wednesday we went to Li^ge, accompanied by several friends 
from Brussels. Liege is a large and important town : its inhabitants are an 
intelligent people ; and education is very much cultivated. It was our 
first attempt to have a Bible meeting at Liege ; but we were amply repaid 
for all our anxiety. I suppose there were more than 500 persons present: 
and had the room been twice as large, it would have been filled ; so many 
persons came, and were obliged to return home, not being able to get inside 
the door, A letter received from one of my colporteurs, who is working 
there, says, ' It is much to be regretted that the Bible meeting was not held 
in a larger room. I have met a great many persons who have expressed 
their deep regret at not being able to get in, as the room was so full ; 
especially as Uiey have heard a good deal of praise from those who were 
present. I think, if it were possible to have a second meeting, it would 
produce a good efiect.' Dr. Malan said it put him very much in mind of 
the time of the Heformers : he was convinced nothing had taken place of a 
similar kind since their day. The meeting, I feel satisfied, will do an 
immense good. One young man, who apparently came to mock, spoke to 
Dr, Malan after the meeting, and said, that hitherto he had not thought 
much about religion ; but what he had heard that evening had convinced 
him of its truth, and that henceforward he would give his attention to it. 
It appears that last Sunday there were a great many new attendants at the 
service. 

" Of course we cannot follow those who attended our Bible meetings, to 
know whether the impression made is lasting ; but we may be assured that 
the arguments brought forward, and the facts stated, must produce the 
most beneficial effects.*' ' 

Many are the evidences that have been accumulated of 
the good arising from the labours of the Society. Your 
Committee content themselves with a few examples : — 

" One of my colporteurs, who used formerly to colport in the neighbour- 
hood of Charleroi, returned last week to the field of his former labours. 
He says he is filled with admiration at the work going on there. The word 
of God has not been distributed in vnin. Those who were formerly amongst 
the foremost to illtreat him, when he ofiered them the Bible, are at present 
the most zealous followers of the Gospel. As soon as they heard that the 
colporteur was in the town, they sent word to him, to be sure not to leave 
the town without calling on them. I once sent you an extract of a letter 
from the minister stationed there. It gave an account of those who had 
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read the Scriptures^ showing the difference between snch, and than 
who had not done so. This same minister writes that the movement k 
most extraordinary ; the rooms inside are crowded when he preacbes, and 
he has bad in one place 600 people outside the doors and windows. lie 
says there are a hundred places where he could preach, if he had time and 
strength. We are all highly delighted with the work in his field of labour/ 

Mr. T. writes again : — 

** I have often sent you most interesting accounts of the saccess of the 
Gospel at Charleroi and in the neighbouring villages ; but the half has not 
been told you i for I had no idea of the extent of the work now going oa 
in those localities. 

** About a fortnight sincci I was present at the Annual Meeting of the 
Belgian Evangelical Society. I heard the minister who resides at Charleroi 
give an account of his work ; which cheered me much. That you maj 
I'ully appreciate the blessing God has granted us, I must recall to your 
memory, that, from the first, our colporteurs regularly visited that town and 
its environs : month after month they colported, and always with iDcreased 
success, till at last every village was stocked with Bibles and Testaments. 
This brought the people to make diligent inquiries after the truth ; snd 
many a time our colporteurs have been refreshed by the interesting rencon- 
tres they have had with persons seeking the truth. Many pressing demands 
were made for pastoral instruction : these were not listened to until about 
eighteen months ago. When the minister was fixed there, he found the 
fallow ground broken up : and in a letter, of which I sent you an extract 
some short time since, he said, ' It was easily seen who amongst the people 
had been accustomed to read the word of God, and who had not : there was 
a most remarkable difference between them ; the former being 30 much 
more easily instructed in the Word, their views being clearer, and their faitli 
stronger.' In his speech, he said, that since he began his labours in Char- 
leroi, the change in the character of a large number of persons Is most 
remarkable. 

** The Bible meeting we held at Charleroi has had a good effecL One 
man was present who had been cherishing in his bosom thoughts of ven- 
geance against one of his neighbours. From that evening he turned from 
those thoughts with horror ; and now he reads the Bible. The minister 
has sold upwards of 100 volumes since our meeting. He said that be is 
struck with amazement at the extraordinary movement which the preach- 
ing of the Gospel has occasioned in that locality. Places of worship have 
been opened by him in five or six different places ; and many persons 
earnestly beg him to come and preach, if it be only for once. In one 
place, more than 600 persons surrounded the door and windows of the 
house of worship, whilst inside the people were so crowded, that thej 
could scarcely move. Seats were out of the question ; they would have 
taken up too much room." 

The colporteurs pursue their avocations with the same 
exemplary diligence and constancy as in former years ; and 
many of them are themselves among the best witnesses of 
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le importance of the Society's labours^ and the blessing 
iiat attends the distribution of the Scriptures. 

Mr. T. observes : — 

*^ I cannot help remarking to you, that the three colporteurs lately 
^g^gedy and three others, vhose services I have not accepted* ate all Bel- 
tans^ all once Roman Catholics ; the four from Mr. Vierne's congrega- 
on having been brought to a knowledge of the truth through the preaching 
f the Gospel by a minister who was called to the village by wants originating 
I the distribution of the Scriptures by the British and Foreign Bible . 
'ociety." 

The happy demand which has sprung up for copies of 
he Protestant French version, is noticed in Mr. Tiddy's 
mnual statement ; and Mr. Tiddy has urgently entreated 
f^our Committee to print, in Brussels, an edition of Martin s 
Bible, with marginal references. The subject has been 
maturely considered, but for the present your Committee 
have contented themselves with meeting the demand by pur- 
chasing supplies from Mr. Bagster, though none are more 
heartily rejoiced than themselves at the preference beginning 
to be manifested for Protestant versions. 

Your Committee have only to add, respecting Belgium, 
that they have had the pleasure of presenting to the Belgian 
National Library, a selection of the Society's versions. 

Prussia. — The following letter has been received from 
nis Excellency Chevalier Bunsen, the Prussian Ambas- 
sador : — 

"Prussian Legation, London, 2d June, 1842. 
* My Lord, — I have to perform a most gratifying duty, in having the 
nonour of informing your Lordship, as President of the British and Foreign 
^ible Society, that his Majesty the King of Prussia, in consideration of the 
^Ways-increasing usefulness and the unrelenting efforts of a Society, for 
^nose nohle principles and Christian ohjeet his Majesty has ever entertained 
^he highest regard, is desirous of becoming a subscriber to the same. I am 
jnerefore ordered to transmit to your Lordship, as his Majesty's donation 
'Of the present year, the sum of one hundred pounds sterling^ and to 
^^^ithat from the 1st of April, 1843, an annual subscription of twenty 
fi^e pounds sterling will be paid, in his Majesty's name, to tlie Treasurer 
of the Society.

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The following general summaiy of the proceedings of 
the Central Prussian Bible Society has been received: — 

*' After a sermon, preached on the occasion, by the Rev. Dr. Theremin, 
one of the royal chaplains, the Report was read by the Secretary, Mr. 
Eisner, from an extract of which it appears that, during the year ending 
October 1, 1842, the receipts of the Prussian Bible Society (including a 
balance of rix-doU. 1.501. 12.3) had amounted to rix-doll. 10.966.1. 4 ; and 
that its expenses had been rix-doll. 10.022.95, leaving a balance in hand of 
rix-doll.943.21.11, (about 140/. sterling.) 

'* The issues from the Berlin depot, during the past year, had amounted 
to 13,001 Bibles, and 307 Testaments. 

" Since the formation of the Prussian Bible Society, on the 2d of 
August, 1814, down to the 1st of January, 1842, it has issued from Berlin 
235,721 Bibles, and 61,761 New Testaments, or, together, 297,482 copies ; 
and the issues of its Auxiliaries and Branches have, for the same period, 
amounted to 450,413 Bibles, and 343,426 New Testaments, or, together, 
793,839, making a grand total of 1,091,321 copies, as already observed, on 
the 1st of January of the present year. And, as between that day and the 
1st of October there were distributed, from the Berlin depdt, 10,587 Bibles, 
and 221 Testaments, — and it may be assumed that at least 30,000 copies 
have been also, within the same period, put into circulation by the 
auxiliaries, — it may, on a moderate calculation, be supposed, that the 
aggregate amount of issues of the Holy Scriptures, down to the present 
time, by the Central Prussian Bible Society, (including all its auxiliaries 
and branches,) is now 1,132,129 copies. 

** In addition to the foregoing, it must also be observed, that, through 
the munificent aid afforded by his late Majesty, and continued by the 
present Sovereign, in conjunction with that of the venerable British and 
Foreign Bible Society, nearly 200,000 New Testaments have been 
distributed among the troops belonging to the Prussian army. 

" The number of Auxiliary Societies had been increased during the past 
year, by four, at Graudenz, Soldin, Zeitz, and Lissen, near Naumburg." 

To the Society's valuable correspondent, Mr. Samuel 
Eisner, of Berlin, there have been forvrarded 6,874 copies 
in the Lithuanian, Polish, German, French, and English lan- 
guages. These supplies have been chiefly intended for the 
use of the military^ on the same terms as in former years. 
Your Committee have, in successive years, contributed to 
a circulation of 200,000 copies among them ; and you will 
concur with Mr. Eisner in saying, " We look upon the 
distribution of the sacred volume among the military as a 
glorious epoch in the history of the Bible Society." 

The application for English Bibles was only to the 
extent of 12 copies ; but the occasion of asking them is 
interesting. Mr. E., in one of his letters, writes : — 
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^< I have to request that you will make a grant of 12 English Bibles for 
■k^ missionary students in connexion with the Rev. Mr. Gosner, and that 
o^ will forward them by the first opportunity. During the past month 
'Xt. Gosner has despatched five missionaries direct from Bremen to New 
Zealand, in company with the Rev. Mr. Miiller, who, probably, did not 
ouch at any part of England. In the course of next month several more 
rkissionaries will, in all likelihood, proceed from Hamburgh direct to 
Z^alcutta, being destined for the new mission station in Central India. A 
^ umber of young men (who, for the greater part, were formerly artizans) 
still remain here in Berlin, who are being prepared for the same calling. 

** In the instruction of all these an English Bible is indispensably neces- 
sary for each of them; and, as Mr. Gosner has to defray the various 
s:xpenses solely from voluntary contributions, the gift of 10 or 12 English 
Hibles would be a great boon to him." 

The Rev. Mr. Stockfeldi of Creutznach, has remitted 
52/. 10^. ; and in his annual statement writes as follows : — 

" The Lord has, by my instrumentality, furnished many of his ancient 
people with his most precious word during the past year, which they read 
and search for their instruction, which is to be seen from the much perused 
copies in many Jewish houses : and, only lately, a Jewish teacher, who 
himself inquires after truth, told me, with joy, that very many Jews, who 
formerly spent the Sabbath, &c., in idleness, did now at such times dili- 
gently read the Hebrew and German Holy Scriptures. And the Lord fulfils 
graciously his promise (Isaiah Iv. 10, IL) At Speyer, only a few days 
ago, a Jewish family was baptized, viz. the father and his children ; and a 
Christian lady, who did very much for the circulation of God's word among 
the Jews, wrote to me about a fortnight ago, that she now reads diligently 
the New Testament with the daughter in that family, who believes in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and loves him sincerely, and with tlie mother, who 
desires anxiously to become acquainted with the truth, and the sure way to 
eternal life." 

The Dantzig Bible Society, which has received aid from 
Frankfort, has forwarded a copy of its last printed Report, 
from which it appears that it had issued in the previous 
year 1234 copies, and that the Ladies' Association had sup- 
plied 272, of which 263 were sold, and only 9 copies 
issued gratis. 

A grant of 1100 Testaments has been made, on the 
application of Peter Brown, Esq., of Copenhagen, for the 
Bishop of Odensee. The Bishop writes : — 

"With regard to the Christian tendency of the coming time, a great deal 
will depend on whether children from 10 to 14 years are made acquainted 
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with the word of God, and particularly that of their Redeemer ; for what 
we learn in our youth we will not forget in old age ; and even if the holy 
volume IB laid aside during some years, the friend of our youth will he 
remembered when life brings on its sorrows and troubles, and the holy 

volume will then be perused, to the consolation and blessing of the reader. 

• ♦ « 

^' I take the liberty to add, that on my visitation this year, I have been in 
several schools where the explanation of the New Testament was com- 
menced ; and 1 have already had great satisfaction from this happy begin- 
ning. Several masters assured me that this instruction cheered themselves, 
and was become very dear to them. From these points the cause will 
spread more and more." 

The Bishop had obtained 1000 copies from another 
source, and w ished for a further supply in order to realize a 
plan he had formed, of furnishing all the parochial schools 
in his diocese' with copies of the New Testament. 

The Sleswick-Holstein Bible Society has forwarded 
its last Report, from which it appears — 

** During the year 1841, the Sleswick-Holstein Bible Society has issued 
4814 copies of the Holy Scriptures, making the grand total of its distri- 
butions, to the present time, 98,152 copies. Its receipts for the same 
period were 1653 rix dollars 20 schillings ; and its expenditure amounted 
to 1272 rix dollars and 3 schillings.*' 

Of the Sleswick-Holstein Society, Prince Frederick of 
Sleswick-Holstein, the present Governor of the two Duchies, 
has, after the example of his predecessor, the Landgrave 
of Hesse, become the President. 

Mr. Reiche of Sleswick has solicited supplies, in German, 
Danish, and Greek, amounting in all to 212 copies. 

The Rev. Mr. Rontgen, of Chuistiansfeldt, reports : — 

" The total of my distributions, on behalf of your Society, during the 
past year, has been 526 volumes ; namely, 328 Danish, and 140 German 
New Testaments, and 40 German and 18 Danish Bibles." 

These have been distributed in five towns and eighteen 
villages. 

To the Rev. Mr. Holm, of Holstenbuug, a grant of 
120 Danish New Testaments has been made. 
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Sweden. — The valued friends composing the agency at 
Jtockholm, have continued to prosecute their labours with 
nuch success. The Rev. Geo. Scott has indeed been obliged 
o retire from his post ; but continues, now that he resides 
n England, to manifest as lively an interest as ever in the 
Society's work in that quarter. The following are extracts 
from the usual annual statement presented by the agency : — 

'' Daring the year 1842, 10,000 Bibles and 15,000 New Testaments, 
!)000 with the Psalms, have been printed by your agency ; and also 6000 
Kew Testaments have been received from Helsingfors, printed there, in 
the Finnish language ; making in all 31,000 copies. Of this number, 
7373 Bibles and 12,562 New Testaments have been issued; making 
together 19,935 copies. Bible Societies have received 870 Bibles and 
2560 New Testaments, together 3430 copies : the remaining 6503 Bibles 
and 10,002 Testaments, or 16,505 copies, have been sent to individual 
correspondents. The number of copies of the whole Bible issued exceeds 
that of last year by 2009 ; but of the New Testament, 2740 copies less 
than in 1841 have been circulated. A much larger issue of New Tes- 
taments would have taken place, but for two reasons : first, the stock of 
Finnish Testaments was entirely exhausted, and the supply from Finland 
arrived too late in the season to allow the sending of grants long before 
applied for ; and the recent edition of the Swedish Testament could not 
be got ready before the navigation for 1842 had ceased. 

'* The General Table of Issues shows that a very large proportion of 
the grants of Scriptures have been made to Helsingland and Smaland. In 
the former of these provinces, a most encouraging revival of religion, 
chiefly begun, by God's blessing, on the prudent and zealous labours of a 
devoted young peasant, employed as a Bible colporteur, has been progressing 

during great part of the year. 

* * * 

'* In the provinces of Helsingland and Smaland there has been n» need 
of exhorting the people to apply to your agency, for they have voluntarily 
and earnestly appealed for grants. Smaland is the province which, though 
distressingly destitute (upwards of 15,000 householders having no copy of 
the Scriptures), seemed closed against us by the determination in certain 
quarters not to sanction any general distribution by the clergy on the usual 
system of a scale of reduction, graduated, according to the ability of the pur- 
chaser, by the conscientious judgment of the clergyman. Now, the province 
18 marvellously opened, without the aid of the party in question. The 
number of new correspondents receiving grants in 1842 is thirty-nine. 
A part of a regiment of soldiers, stationed at Stockholm during the summer, 
^ade application for whole Bibles at a reduced price ; and 121 copies were 
^^>d to them ; so that almost every soldier took a Bible home with him to 
hi8 native district These men expressed great thankfulness for the oppor- 
tanity afforded them of obtaining the word of God on such easy terms ; as, 
"Ot for the reduction allowed by your Society, they could not, from their 
trifling pay, have spared sufficient for this purpose, and must have gone 
without. 
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'' It has not been possible daring the year to have any stock of books in 
the dep6ty as the demands have been so constant that the copies had to be 
despatched as soon as they came from the bookbinder. Towards the close 
of the year, however, when there was no longer any possibility of forwarding 
grants by water, a goodly number of Bibles and Testaments have been got 

ready, in preparation for the approaching spring. 

• • « 

" The amount of money received for copies sold is larger than at any 
former period, amounting to rix-doU. banco. 18,019.3, (about 1085 /.J 
and nearly all our correspondents have sent their returns at the appointed 
time; though a few societies and individuals, notwithstanding varions 
letters reminding them of this duty, have neglected it The Bible Society 
of Carlstad has paid the whole of the debt due by that Society ; and the 
Skara Society has remitted half the amount charged for the 20OO Bibles 
last sent The amount of reductions for 1842 is rix-doU. 10,575.39; and 

the value of books not yet accounted for is rix-doU. 26,567.7. 

• • « 

** Since the establishment of the agency in 1832, the issues have been 
52,373 Bibles, and 132,267 New Testaments, together 184,640 copies, 
amounting in value to rix-doll. 177,736.37 ; and if from this be deducted 
the value of books not yet accounted for, it will appear that the snm o( 
rix-doll. 151,169.30 has been sent out from the depdt Of this sun, 
rix-doll. 69,840.15.11 has been repaid, and reductions to the amount of 
rix-doll. 81,329.14.1 allowed, the return being 46 one-fifth per cent., 
and the reduction the remaining 53 four-fifths. The proportions last year 
were 44^ to 55^; so that a still further improvement in the returns appears 

by adding 1842 to the preceding years. 

• « ♦ 

*' Notwithstanding the large number of Bibles and Testaments now circu- 
lated in Sweden and Finland, principally through the generosity of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, it must be observed, that the circulation 
is more confined to certain provinces and parishes, than might have been 
supposed, in comparing the number of copies with the population of the 
couniries named. It appear s, on the one hand, that in a country so thinly 
populated, when a dweller in an agricultural district feels a desire to derive 
instruction and comfort from the word of God, he perceives at once the 
necessity of having the book in his cottage, as opportunities for social inter- 
course, in connexion with the Scriptures, are of rare occurrence ; and on 
the other hand, the same infrequency of fellowship prevents many, in other 
parts, from becoming acquainted with more than the catechism and the 
prayer-book, which are most generally used in the work of church-training, 
and are, consequently, deemed more necessary to be found in the house than 
the Scriptures. It is evident to us, that in many districts of the country, 
the Bible is either altogether absent, or but very partially circulated. To 
meet this want is no easy matter, as in such districts the clergy pay little 
regard to the appeals made to them by the agency for their cooperation. 
In cases like this, it is most desirable to have the aid of zealous colporteurs. 
The young man engaged for this purpose, in 1840, to labour in Helsing- 
land, under the inspection of pastor Sefstrom, has been greatly blessed in 
his labours. But such a mode of operation is so unusuid here, and such 
are the confiicting provisions of old and new laws affecting such questions 
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and the uncertainty consequent upon this, that extreme caution must be 
exercised. Stromberg, the young man referred to, has been exposed to 
oppositions and persecutions, which would have turned aside a less coura- 
geous labourer. He is now, at the urgent request of a clergyman and a 
schoolmaster in Norway, preparing for a journey to that country, with a 
supply of Norwegian Bibles, as there seems to be a^ hungering after the 
word awakened among the inhabitants of the wilds bordering on Sweden. 
We hear the most encouraging reports of Stromberg's consistency, prudence, 
zeal and success. May the Lord continue to bless him, and make him a 
blessing." 

The following are extracts from the correspondence of 
the Stockholm agency : — 

" 1. From £. A. A. in E. — ' Especially in the case of one person, who 
received a Bible, have I marked a decided improvement. Formerly the 
victim of drunkenness, and guilty of squandering the comforts of his 
household, he is now sober, industrious, and anxious to promote the com- 
fort of his family.* 

**2. From I. T. in C. — * For my part, I am not content with merely 
distributing the holy writings, but have commenced a course of Scripture 
expositions in the church, held every week, and attended by many, old 
and young ; not a few of whom have been benefited thereby. And in 
preparing the candidates for confirmation, the Bible is the only text-book 
I use. Tn consequence, the Bible is more generally used in the parish, and 
a decided diminution of open wickedness appears even among such as 
have not received any direct benefit to their souls. That several souls 
have been won for Christ, and now live to his glory, is a part of my joyful 
experience.' 

" 3. From the Secretary of the Westeras Bible Society. — * According 
to the most recent reports, there are at least from seven to eight thousand 
households in this diocese who have not the Bible ; at least the half of these 
have not the means of purchasing copies, and the fimds of this So- 
ciety could not supply one-eighth of the necessity. Gratefully remem- 
hering, therefore, the noble grants already received from the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, I may add that any further help from that noble 
institution will be thankfully, received.' 

" 4. From L, M, C. in K. — * The books have been received by the poor 
with remarkable thankfulness and joy, and loudly have they implored the 
richest blessings on the British and Foreign Bible Society, whose generous 
labours for the spread of God's word are indeed unwearied.' 

** 5. From F. C. N. in T. — • It is most gratifying to see our great object, 
the spread of the Holy Scriptures, so successful. The inhabitants of this 
parish have long been distinguished for unusual licentiousness, and the 
practice of every evil. I hope that by this means — the distribution more 
generally of God's word — a better spirit shall be manifested. It is, there- 
fore, a great blessing to this neighbourhood, that the efibrts of the Bible 
Society have been directed here, for unless the price had been thus greatly 
reduced, very few copies could have been put in circulation among us.' 

'* 6. From I. E. F. in H. — * The Bible has, in this parish, effected a very 

e2 
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• 
great change, partly because the word is more generally circulated, partly 
because it is more extensively used, and partly because Bible ezpositious 
are frequently held. We have great reason to be thankful to the 
British and Foreign Bible Society for this good work. May the Lord 
richly reward all who contribute to the extension and permanency of the 
glorious work of grace commenced here. I have to request that the agency 
will forward my humble thanksgivings to the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, who will be gratified to learn that this parish, which moraUy 
and religiously was the most deeply sunk in the whole neighbourhood, is 
now, through the Scriptures of truth, being more and more raised to a state 
of spiritual well-being. It is remarkable, that a religious awakening has 
now gone on for three years successively. The flock of Christ increases 
constantly, though slowly. Not many come at once, as in some other places, 
but almost unceasingly one and another are added to the converted. It 
appears that the Lord designs here to carry forward a steady and abiding 

work of grace. ' 

" 7, From a poor man in F., north of Stockholm. — * We desire to 
communicate our hearty thanksgivings for the Bibles sent us last 
year • yes, they were a great comfort to us, for we were much in need 
of them, because God, by the awakening grace of his spirit, has these 
years visited this parish, and then it becomes necessary to consider the 
word which is sure and maketh wise the simple. The want is far from being 
supplied by the Bibles already sent, but if more cannot be had, we naust 
strive to be content. In conclusion, I have to ask your forgiveness for my 
simple and unlearned letter. 

*< * On behalf of the friends of the Bible here, 

" 'O. H. B. Soldier's Son.'** 

Mr. Keyser, of Stockholm, writes : — 

" The desire for the word of God appears on every side to be gaining 
ground, so that we feel called upon to exert ourselves in seeking to satisfy 
that desire both in this and the neighbouring countries ; — and we rely on 
the continued liberality of your Committee to second our endeavours." 

The following statement is furnished by the agency at 
Stockholm, respecting the Swedish Bible Society : — 

" The Swedish Bible Society has not required to print more than 5000 
New Testaments during 1842, but has issued 1973 Bibles, (of which 434 
gratis,) and 13,997 New Testaments, (of which 383 gratis,) together 15,970 
copies. If the issues of the agency be added^ the sums will be —

*' The income of the Swedish Bible Society amounted, in 1 842, to 
rix-doll. 384. 40. 5 in free subscriptions ; rix-doll. 500, a donation ; and 
about rix-doll. 8500 for copies sold. The Disbursements, rix-doll. 
668322.11." 

The Bible Society of Upsala has been revived into active 
co-operation under the Presidency of the present Arch- 
bishop, the excellent Dr. Wing(5rd, late Bishop of Gothen- 
burg. His grace has requested 500 Bibles and 1500 Testa- 
ments, which have been cheerfully supplied. 

A pleasing application has been received and complied 
with from the chaplain of the Swedish Embassy in this 
country, for copies of the Scriptures in the Swedish and 
Norwegian languages. The Rev. Mr. Carlson writes : — 

" I take the liberty to enclose a copy of a circular letter, which we 
have lately issued to some of our consuls, in order to extend our operations 
to the spiritual benefit of our seafaring countrymen, over Great Britain 
and Ireland. Four consuls, viz. those at Liverpool, Newcastle, Hull, and 
Lelth, have already accepted our invitation, and we are going to send to 
each of them a supply of Swedish and Norwegian tracts, for gratuitous 
distribution. But it would be very desirable, if we had means, to send also 
Fome copies of Swedish and Norwegian New Testaments ; and for this 
reason, I take the liberty to ask you, whether you think it likely that the 
Committee of your Bible Society would grant a supply of New Testaments 
for the above-mentioned purpose." 

The Society on behalf of which Mr. Carlson writes, is 
designated " The Auxiliary Missionary and Tract Society, 
in connexion with the Swedish Church in London ;" and 
the desired aid has been granted. 

Norway. — The agency at Chrtstiania writes : — 

'* In our humble sphere, we are grateful in being permitted to state that, 
from communications made to us from different quarters, a desire to obtain 
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the Holy ScriptureSi chiefly among the poorer classes in the cottntry, is 
becoming more and more prevalent. Among other occurrences, 'we may 
mention that the chaplain of the House of Correction in our city has, on 
his application to that effect, been supplied with a number of New Testa- 
ments for distribution among the prisoners on leaving, at the expiration of 
the term of their confinement. Several prisoners in the fortress have 
manifested a change of sentiments, and have expressed a wish to obtain 
copies of the Scriptures and religious books, towsods which they have con- 
tributed a portion of their scanty savings. 

*' The Asylum for Orphans, and the neglected children of unprincipled 
parents, recently erected in one of the suburbs, promises to prove highly 
beneficial. The chaplain has been supplied with a few copies of the New 
Testament at his earnest entreaty, and we trust that the Committee in 
London will approve of a small grant made to him by us, as also of another 
to two schoolmasters, expressly for the use of their scholars, who are unable 
from poverty to supply themselves with the Scriptures. 

" To a society of journeymen, recently formed in a part of the town 
where great immorality prevails, for the express purpose of devoting the 
Sunday afternoon to the reading of the Bible and books of devotion, and 
to an evening school, attended by children of the lowest grade, we 
have also ventured to send a small supply of New Testaments, having pre- 
viously inserted in each copy on the title-page, the words — * Presented by 
the British and Foreign Bible Society.' ** 

The Drontheim agency has disposed of 52 Bibles and 
319 Testaments. The friends write : — 

'* We are happy also to mention that we have received communications 
from several clergymen, in which they state that many of their parishioners 
manifest great satisfaction in being able to obtain the copy of a Bible or a 
New Testament." 

The friends at Bergen express their determination to 

" Avail themselves of every opportunity to promote the circulation of the 
Holy Scriptures, which the Providence of God may point out to them ; 
at the same time they shall continue to pray that the Lord may be pleased 
to continue to shower down his richest blessings on their friends in England, 
the respected members of the British and Foreign Bible Society." 

The agency of Christiansand^ in soliciting a fresh 
supply, writes : —

It will be seen that during the last two years the agency have disposed 
of 64 Bibles and 217 Testaments, a large proportion of which were dis- 
tributed gratis. 

• • • 

" Although a considerable number of copies of the sacred volume have 
now been distributed among the people, there are still not a few, among the 
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poorer classes in particular, to whom a New Testament, and still more a 
wlmole Bible, is a great and precious boon, especially if they are acquainted 
virith its important contents, — and towards such, when tiie agency have 
clearly ascertained their utter inability to pay, they have felt themselves 
warranted to exercise the discretionary liberality vested in them for that 
purpose by the Parent Society." 

300 Danish Bibles have been granted to this agency. 

To the friends at Stavangek a fresh grant has been made 
of 300 Bibles and 500 Testaments. The issues effected 
by these friends have amounted- to 199 Bibles and 762 
nfestaments. 

Russia. — The correspondence of the agency at St. Pe- 
TERSBUiiGH has been full of interest. There have been 
supplied to them 1918 copies from this country, and their 
entire issues have amounted to 2^,160. 

These friends have conducted a correspondence with 
Archbishop Melartin, relative to the second supply of 
20,000 New Testaments in the Finnish language, printed 
at the expense of your Society. This correspondence has 
related principally to the correction of the press, and 
the distribution of the copies. On the first point, the 
agency bear repeated testimony to the zeal and care of the 
Archbishop ; they have had, indeed, a personal interview 
with him at St. Petersburgh, and the Rev. T. S. Ellerby 
writes : — 

'' In company with our friends^ Messrs. Gellihrand and Mirrielees, I had 
the honour of an interview with his Eminence, during his visit to this City, 
and was highly gratified to observe the deep interest he feels in the circu- 
lation of the Scriptures throughout Finland. You will observe on the 
other side, that he refers to the pains he is taking in correcting the ortho- 
graphy in the proof-sheets of the forthcoming edition. We gathered much 
additional information on the subject, from our conversation ; and among 
other things, he mentioned that he had introduced an improved translation 
in some parts of th# Acts of the Apostles, so as to give a clearer his- 
torical sense to certain obscure passages. This was done with the consent 
and advice of the whole Consistory. No change beyond this has been 
attempted, as the Archbishop and the Consistory deemed it important that 
not the smallest alteration should be allowed in any of the terms conveying 
doctrinal truth. Before our interview with his Eminence, we had placed a 
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copy of the last edition of the Finnish New Testament in the hands oC a 
competent Finnish scholar, and had obtained his fikvourable opinion of the 
genera] correctness of the orthography. This opinion was confirmed by 
the Archbishop, from whose remarks we gathered, that additional care has 
been taken wiUi the forthcoming edition, so as to render it still more cor- 
rect Indeed, all has been done in this respect that can at present be 
attempted." 

On the second point, the distribution, the Archbishop 
writes: — 

** Now the time is approaching for the distribution of this edition, I 
repeat my former request, to let these also be distributed gratuitously in 
Finland. According to the statements receiyed, there are in this conntiy 
more than 50,000 poor Finnish families, whose wants are the most urgent 
Of those, about 20,000 have been supplied by the distribution iv'hich has 
already taken place. Could we but, in like manner, distribute gratoitooslj 
the edition about to issue from the press, not many would remain. Oa 
this, as on the last occasion, I would advise an equal division of the number 
to be distributed between the two dioceses, the number of poor families 
being pretty nearly the same in both. 

*' A part of the special statements of the manner in which the distribu- 
tion of the last has been effected in the different parishes has been 
received. As an example, and to show you with what carefulness it has 
been done, I send you enclosed, the statement of one of the least Provost- 
ships, that of Kerjane, No. 20, in which 566 New Testaments have been 
distributed, the receivers of such being all mentioned by name in the state- 
ment, and the distribution attested in Church Meetings. A great work ! 
God bless the London Bible Society for it ! The gospel is, in this manner, 
not only preached to the poor indeed, but given to them for life." 

Your Committee, recollecting the great care manifested 
in distributing the former grants and the particular and cir- 
cumstantial details with which they were furnished, have 
not hesitated to comply with this request, to allow of a 
second gratuitous distribution. Forty thousand poor fami- 
lies in Finland have thus received^ through the hands of 
their Clergy, a copy of the New Testament. It only 
remains to follow this good seed, so widely scattered, with 
earnest prayer to Him whose it is to give the increase. 

The issues of the Abo Bible Soci£ti2» during the years 
1840-1, amounted to 347 Swedish, and 744 Finnish Testa- 
ments. The Societies in Bjorneborg, Borga, Helsingfors, 
• Kuopio, Uleaborg, Wasa, and Wiborg, continue their 
labours. 
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The 5000 copies of the New Testament in the Reval- 
EsTHONiAN, which the agency, as stated in the last Report, 
were empowered to print, have been completed, and their 
distribution has commenced. The agency write : — 

" We send you extracts from the letters of pastors in Esthonia. Refer- 
ence is made in them to previous supplies of Scriptures ; these I furnished 
from the funds placed at my disposal by the American Bible Society, 
through whose assistance I was enabled last year to furnish Esthonia with 
3769 copies of the Scriptures. I give the above extracts, to show that the 
call for the word of God is not diminished in that country, — a fact which 
I could have confirmed, by extracts from several other letters now in my 
possession. With regard to the grant of your Committee, of 5000 copies 
of the Reval-Esthonian New Testament, I have to state that, up to the 
end of the year, only 1000 copies had been delivered to us from Finland, 
and that these copies were at once forwarded to Pastor Hesse, of Arensburg, 
for the supply of the Islands of Dago and Oesel. We have^ since then, 
received an additional supply of 2000 copies, and these are now in process 
of distribution. We have yet to receive 2000 copies from Finland, but 
expect them very soon. I have here to state that your Committee are 
under obligations to his Excellency Count Cancrine, the minister of 
finance, upon whom I waited, for the purpose of soliciting that the 5000 
copies of the Esthonian New Testament might be allowed to pass the 
custom-house free of all charges. His Excellency at once despatched an 
order to this effect to the custom-house ofiicers ; and thus a saving will 
be effected of considerable amount, as the duty is 4ed, per lb. on all bound 
books." 



One of the pastors remarks : — 

** When your last consignment of New Testaments reached me, I was 
occupied in the confirmation of 108 boys, and, later, of 112 girls; and in 
three days all the copies (300) were sold or distributed, chiefiy among 
the newly-confirmed : indeed, I could not satisfy the demand, so great was 
it from all quarters. Shortly after this distribution, 1 celebrated, with my 
dear congregation, and with the assistance of five neighbouring clergymen, 
my first Bible Anniversary. The congregation assembled very numerously, 
and praised the grace of God, in that he had sent a hungering for his holy 
word into our land. It was a beautiful and sublime rejoicing, and made a 
deep impression on the assembled thousands. The inquiry after Bibles and 
Testaments is still so great every Sabbath, that I know not how to satisfy 
it. My Esthonian congregation have contributed upwards of 1000 roubles 
to the Protestant Bible Society : all of them, indeed, rich and poor, freely 

offered their gifts. 

« « » 

** I wish very much to provide the young people, particularly servants, 
with copies of the New Testament, for which purpose only very little of 
the above-mentioned sum of money remains : therefore I submit to you 
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my urgent request, that, if possible, you wDl let me have 300 copies of 
the Reval-Esthoniaii New Testament, at the former prices ; and I shall be 
very thankful, even if there are no free copies, lliere are many young 
people in my congregation, who are sorry that there were no more New 
Testaments for sale, and begged of me to request of you a new con- 
signment." 

Allusion was made, in the last Report, to the valuable 
services rendered by a gentleman in the south of Russia. 
This gentleman is in constant correspondence with the 
friends at St. Petersburgh^ who have been empow^ered to 
avail themselves still more extensively of his services. The 
agency have furnished your Committee with a statement of 
issues made by him since the year 1837 ; from which it 
appears, that he had issu.ed, in all, 12,356 copies up to 
April, 1842. An accident^ which has befallen him in tra- 
velling, has brought on a serious illness, and his labours have 
been much impeded during the year just closed : but he has, 
nevertheless, had great encouragement. He writes, under 
date of November, 1 842 : — 

" Though there has not been so much done in the way of distribution 
as I had anticipated in the spring, yet I have reason to rejoice for what 
has been done, and for the reception I everywhere met with. I never 
had greater pleasure in the work of distribution than I had among the 
Jews in Cherson. I stayed eight days there, on passing to the colonies ; 
and, as I had a good stock of Testaments and tracts, I had many visitors, 
till all were disposed of. About 180 Testaments, and 2500 tracts, were 
given out; not pressed upon them, neither in their houses nor in the 
streets. I was sought out ; the books earnestly begged for, and most 
thankfully received ; — not with the intention of destroying them, I had 
good reason to believe ; for, in one instance, I witnessed the good applica- 
tion of them. I went into a large Jewish yard, where there was a girls' 
school, to see what they were doing. They did not know of my intention 
to visit them. To my no small surprise and joy, many of them were 
reading, or standing in their class, holding in their hands Testaments and 
tracts. In one class I counted five Testaments. The only complaint of 
the teacher was, that they had so few. The parents in the yard came 
round me, and thanked me for the books I had given their children ; and 
begged me to bring them more, both for themselves and their children ; 
which I most readily promised to do. In the evening, I was called upon 
by several individuals, who came to speak on the important subjects they 
had read of. All were civil : some seemed to be in earnest to know the truth. 
May the Lord grant them wisdom and understanding to discover it ! May 
He water the seed sown, and speedily grant a yet more abundant seed-time 
in the same barren field of his ancient people, thirsting for his word ! Oh 
that they were thirsting for the knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus, our

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kly Saviour and theirs! Among the Russians, too, the demand was 

rea.ter than the supply. From this I proceeded to the German colonies in 

le government of Ekaterinoslof ; sowing a few seeds by the way-side, as

* • ♦ 

*' Xn the Moloskna, however, there are a few zealous for the glory of 
rod : who maintain spiritual worship, both in public and private ; who 
Ll>oiir for the spiritual welfare of their children, both in their schools and 
n the family circle. Religion prospers under the care of these devoted 
ervants of the Lord. They have one very able man among them, by 
eYiose labours, partly, this pleasing state of things has been brought 
bout. They have their missionary meetings regularly ; at which two or 
aore of their preachers address the meetings and read extracts from 
nissionary intelligence, which they endeavour regularly to receive. I was 
>reseiit at one of their missionary meetings : it was opened by prayer 
ind praise, and was concluded in like manner. They have also a Tem- 
perance Society among them, which is doing good. Among these good 
trlends, I found the preachers most willing to forward the work of Scrip- 
ture distribution ; and I was happy to be able to give them a supply, of 
which they were greatly in want. May the Lord bless the labours of 
these good men, for the benefit of all the surrounding colonies ! 

'* I then visited the , of whom there are three villages. When I 

was amons^them, two years ago, they were very unreasonable on several 
points of christian faith. Hitherto, their children have been much neg- 
lected ; but they intend endeavouring to open schools for their improvement. 
They are yet far behind in many respects; but they are now sensible 
of it, and are very anxious to have Christian order established among them. 
May the Lord lead them in the right path, and keep them steadfast and 
zealous in it ! I was then very weak, and the roads were bad : I stayed 
four days amongst them, which I believe were spent profitably. When I 
left, two of the aged fathers conducted me to Berdyansk, a distance of 
about ninety versts, with their own horses ; and would take nothing for 
their expenses. They have few Bibles among them. I shall endeavour to 
get them better supplied by the spring. From Berdyansk I returned to 
Odessa by the steam-boat. I was in a very poor state of health when I 
came home, and am still so weak that I have hardly been out of my room ; 
but I now begin to feel myself stronger every day. I am in the hands of 
Him, who hath lately remarkably showed Himself mighty to save, and who 
will not fail to make my strength equal to my labour. I trust I feel that 
it is good for me that I have been laid under the rod of affliction.* I was 
neither left helpless nor friendless under it. Ever blessed be our God, who 
doeth aQ things well." 

To this zealous friend supplies have been forwarded, both 
from this country, and from the Society's depots at Smyrna 
and Constantinople. 

Your Committee have anxiously watched the course of 
events in Spain, At different times, hope has been enter- 
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tained that the door would again be opened, and tKat 
copies of the Sacred Scriptures would be introduced, but 
that hope has hitherto been disappointed. Your Com- 
mittee can only reflect with comfort, that they have been 
permitted, in past years, to plant many a copy of the Bible 
m Spain, and they would again express a hope in the words 
of a valued friend, that — 

'* from what is still daily progressing in that country, it is highly probable 
that the day is very nigh at hand, in which poor Spain will become a most 
abundant source of encouragement and joy to your Committee, for having 
had its mind and heart turned towards her by the Lord, in whose daj it 
may be evidenced to the world, that she is, to the Bible Society o( oar 
highly favoured land, one of its most brilliant crowns of rejoicing ; that 
it may be so, is my daily prayer to Him who has shown her such very greit 
mercy, in the midst of her countless and terrible troubles.*' 

Your Committee much regret that they hare scarcely 
any thing more to say respecting Portugal than of Spain. 
They are, however, taking measures for printing a nev^ 
edition of the Portuguese Bible, by Pereira. 

To Madeira, your Committee have been called to 
forward supplies of 300 Portuguese Testaments ; and it ^ 
pleasing to report that there is a considerable desire pre- 
vailing for the Scriptures. A remittance has been received 
of 267. 12s. 4d. 

To one of the Azores, a small supply has been sent in the 
French language. The person applying for them, advert- 
ing to sundry difficulties which have arisen at the Custom 
House, as to the introduction of some Portuguese Ne^ 
Testaments, observes : — 

** I am greatly concerned at this interruption to our labours, for I »"* 
daily called upon for these Testaments, and because I shall have an lO' 
creased demand for them from the other islands." 

To Malta the following supplies have been forwarded:-^ 

400 Arabic Bibles. 200 Arabic and Coptic Psalms. 

600 ditto Testaments. 200 ditto Gospels and Acts* 

400 ditto Psalms. 100 Hebrew Bibles. 

400 ditto Gospels and Acts. 100 ditto Testaments. 

100 Turkish Bibles. 80 English Bibles. 

30 Buss Testaments. 600 ditto Testaments. 
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The Church Missionary Society has been led to break 
p its mission in Malta ; and Mr. Brenner^ the Society's 
irmer correspondent, has, in consequence, quitted the 
land. The Rev. S. Gobat, of the Church Missionary 
3ciety, has continued to. superintend the affairs of the 
spot, but that gentleman is also on the point of leaving, 
'he future occupancy of this important station is a point 
et under the consideration of the Committee. From this 
pot, as a centre, 3,522 copies of the Scriptures have been 
3nt out in various languages. Several have been supplied 
the missionaries of the Church Missionary Society in 
ilgypt and Abyssinia, and the following extract from the 
!^hurch Missionary Record will be read with pleasure : — 

" East-Africa Mission at Ankobar. — In the midst of questions of 
^ain and doubtful disputation, it is refreshing to perceive that the desire 
for the pure word of God, which has been on former occasions noticed in 
the proceedings of this mission, continues to exist. In a letter dated 
Dec. 14, 1841, after appealing for a fresh supply, the Rev. J. L. Krapf 
remarks : — 

" ' I hope to receive a number of copies of the Ethiopic and Amharic 
Old and New Testaments. There are always many people who come 
irom a distance in order to get a copy of the word of God ; and I am 
obliged to send them away, because I have no books, either in Amharic or 
Ethiopic* 
" In a letter, dated Feb. 28, 1842, he writes :— 
" ' I have the pleasure to inform you of the safe arrival of twenty-two 
boxes, containing a quantity of Amharic Scriptures, as well as a consider- 
able number of the Rev. C. W. Isenberg's Geography and Catechism. 

*^ * I am most thankful to the Father of all Mercies, as well as to the 
Committee, for these gifts ; as they contribute, in a great measure, to the 
successful pursuance of the missionary cause in this country. While 
writing these lines of acknowledgment, I hear more than a hundred voices. 
Without doors, crying for books with more boisterous eagerness than was 
formerly the case upon the arrival of Amharic and other books. 

** * It is very satisfactory to observe, in a great many instances, that most 
of the Shoans who have got parts of the Holy Scriptures endeavour to 
^i^ke use of them. A number of the learned, and teachers of Abyssinian 
youth, have expressed to me their hearty thanks for the copies of the 
Holy Scriptures which I have given them, and have assured me that they 
^ake use of them in instructing their pupils.' 

" Mr. Krapf, in the same letter, speaks favourably of the prospects of 
^^arrying on missionary labours among the Gallas. 'A real commence- 
ment of this kind,' he observes, ' has only been delayed on account of 
«ie brethren not having been able to come to my assistance.' In addition 
Jo the Four Gospels and the Acts, which had been previously sent home, 
^6 has completed the translation of the Book of Genesis into the Galla 
^guage. 
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*< And in a subsequent letter, dated Amad-Washa, March 16, 1842, 
he writes : — 

« * Before starting, I distributed a few copies of the Amharic Scriptares 
among the priests of the Tillage. They accepted them with many thanb, 
and made no objection against their being in Amharic. On a strict inquiry, I 
found that very few copies of our Amharic Bibles had reached these distant 
districts of the Shoan realm ; and I determined to send a supply bitber, 
on my return to Ankobar/ "

From Malta, Hkemse, the Rev. Mr. Lowndes, of Corfu, 
has been furnished with considerable supplies in Modern 
Greek. Mr. Lowndes has also applied direct to your 
Committee for Testaments, in the English language. Mr. L. 
writes : — 

^* The case is this ; a law of government has been enacted, to appoint 
the Holy Scriptures to be used as a school-book in the schools in the Ionian 
Islands. The English is taught in all the secondary, viz. grammar- 
schools, which are eight in number. On the average, we may calculate 
on about 800 of the scholars who attend them, and are natives, learning 
the English language ; and the paucity of books is a great impediment. To 
me it was a cause of much interest to see the above law emanate^ from the 

Ionian parliament. 

♦ * « 

" The distribution of Scriptures in the Ionian Islands continues, though 
not to a very great extent. What is matter of encouragement is, that copies 
in Italian are more frequently called for than in former years." 

Five hundred English Testaments have been granted. 

Greece. — The Rev. H. D. Leeves, the Society's agent 
in Greece, has forwarded the following outline of tb^ 
distribution of the Scriptures during the past year : — 

" I enclose you a statement of the receipts and issues of our Athens 
dep6t during the year past, by which it appears that 14,189 copies of the 
Scriptures have entered the depot from various quarters during Uiat period, 
which, with 8,299 copies existing at the beginning of the year 1842, form 
a total of 22,488 copies. Of these have been issued during the year, 8,428 
copies, in the proportions which you will here find set down. The great mass 
of them is as usual in the Modern Greek, and have been sent, as opportunities 
have offered, into various parts of the kingdom of Ghreece, and elsewhere. 
The American Bible Society has this year made very smdl demands upon 
us, having taken only a few hundred copies. * * * I have also not thought it 
expedient to send out our agent, Mr. Berios, on any distant journeyings 
during the past year ; our connexions are, however, formed with different 
parts of the country, and I cannot give you a better idea of the manner in 
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which our work of distribution proceeds, and of the acceptance which in 
various quarters it finds, than by citing some particulars of places which 
our books have reached, and of persons through whose hands they have 
passed. 

" In the Capital we have, at different times, supplied the school of the 
Greek Education Society, which is supported by subscriptions, with 251 
copies of the whole, or parts of the Bible. To a flourishing private school 
have been supplied, to the boys* department 60 New Testaments, and to 
the girls*, 35 Testaments ; to another school, 90 copies. Many students, 
also, at the University, the Gymnasium, and the Seminary for the Educa- 
tion of Schoolmasters, have diligently sought and received copies. Of the 
latter establishment, perhaps 50 have been supplied. They have found 
our Old Testament necessary for their studies, and for the fuller under- 
standing and profiting by the lectures they hear on sacred history 
and theology, and have obtained them from us, with the approbation of 
their instructors. 

'* I will now mention a few specimens of the benefit conferred upon the 
provinces by our Society. To the master of the public school of one of the 
islands of the Archipelago, a large portion of the scholars in which study 
Ancient Greek, I gave, at his earnest representations, 80 copies of the 
Ancient and Modem Greek Testament, and 80 Psalters. He told me that 
he regularly explains the Scriptures to his pupils. An influential proprietor 
in Doris, upon his departure from Athens, took with him, for the inhabi- 
tants of the village in which he resides, 39 copies ; the assistant demarch 
of the capital of one of the northern provinces, 41 copies ; an ex-demarch, 
now president of a provincial council, took away in January, for his friends 
near Lepanto, 28 copies ; having to make a second visit to Athens, in 
August, he then received 37 copies. A purser of one of the ships of war 
at Poros, had a commission from his brother officers to obtain some copies 
of the Sacred Scriptures for them, and received 38 copies. A schoolmaster, 
the relative of one of our bishops, whom he was about to attend on a visit 
to his diocese, received for distribution, chiefly among schools, 92 volumes. 
The lady of one of the principal inhabitants of Nauplia, having requested 
that a number of books might be entrusted to her for distribution among 
her friends and acquaintance, was suppled with 1 88 copies. A gentleman 
at Chalcisy to whom applications for our books are frequently directed from 
demarchs and schoolmasters in various parts of Euboea, received for this 
purpose during the past year, 333 copies ; and has, since the beginning of 
the present year, been more largely supplied. For the use of the northern 
district of Euboea, I myself took thither 551 copies. To an ancient mem- 
°^J of the National Assembly, residing at Carysto, at the southern extre- 
^itpr of Eubcea, 40 copies were given. An old Palicari captain, (or captain 
of irregular troops, during the war of the Revolution,) received a supply 
^or his friends and neighbours near Vrachori. To a young schoolmaster, 
who had just received his diploma from the seminary, and was proceeding 
^ his first charge, 68 copies were given. The nephew of one of the chief 
^en of a district in Pthiotis, in the mountains of Agrapha, received for the 
^*e of a school, and of individuals^ 164 copies; the expense of the transport 
^^ ^hich he cheerfully took upon himself. This, indeed, is generally the 
^ with those who receive books for the neighbourhoods in which they 
reside, which they carry with them. 
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" But I sball Ure you with all this list of particulars, and I wHL only 
add, that I find among my notes one of a ship of war, at the Pirsu, 
haying been supplied with 64 copies, and another respecting the officen 
of the Gendarmerie, who come up annually to Athens to undergo an ex- 
amination, previous to their promotion* To several of these 40 volamei 
were distributed ; and another officer stationed in the Capital of the Pelo- 
ponnesus, came with good recommendations, and requested a number of 
copies for distribution among the men of his corps, and others his friends 
and acquaintance, to whom 71 volumes were confided. 

** Let me add, that the director of the' public schools at Cerigo, whom I 
mentioned in a former letter as having made an application to me, bad a 
case sent him containing 248 volumes, and that the Bey. Mr. Benton, of 
Crete, has been the channel of a large distribution of the Holy Scriptuiei 
in that island. Nearly 2000 volumes have been confided to bis care daring 
the past year, which, he informs me, he has put into useAil circulation; 
and he continually solicits new and larger supplies." 

After noticing several parts where the Scriptures had been 
distributed, Mr. L. proceeds : — 

''From these particulars you may see that our work is not at an end in 
Greece. It is indeed likely to go on : and although little hitches and offences 
occasionally arise, or sometimes graver obstacles occur, yet the stream 
of God's word continues to overflow the land. And how should it not 
produce fertility, or wherefore should we doubt that much light is heiag 
difi'used, and that much good is silently being done ? I am, and always 
have been, of the number of the cheerful hopers for Greece. I belieFe 
she is destined to make progress among the nations ; and if in this, the 
period of her weakness and infancy, we are allowed to diffuse into the 
midst of her a plentiful leaven of the word of God, shall we not prove 
her truest and most effective benefactors ? This is, I confess, my ambition 
for myself and for the Society I serve, and which I consider it a privi'^^ 
to have been allowed to serve for a long series of years ; a service in wbicn 
I have felt unshackled and free as air in every thing which concerns me, as 
a member and minister of my own venerated church, whilst I have been 
enabled to unite, with an open heart and a free conscience, with true and 
fervent Christians of other denominations (who, although I may think them 
in error on other points, I am sure are not in error on this,) in the prepara- 
tion and diffusion of those Sacred Scriptures, which '' are able to make us 
wise unto salvation, through faith that is in Christ Jesus." This is not 
newy but it is true, and cannot be too often said ; and I am glad of this and 
all occasions of expressing the sense I feel of the liberality, considerationt 
kindness, and confidence which I have ever experienced at the hands of the 
Committee of the British and Foreign Bible Society, during my long con* 
nexion with them." 

The nature of Mr. Leeves* literary engagements will be 
hest understood from a passage in one of his letters : — 

** The revision and preparation of the Modern Greek New Testament for 
press, proceeds daily with Professor Bambas and Mr. Nicolaides, and to this

ve give two hours every morning. I then set to work with my rabbi, 
ipoTi the Judaeo-Spanish New Testament, and spend about two hours with 
liniy and in the evening I have two hours again with Mr. Nicolaides, in 
viijch we give as thorough an examination as we can to the Old Testament 
n Greek. This, I assure you, leaves me very little time for correspondence, 
>r anything else, when meals, and a little exercise and recreation are at- 
tended to. 

'* In the revision of the Modem Greek New Testament, we are now in the 
AlcIs, and in the course of a few days we shall proceed to press. This new 
edition will show what rapid strides the modern Greek language is making 
in its approach to the ancient. In the revision of the Old Testament, Mr. 
Nicolaides and myself are beyond the middle of Exodus, a progress not so 
great as I could wish, and as you hoped : but, as both you and I know by 
experience, these are tedious undertakings, and require patience in those 
who are engaged in them, and in those who are looking out for the product 
of their loom. Before I send any copy to you for press, I shall have it read 
over once more with Professor Bambas, who has taken heartily again to his 
old work. I like both my fellow-labourers, and we proceed together with 
mncli harmony. Mr. Nicolaides has now a printing establishment, at which 
the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge is printing their edition of 
the Septuagint, and I mean to print there, also, our New Testament : 
which will be more convenient and advantageous on many accounts than 
employing any other person." 

Mr. Leeves has visited Smyrna. While there he entered 
into conference with Mr. Calhoun, of the American Bible 
Society, and thus details the negotiations he carried on : — 

" At Smyrna I found Mr. Calhoun, the agent of the American Bible 
Society, and agreed with him to make such arrangements as were neces- 
sary, when I went to Constantinople, with Mr. Goodell, respecting the 
Armeno-Turkish New Testament, which he is revising for a second edition. 
With the assistance of his translator, he has prepared and carried through 
the press a version of the Old Testament, at the expense of the American 
Bible Society, and he has now got so far in the revision of the New, on 
account of our own Society, that he has sent dow» the first sheets to Smyrna 
for the press. There is no doubt that this will be a great improvement 
upon the version originally published under his care, and at our expense, at 
Malta, which has been found defective both in style and rendering. He has 
now, moreover, had the advantage of long experience, and of abler assist- 
ants. I agreed with him that the edition should consist of 4000 copies, of 
which Mr. Calhoun is willing to take half, and thus share with us in the 
expenses of the edition. 

« « ♦ 

" The modern Armenian New Testament, revised by Mr. Adger, is also 
under press here at the printing oflSce of Mr. Griffith. The edition con- 
sists of 5000, of which Mr. Calhoun is desirous of taking 1000, or 
perhaps 2000, copies. 

**I propose to purchase of him, on account of our Sooiety, 300 copies of 

/ 
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the Armeno-Tarkiih Old Testament, which will be useful for job to hvre to 

dispose of with the 2000 copies of the New." 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

** Another, and the most expenstre work in which the American Bible 
Soeietj has been engaged in these parts, has been an edition of the Old 
Testament in Hebrew and Hebrew«Spanish, in parallel colamns, under the 
care of Mr/Schauffler, at Vienna. It forms a handsome book, well got up, 
and well bound in two quarto Tolumes, which, Mr. Calhoun says, he can 
render to us here, if we wish to take some copies, at about three dollars the 
copy. This appears to me a rerj moderate price ; and, perhaps, ^we had 
better take some copies, as a set-off to the amount the American Bihk 
Society still owes us for Scriptures supplied them during the last and present 
years. I should propose, for the consideration of the Committee, that fbr 
the present we take 100 copies. The whole edition consists of 300O.'* 

The principal object^ however, of his visit, was to confer 
with the Missionaries of the Jews' Societj, and to make 
some arrangement about the printing an edition of the 
JudiBO-Spanish New Testament in that place. In the 
sequel, however, it has been determined to print this work 
at Athens^ for which Mr. L. is now making arrangements.

1500 Ancient Greek Testaments. 

The printing of this last work has recently been com* 
pleted under the car^ of the Superintendent of the Editorial 
department. Professor Scholefield, the Greek Professor 
of Cambridge, having given the last reading to the work, 
which has been printed at the Pitt Press, your Committee 
desire very gratefully to record this proof of continued 
attachment to the Society, on the part of that learned 
gentleman. 

Your Committee would unfeignedly rejoice could they 
present to you interesting extracts of communications from 
Greece, showing the benefits of the labours of the Society, 
and not less would they rejoice, could they report that 
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ibstantial evidence was afforded that the Scriptures were 
rulj valued, by the people purchasing them. It is a day of 
oiall things still in Greece ; but your Committee, notwith- 
ianding the many obstacles under which their labours are 
arried on, are well satisfied that a great work is in progress, 
nd they have learned to wait, in the patience of hope, for 
good result. 

Turkey. — Mr. Barker, the Society's agent, has forwarded 
he following statement of his labours for the year : — 

" Enclosed you "will find my accounts for the last six months of 1842, by 
rbich you will perceive that 2591 copies of the Scriptures were issued from 
ome of the depots under my care ; these, together with the 1526 copies 
lisposed of during the first six months of the same year, and the 300 copies 

aken by the Prince of — for the use of the poor in and out of 

ichools, form a total of 4417 copies of the Scriptures which were distri- 
:)uted last year ; and the money realized until now for the same amounts to 
257/. 8*. 5d. These books were issued from the depots of Constantinople, 
Smyrna, Adrianople, Odessa, &c., and have found their way into the south 
of Russia, the Crimea, European and Asiatic Turkey, and Syria. I have 
reason to think, nay, there is no doubt of it, that many more Scriptures have 
been disposed of during the past year, but the tardy coming in of accounts 
prevents my taking notice of them in the present enclosed statement. 
I am very glad to find that I am to have a supply of Turkish Scriptures, 
for I have had calls for them from several parts, and it is one of the 
pleasing features of the present state of things in these countries. 

** The Rev. Mr. Homes, of Constantinople, writes to me under date of 
the 7th ult. (February), — * It is remarkable what a demand in one way or 
other there is for the Turkish New Testament in Syria, Trebisond, and 
elsewhere. I hope that those which you have ordered will soon arrive.' 
In another part of his letter he mentions to me that he has paid into the 
hands of my warehouseman 1000 piastres for Scriptures sold by him, after 
deducting expenses, and proceeds in saying, * We feel very much en- 
couraged in being able, by sale and gratuitous distributions, to place in the 
hands of our fellow-men so many copies of the word of life, and this in the 
^aceof so much opposition. The indications are, that God is disposing the 
people to feel that they cannot longer feed on husks. On our own part it 
^s a matter of thankfulness to God, that in the British and Foreign Bible 
Society we find a body so ready to give us the help — the absolutely neces- 
**ry help— which our preaching demands. Paul did not only preach, he 
^rote Epistles to be read. It is not enough that we preach merely, we 
"«ed to have the printed word also that men may read.' Mr. Homes, if 
yjvi are not already aware of it, is an American missionary- The fact that 
'^Ir- Schnell has been enabled to dispose of a considerable number of Bul- 
Sarian Scriptures at Adrianople, and at the fair of Usingiova, is both 
gratifying and encouraging, and it shows that the people begin to oppose 

/2 
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the yery unjust restrictionB of their patriarch againstpurcbasiog and reading 
the Scriptures, Mr. Schnell writes me : * I continue to^ distribute the 
Bulgarian New Testament without any marked opposition ;* and as a proof 
of this he sends me an account of 146 copies which he had just sold, being 
the second large lot which he has disposed of this year." 

An edition of the Modern Armenian New Testament has 
left the press at Smyrna, and copies seem to be in con- 
siderable demand. Mr. Barker writes : — 

•• The Modem Armenian Testament printed in Smyrna ia put into 
circulation as fast as it leaves the binder's hands. This work, as well as 
the Gospels and Acts in the same language, has met with a very good 
reception among the Armenians." 

And in another letter Mr. B. says : — 

** This edition is now out of the press, and as fast as the volames leave tlie 
binder they are put into circulation. Five hundred copies of the Gospels 
and Acts, and 100 volumes of the whole New Testament, have already gone 
up to Constantinople, and I hope by this time they have all been dis- 
seminatedy for, from what Mr. Adger writes to me, they were in great 
demand. According to an agreement between the Rev. Mr. Calhoun and 
our Mr. Leeves, the former is to have 1000 copies of this edition. 

*' The following is an extract from a letter very recently addressed to me 
by Mr. Adger : — 

" • I have now to propose, through you, to your Society the plan of pnb- 
lishing an edition of this our Modem Armenian New Testament, vriU 
the Ancient Armenian in parallel columns. Of the desireableness of sach 
an exhibition, before these ignorant and suspicious people, of our honesty 
as translators of their Scriptures you, I am sure, need not to be convinced. 
You printed Zohrab's version in this manner, and many, many times ha^e 
we been urged by our friends amongst the Armenians to do so with this 
version. I would suggest, however, that your Society authorize us to have 
this Modern New Testament carefully examined and corrected again hy 
one of the best scholars we can find, and one who shall not have had any 
hand in the work hitherto, so that, as far as possible, we may perfect 
it, both as to faithfulness and clearness of style, &c. &c. This would 
occupy a man some months, and I would then revise his revision, and after- 
wards put the work to press. I would add here, for your further satis- 
faction, that my colleague, Mr. Dwight, heartily approves of this plan.' 

" To the above I can only add, that if the Society can bear the outla// 
they ought not to hesitate or delay in granting the permission for putting 
Mr. Adger*s plan into execution, especially as our Ancient and Modern 
Armenian New Testaments have, if I am well informed, been nearly ail 
disseminated. It is certainly very desirable that we should, by all tbe 
means in our power, endeavour to tranquillize the minds of these interesting 
people from all imputations of vitiating the Scriptures by our modern 
translations. There is not the least doubt that the Armenians of Con- 
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stantinople, and elsewhere in Turkey, have reaped lasting spiritual benefits 
from the Scriptures distributed amongst them by our Society ; and there 
are many living witnesses in the capital of these realms to confirm this 
fact, who bless the moment when first our books fell into their hands ; 
amongst whom there are not only laymen, but priests, and even bishops.*' 

It has been resolved to comply with this request. 

To Smyrna there have been forwarded the following 
supplies : — 

50 Turkish Bibles, 
100 ditto Testaments, 
100 ditto Genesis, 
100 ditto Psalms. 

The results which your Committee have to report 
respecting Mr. Barker's agency, may appear small ; but 
during the past year they have taken the subject into con- 
sideration, and have, after maturely weighing the whole 
matter, come to the conclusion, that an important blank 
would occur were Mr. B.'s agency to be suspended, and 
that under the present circumstances, the importance of his 
appointment, and the value of his services, cannot be esti- 
mated merely by the number of copies sold, or the amount 
secured in return for them. They also feel bound to add 
that Mr. B. does what lies in his power faithfully, and dili- 
gently, to promote the Society's object. 

Your Committee have had sincere pleasure in making a 
grant to the Rev. F. C. Ewald, a missionary of the Jews* 
Society, who wrote from Jerusalem : — 

*^ The result of my inquiries is, that there are channels open for the dis-> 
semination of Arabic, Greek, Sjriac, Russian, Armenian, German, French, 
Italian, and Hebrew Scriptures. If, therefore, the Bible Society should 
have the goodness to forward to me ten or more copies of the Scriptures in 
each of the languages just mentioned, I will make it a point to get them 
into circulation." 

Measures are in progress for printing the Persian Bible, 
towards which your Committee last year made a grant to the 
Committee on Foreign Missions, connected with the United 
Associate Synod in Scotland, 
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1000 copies of the Gospel of St. Matthew, in the Tmns- 
caucasian-Tartar language, have been printed, and placed 
at the disposal of missionaries connected with the Basle 
Missionary Society. The Directors of that Society write :— 

« Our Committee greatly rejoice in the printing of a part of the New 
Testament in Transcaucasian-Tartar. We hope that a supply will be sent 
to the Rev. Mr. Bouwetsch, principal pastor at Tiflis. He will distribnte 
them among the ministers of the gospel in Grusinia, who have ahout their 
villages Tartar habitations, and send some to Baku and Scbamachi, for dis- 
tribution by our Christian friends, Mr. Hacoob Tchachmachsasofl^ and Mr. 
Sarkis Hambanuzow, both of them converted Armenians ; and he will also 
forward some to Mirza Farukh, at Shusha, another converted native, who is 
living in close contact with the Tartar tribes." 

Calcutta. — The friends of the Society will be sorry to 
learn that the labours of their valued agent, Dr. Hseberlin, 
have been seriously interrupted by repeated attacks of illness 
during the past year. Writing in April, 1842, Dr. H. says:— 

** Our ways are not in our own hands, and our plans require of^n 
to be modified by One who i^ wiser than we are, who reminds U3 ihn 
we are but as the flower that to-day blooms, and to-morrow may be shorn 
of its beauty. This is the first day again, after a painful illness, that I am 
permitted to wield the pen. 1 lay prostrate on the couch without strength 
and without power : thanks to the Father in heaven who has granted me 
another term in this world. I trust strength will rapidly return, although 
till this morning the weather was very trying, the heavens as brass, and 
the heat so oppressive, that that dreadful scourge, the cholera, made sad 
havoc here and elsewhere. It is hoped that a plentiful shower of rain this 
morning will stay the progress of the pestilence/' 

Writing again in May, Dr. H. says : — 

** In my last I wrote that I had been ill, but was rapidly improving in 
health and strength. Thus it appeared to me ; but God willed it otherwise* 
I have since gone through various things ; indeed, I may say of myselfi 
what St. Paul writes of Epaphroditus (Phil. ii. 270 ** ^^^» indeed I was 
sick nigh unto death ; but God had mercy on me.'' On Sunday, the 23d of 
April, in the morning, that terrific disease, the cholera^ laid hold of me in 
its worst shape. At noon, it appears, after the strongest medicines that 
the human constitution can bear had been administered, all hope — almost 
all possibility — of recovery had fled, for the vital spark had deserted the 
extremities, and was but perceivable near the heart. I retained my con- 
sciousness throughont the trying time, but was not able to speak much,— 
but the Lord was near me, upon whom I could cast my burden, and into 
whose mercy alone I could commend myself, unprofitable, weak and ainfiil 
as I am. 
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'* Contrary to every one's expectation, the dreaded hours passed over, and 
I was still alive. My medical attendant, who has had thousands of cases 
of cholera, declared, that this was the first with which he had been success- 
ful, in the shape in which it appeared. * It is the Lord's doings^ and 
marvellous in our eyes.' For a whole fortnight after, however, I was in 
imminent danger, but then gradually, and at last rapidly, recovered, so that 
I am now able, through God's infinite mercy, to send you tidings of what 
the Lord has done to me and mine. Indeed, I mean this evening to ride 
to church, and have our youngest son, now three months old, baptized ; 
it being Mrs. Haeberlin's birth-day, and as a family-day, altogether fit to 
return thanks to God for his great goodness towards us. 



" It is impossible for me at present to enter further into the history of the 
past month. I have not strength for it^ — ^but thus much I may say, that 
it is my every thought and prayer to be enabled through grace to spend my 
remaining, or, I should say, my newly-granted life in the service of Him, 
who has dealt so graciously with me. God be with you." 

• 

Once more, in July, Dr. H. says : — 

** In my last I mentioned that I should have to leave Calcutta for a time, 
on account of my health. I did so ; but it pleased God to call me to a new 
sufiering — another dangerous attack of illness. I trust it is over now, 
though I am still very weak, and can attend but little to business." 

In August he still continued to experience much de- 
bility, but writes : — 

'* I feel just in an easy mood ; everything quiet around me ; the noise of 
200 working men no longer heard ; my family in the house of God ; and 
I enjoy rest, and, I trust, the presence of the Lord. It is the Sabbath ! 
God be praised for the institution of this day ! Could I have written — 
had I had strength to write during the week, I would, of course, not have 
taken pen in hand to-day. As it is, it is a sweet enjoyment after communion 
with the Lord." 

Your Committee cannot be sufficiently thankful that his 
valuable life has still been spared ; and they are sure the 
Society will approve of the injunctions that have been given 
to Dr. H. to pay every attention to the great duty of en- 
deavouring to re-establish his health. No one, after the 
statements just made, will fbel surprised, that comparatively 
little has been done during the past year ; but will be pre- 
pared rather to account that little something very con- 
siderable, under the circumstances of the case.. 
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In December last, Dr. Hseberlin was enabled to leave 
Calcutta, and to commence a lengthened journey, the out- 
line of which has been sanctioned by the Calcutta Com- 
mittee. 



He writes : — 

" I feel grateful, first to Him who ruleth all things wisely, and then to 
you also, for giving me an opportunity to be in some measure useful, even 
though, in the first instance, I am in search of health, that precious gift of 
Qod. The two objects will not in the least interfere with each other; oa 
the contrary, I am convinced, that the rest I require is not so much absti- 
nence from all labour, as change of scene, air, and employment."

Dr. H. has taken with him from Calcutta a supply of 
60,000 volumes. 

The following are some of the principal objects proposed 
in this journey :— 

** In each of the places it may be in my power to visit, the following 
inquiries and arrangements, it would appear, should be made : — 

** 1. Whether there be a depdt? If so, in what state? And if to be 
continued ? If none, what to be done ? 

** 2. Inquiries as to the languages of the people, the versions current, tlie 
wants of the people, and the means of supplying their wants. 

''3. Arrangements for procuring contributions to the Society* 

'' 4. The geographical limits, within which certain languages or dialects 
may be spoken or understood ; the suitableness of the versions now pub- 
lished by the Society ; new versions required, &c. 

** 5. New openings to the efforts of the Society." 
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Your Committee now proceed to lay before you a few 
3xtracts from the last Report of the Calcutta Auxiliary. Un- 
der the head of Translations, the Committee state : — 

" The Urdu Old Testament, which it has long been the anxious desire of 
the Committee to see completed, is nearly ready. All the portions that were 
left untranslated by that eminent scholar, the late Rev. J. Thomason, are 
now ready ; the revision of all the books is in a forward state, and the 
printing has proceeded in the Roman character edition as far as Jeremiah, 
and in the edition in Arabic characters to the Book of Proverbs, so that it 
may be confidently expected that the whole will be published within the 
present year. 

" In the Uriya department, the Rev. A. Sutton, of Cuttack, reports 
that the Book of Proverbs, for separate distribution, has been finished, and 
that the printing of the entire Old Testament has proceeded to the end of 
Deuteronomy. 

" In the Bengali language, the Rev. W. Morton has presented a new 
version of the Book of Proverbs. Your Committee have ordered an 
edition of this version, consisting of 5000 copies, to be printed for general 
distribution.'' 

The labours of the press are given as follows : — 

" Under this head it was mentioned in the last Report^ that of 243,200 
volumes of books ordered, 147,700 had been completed, and 94,500 were 
partly commenced. Most of these have been finished, and are already in 
part distributed. 

" Considering the great number of volumes still on hand, and the want 
of means to defray the necessary expenses, your Committee have thought 
it right during the present year to defer any new and expensive under- 
taking. The only new portions ordered, and which are nearly printed, are —

^* Many parts of India are yet imperfectly known, and, from circumstances, 
scarcely accessible to the efforts of the Bible Society ; but your Committee 
earnesdy hope, that with every year more channels of usefulness will, in 
the good providence of God, be opened ; and that as opportunities multiply, 
so will the zeal and activity of the Christian • Church increase, until this 
land, and every land, shall be filled with the glory of God." 

Under the head of Circulation, the following statement 
is made : — 

'* The subject of the free distribution of the Scriptures has often been 
urged upon, and has, as was right, engaged the attention of your Com- 
mittee'. However questionable it may appear to many, your Committee 
confess that they, at least, have found no practical difficulty in the matter. 
In a country like India, where the name of Christ is yet imperfectly 
known, and where the Christian character has not been, and is, unfortu- 
nately, not very generally exhibited, in its true and genuine light, it would 
appear particularly appropriate to offer the word of truth /rceZy, and with' 
out price. But your Committee are opposed entirely to an improvident 
distribution of the Scriptures ; they, In fact, cannot be said to be them- 
selves engaged in this work ; they must, necessarily, and they do it confi- 
dently, leave the distribution to the several missionaries, ministers, and private 
individuals, of whom they are conviiicod that they will make the best use 
of the gifts entrusted to them. The Committee very rarely make grants 
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of English Scriptures, being of opinion that English readers are better 
aisle to pay the small sums demanded, than is the case in the native 
languages. 

" The issues in the present year have been 25,032 volumes ; making, 
since the commencement of the Society's operations, a grand total of 
384,357 volumes.

The Calcutta Bible Association continues its very- 
useful labours in the city, and its vicinity, supplying schools, 
employing visitors, (under this head, endeavouring to 
establish a system of colportage,) and aiding the various 
Christian missionaries, from several of whom the Com- 
mittee of the Association have received very pleasing 
letters. As specimens, the following will be read with 
interest :-— 

'* In the present transition state of things, it is not easy definitely to fix 
on and describe the precise effect produced by a perusal of the Book 
of Life. One thing is certain, that not a copy of the Bible has been 
thrown away on persons incapable of deriving benefit therefrom. On the 
contrary, it is certain that every copy bestowed has been granted in such a 
way as to ensure its being read, to a certain extent. In every case, there- 
fore, a portion of divine truth, greater or less, has been communicated 
to an intelligent and immortal spirit. The light of revelation has thus 
been made, at least partially, to shine into the dark chambers of many a 
benighted soul. So far, good, real good, has assuredly been done ; and 
our prayer is, that the God of revelation may cause the light of his grace 
to shine inwardly, along with the light of his own holy word, and thus 
savingly enlighten, savingly awaken, and savingly convert souls. Since 
your last anniversary, I may mention that three of the more promising and 
hopeful of our young men have openly embraced the Christian faith, and 
entered the Church of Christ by baptism. The Bibles which imparted to 
them the light and truth of saving knowledge, and which, through the ac- 
companying blessing of a gracious God, led to their conversion, were a 
portion of the grants so generously made to us by the Calcutta Bible Asso- 
ciation." 
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The Rey. T. Sandjs writes : — 

<' It is gratifying to me to state that tbe desire of tlie native youth, who 
are receiving education, at and about the Presidency, to obtain the Holy 
Scriptures, has continued through the whole year, and the number of such 
applicants has been so great, that I found it necessary to appoint a certain 
hour daily, within which applications for the Scriptures would be attended 
to by me, and the consequence has been, that between the hours of four 
and five in the aflernoon, my house has been thronged with interesting 
native youth, entreating the gift of the Holy Scriptures in English, and in 
their own native languages. It is my custom on these occasions to ascer- 
tain if the applicant can read the book he desires, to inquire his name, 
residence, and the school or college he attends, and having entered these 
particulars in my book of grants, to write the name of the individual, and 
to intimate that the book is the gift of the Calcutta Bible Association upon 
the title-page. This system I have found useful in various ways. It 
checks the disposition to dispose of the book to friends, and the liability 
to repeated application on the part of the same individual — while those 
who wish to obtain the Scriptures know that the precious gift can be ob- 
tained on their own personal application. 

" One cheering circumstance connected with these applications is, tbat not 
only do the pupils of the Mission Schools seek to obtain the New Testa- 
ment, but those also of other schools and colleges in which the Holy Scrip- 
tures form no part of the studies. We may therefore hope, and be 
encouraged to pray, that ere long the gospel wUl find its way to all classes 
pf the population." 

The Rev. W.J. Deer, of Kishnaghur, addressing the Com- 
mittee of the Association, details an interesting conversation • 
which he had had with two Brahmins^ a part of which will 
be read with great interest : — 

** * Now,* said I, ^ sinful nature is not expelled in this way ; this is not the 
right way ; the whole is nothing else but a fruitless play.' The Brahmins 
made no attempt to defend it, but rather felt ashamed. Then the older of 
them turned round and said, * What, then, shows your Scripture to be the 
way of salvation ?' I answered, ' I will first only mention two points. First, 
we must obtain a glance of the eternal light : this is understood to be the 
knowledge of the true God, which is effected when the conscience becomes 
awakened by the word and the Spirit of God ; and secondly, we require 
pardon for our sins, and deliverance from its bondage. But the latter 
cannot be effected first; we cannot make ourselves better by our own 
strength ; we must first be reconciled to God, and obtain communion with 
him ; then the subduing of sin follows, as a matter of course. And there* 
fore the illumination of the Holy Ghost, through the word of God, or a 
glance of the Eternal Light, is the seed for life eternal. Thus the Lord 
Jesus has taught us in the Gospel of St. John, xvii. 3.' Then the older 
Brahmin clapped his hands, and exclaimed, in a rapture of joy, <This is the 
thing !• 
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'* The other gentle young Brahmin now took confidence, and became as 
familiar as if he had been my son. He began to speak of the baptism of John 
by water, and of the baptism of the Lord Jesus Christ by fire and the Holy 
Ghost ; he spoke with the tenderness and reverence of a Christian ; he 
would never pronounce the blessed name of Jesus without adding Prabhu 
(the Lord) to it ; and to the Bible he always added holi/. There was no 
hypocrisy about them ; they did not know my name, nor could they expect 
anything temporal from me ; I was surprised above measure, and asked the 
youth, • Pray tell me, how did you obtain these ideas ?' He said, ' I have 
had in my possession some parts of the Gospel ; I have also been in one of 
the schools of the missionaries, and of late (he added in a tone of exultation) 
T obtained the entire Holy Bible/ Our hearts were mutually burning 
with spiritual affection. We both regretted leaving each other, and 
regretted still more that so few Christians are found who stand in such a 
boly awe of holy things, and of the Holy One of Israel. I blessed your 
Bible Society in my heart for distributing the Scriptures, and remembered 
the beautiful parable in St. Mark, iv. 26 — 29 : ' So is the kingdom of God, 
as if a man should cast seed into the ground, and the seed should spring 
and grow up, he (the man) knoweth not how.' " 

The receipts of the Calcutta Auxiliary have amounted to 
rs. 42,656.15.8. 

Your Committee have only been called upon this year 
to make a grant of 600/., and to forward 500 Persian 
Psalters, and 350 English Bibles, but the demands in the 
coming year promise to be considerable. 

Madras. — The Society's former correspondent, the Rev. 
F. Spring, has been removed by death ; and the last Report 
of the Auxiliary has been forwarded by the Rev. J. Smith, 
the surviving Secretary. From the letter of Mr. S. the 
following extracts are taken : — 

** You will prohahly have heard, before this reaches you, of the decease 
of our late esteemed Secretary, the Rev. F. Spring, who entered his rest 
on the 8th of January last. The sentiments and feelings of the Committee 
in reference to this mournful bereavement, are expressed in the Report. He 
Was devoted to the interests of Christ's kingdom ; and his loss is seriously 
felt, not only by the Bible Society, but by the community at large. 

*' The Committee have not succeeded in their attempt to supply the 
y&cancy occasioned by his death : indeed, the duties of the office are so 
important and numerous, that I do not think they can be satisfactorily 
tJiacharged by any one who does not devote his entire time and energies 
{o the interests of the Society. You will find an allusion to this subject 
^n the Report, in connexion with a reference to the extraordinary progress 
of the Calcutta Auxiliary since the appointment of Dr. Haeberlin as their 
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agent. In anotber month or two I hope you will hear from the Madras 
Committee on this subject. 

" On reference to our Treasurer's account, yon will perceive we have 
only 1610 rupees in hand ; and as we are engaged in printing large editions of 
the Scriptures in Tamil, Teloogoo, Canarese, and Malayalim, I am directed 
by the Committee to apply to you for permission to draw on the Parent 
Society to the extent of one thousand pounds. 

" We have 589 reams of paper in hand, but 200 reams are required 
immediately to enable the Bellary Press to proceed with the Teloogoo and 
Canarese Scriptures ; and the edition of 6000 copies of the entire Scriptures 
in Tamil, in addition to other works now in the press at Madras, will 
require a large supply of paper. I trust yon will not send us less than 
1000 reams. 

" Your last Report is very cheering. At Madras the truth is at work. 
It calls forth much enmity and opposition, but there are many who are 
seriously reading the word of God in secret, who have not yet received 
grace to ijiake an open profession of their faith. Three little boys came to 
me the other evening, at the conclusion of an interesting conversation on 
the character and offices of Christ ; one of them said, * Sir, it is now dark, 
no one observes us — will you ask the Divine blessing upon us V Affected 
with the request, I thankfully conducted these native boys into my room, 
where we all knelt down, and implored eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord." 

Your Committee have had much satisfaction in comply- 
ing with these requests, and placing 1000/. at the disposal of 
the Madras Committee, together with the desired supply of 
printing paper. 

The Report of the Madras Auxiliary is, as usual, full of 
interesting matter ; and no apology will be required for 
making copious extracts from it. Its details are introduced 
by the following appropriate observations : — 

*' The Committee of the Madras Auxiliary Bible Society have the satis- 
faction to appear before their constituents with a continued and increasing 
conviction that Scriptural truth in this, as in many other countries, is 
exercising a powerful influence on the minds of men, and that this Insti- 
tution is effectually accomplishing the end for which it was originated. 
There is an apparent slowness in this, as in other great providential move- 
ments. Multitudes acknowledge the truth, who have not yet been induced 
to abandon the superstitions of their forefathers. It is not the less power- 
ful, however, because it is silent and slow in its operations. The language 
of a popular historian, in reference to the Reformation in Germany, may 
be applied, with little variation, to the present state of India : — * A new 
faith is abroad, but new works are not yet seen. The vernal sun has 
risen^ but winter still binds the earth. This aspect of things, however, is 
deceptive. A vigorous sap is secretly working beneath the surface, and 
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is abont to change the £ace of the world.' We do not maintain the per- 
fection of this analogy, as our joy in the prospect of this anticipated changCi 
though not abated, is moderated by difficulties of a very formidable character, 
with which the friends of truth have to combat in this country, arising from 
the difference of circumstances, and the entire absence of Christian truth 
and principle on the part of the heathen ; nevertheless we feel that the cases 
referred to are not altogether dissimilar, 

" The Committee cannot enter into a detail of their proceedings 
during the past year, without first adverting to the decease of their 
late Secretary, the Rev. F. Spring. He entered into his rest on the 
8th of January last, and while the Committee desire to express their 
gratitude to God for having permitted his servant to conduct the affairs 
of the Society in India for so long a period, and are consoled by the 
thought that the Lord has taken him unto himself, they have a mourn- 
ful satisfaction in placing on record their high sense of the value of his 
services. The Committee will ever bear in remembrance the kindness and 
cheerfulness of his spirit, his unwearied diligence, his accommodating dis- 
position, and his uniform desire to advance the kingdom of his Lord and 
Master, Jesus Christ. They sincerely sympathize with his afflicted family, 
in their bereavement, and pray that it may please God abundantly to com- 
fort and bless them." 

The publication and issue of the Tamil Scriptures are 
thus noticed : — 

" Though the entire Scriptures, in the Tamil language, have been for a 
long time in circulation, it was not till recently that they were comprised 
in one volume. About 1000 copies were originally bound, but the demand 
for them greatly exceeding the power of the Society to meet it, an edition 
of 6000 copies was ordered to be prepared. It is being printed at the 
American Mission Press. The Madras Auxiliary are to supply the paper, 
the American Missionary Society are to bear the expense of printing, and 
the edition is to be divided between the two institutions. It comprises the 
headings and chronology of the authorized English version, translated into 
Tamil by the Rev. Mr. Winslow, and the whole will probably be printed in 
the course of next year. 

" The version of the New Testament, by Fabricius, in an edition of 
10,000, with the headings and references of the English version, translated 
hy Mr. H. Bower, is passing through the Vepery Mission Press, and has 
proceeded to the Second Epistle of John/' 

The Canarese Scriptures are next mentioned : — 

*' The Mission Press at Bellary has been engaged, during the year, in 
printing large editions of the Book of Exodus, and of the Gospel of Luke, 
in Canarese ; and the Eighteenth Report of the Bellary Branch Bible 
Society affords satisfactory evidence of active and extensive distribution, 
8486 portions having been issued from their Depository, from the 1st of 
January, 1841, to the 30th of November, 1842, in almost all the districts 
in which the Canarese language is spoken." 
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The printing of the Teloogoo Scriptures is adFancing, 
though the Committee remark : — 

" It 18 a tnelancboly fact, that the Teloogoo provinces, comprising, together 
with the Teloogoo people in other provinces, ahout 10 millions of souls, are 
not yet furnished with the entire Scriptures in that language. Genesis, and 
a part of Exodus, are the only parts of the Old Testament which have been 
put in circulation. An edition, of 2000 copies, of the Pentateuch, has 
been printed, as also the First and Second of Chronicles, but they have 
not yet been bound. 

*' In the absence of the entire Scriptures, it is satisfactory to be able to 
report, that 10,000 additional copies of Genesis have been published, and 
that 20,000 of the Gospel of St. Luke, and 10,000 of St. John, are passing 
through the press.*' 

Of the Malatalim, the following very pleasing notice 
occurs : — 

" It was the privilege of the Committee, in their last Report, to announce 
the publication of the entire Scriptures in the Malayalim language ; and the 
following extract of a letter, just received from the Rev. B. Bailey^ the 
honoured translator of this version, presents a clear and satisfactory statement 
of what is being done in this department of the Society's operations. ' The 
New Testament, in Malayalim, has also been much sought after ; but the 
former editions being out, and the new edition in small type, now in the 
press, not being completed, the demands could not be met. The printing 
of the new edition of 5000 copies, of the whole New Testament, has pro- 
ceeded as far as the Epistle to the Ephesians. The whole would have 
been nearly completed by this time, had not some unavoidable delay 
occurred.' The separate edition of 3000 copies of the Four Gospels and 
Acts, in the same type, for distribution together or in portions, has been 
ready some time. 

'* The edition of 2000 copies of the Book of Proverbs, in Malayalim, ia 
small type (18mo), has been printed, with the sanction of your Committee, 
since November last, and is now ready for binding and distribution. This 
will, form a neat and useful little volume." 

To the above notices may be added the following: — 

"Much remains to be done by this and kindred institutions, for the 
Mahommedan population of the Madras provinces. Only 1120 copies of 
portions of the Hindustani Scriptures have been issued during the year ; 
nor can it be expected that the number will rapidly increase, until the 
Christian Church shall have been roused to make more vigorous and 
systematic efforts for the conversion of this deluded people. The Com' 
mittee are, however, doing something. They have put forth editions of 5000 
copies of the Gospels pf St. Matthew, Mark, and Luke, and the Gospel of 
St. John will soon be ready for publication. There are considerable differ- 
ences in the Hindustani of the northern and southern provinces of India ; 
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and it is important the public should understand that the Tersion now 
passing through the press, is the one published at Calcutta, revised and 
adapted to the Mahommedan population of the south. 

'* An edition of 5000 copies of the Tamil and English Diglotts of the 
Gospels of St. Luke and John, and of the Acts of the Apostles, is in circu- 
lation. They are chiefly used in schools ; and the Committee have deemed 
it desirable not to make gratuitous grants of them, but to put a small 
charge upon them. 

** The demand for English Scriptures happily increases : a fact obviously 
attributable to the progress of English education amongst the natives, 
the great reduction which has taken place in the price of the English 
Bible, and the increase of religion among Europeans and their descendants. 
It is a gratifying fact, that rs.1925 have been received, in the course 
of the year* for the sale of Scriptures. The statement, furnished by the 
Treasurer, exhibits the receipts for the year 1842 as being rs. 8036.9.8. 
The balance is rs.1610.15.2, in favour of the Society, which, con- 
sidered in connexion with anticipated expenditure, is very small, neces- 
sitating a renewed appeal at once to the generosity of the Parent Society 
at home, and of the Christian public in this country.'' 

The tqtal issues in English, English and Tamil, Tamil, 
Teloogoo, Canarese, Hindustani, and other languages, have 
amounted to 22,968 copies ; and it is pleasing to see, from 
the following table, the directions in which the greater part 
have been dispersed : —

The Report further states : — 

^'The Society has continued its co-operation with the Bihle Societies and 
Associations at Bangalore, Bellary, Salem, Nagercoil, Neyoor, Jaffna, and 



^ 
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Colombo. (Grants of money and paper have been made to the "Seyoor 
Press, for printing portions of the Scriptures ; and liberal contribtttiffDs 
have been received by this Society, from ^several of the associations cof 
referred to." 

The Report having reached this country only in a manu- 
script form, the appendix has yet to follow. Several pleas^ 
ing extracts from the correspondence of the Society are 
introduced into the body of the Report, from which the 
following is extracted, both from veneration of the name 
with which it is associated, and from the powerful call that 
it conveys for increased activity, in the Society's own 
peculiar work: — 

" The Rev. Mr. Kohloff, of Tanjore, who is now in the Slst year of his 
age, expresses his gratitude for continued health and strength, whicbbe 
wishes profitably to devote to the glory of our most merciful and gracious 
Qod, and he says : ' The Tanjore mission, with its out-stations, has upwards 
of 3000 souls professing the Christian religion ; and to furnish this great 
number, besides the many schools in connexion with the mission, worn 
require a large supply of Scriptures. I am happy, however, to saj that 
the work of the Lord is prospering. During the last two years, tbii 
mission has had an increase of 300 souls. But our labours, hoveTer 
feeble, and however small, have not failed to arouse the sleeping enemy ; 
and the French Roman Catholic priests, especially, are now on the alertt 
and manifest an activity and a self-denial worthy of a better cause. They 
are going about prejudicing the minds of the people against us and the 
Scriptures. They publish with triumph that Europe is coming back to 
the Mother Church, and Rome will soon again be the mistress of the 
world: " 

The following is taken from the conclusion of this 
interesting report : — 

" We have constantly accumulating evidence of the truth and divinity of 
that holy volume, which it is our object to impart to every family aQ^ 
every individual of this idolatrous country. We have recorded iu that 
volume numerous promises, announcing, with unerring certainty, its own 
eventual triumphs. We have indubitable evidences in the entire history 
of Bible Societies, of the power of divine truth in instances of individual 
conversion, and in the advancement of families, congregations, and coiC' 
munities, in spiritual knowledge and Christian practice; and we are 
favoured with providential facilities for th^ distribution of the truth in 
almost every part of the world. Therefore are we resolved, in the strcnglli 
of Omnipotence, to go forward in our work of faith and labour of love ; nor 
will we rest until the truth has exercised its appropriate influence on the 
mind and character of our species. It is said the last incarnation of Yishnoo, 
yet to come, is to be a white horse> and some of the natives are appr^' 
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ensive of its being the Christian religion. We believe in no incarnation 
ut that of Jesus Christ ; but we believe in that prophecy, which testifying 
f Him, sajs, ' And I saw heaven opened, and behold a White Horse^ and He 
hat sat upon him was called Faithful and True, and in righteousness doth 
le wage and make war; His eyes were as a flame of fire, and on His Head 
rere many crowns, and He had a name written that no man knew but He 
limself ; and He was clothed in a vesture dipped in blood, and His name 
5 called. The Word op God.* "

Assistance has been solicited for printing an edition of 
Feloogoo Scriptures by the Rev. Mr, Gordon, on hia return 
rom this country to the Madras Presidency^ and also from 
he Basle Missionary Society, for aid in printing the Scrip- 
ures in the Canarese and Tooloo languages, spoken in the 
Presidency ; but your Committee have deemed it right to 
'efer these applications to the Committee of the Madras 
Auxiliary, well knowing the zeal and care of that body in 
carrying out the objects of the Society. 

A small grant of Portuguese and Dutch Scriptures has 
been made to the Rev. Mr. Brotherton, a missionary of the 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in the Madras 
Presidency. He writes : — 

^' Every Sabbath I have to preach in English, Portuguese, and Tamil. 
I can always get a supply of Scriptures for the English and Tamil congre- 
gations from the Madras Bible Society, of vrhich I am a member, and to 
which I subscribe 11. per annum ; but they are unable to supply me with 
Portuguese and Dutch Scriptures, of which my congregation stand much in 
need. I have but one copy of the Portuguese Old Testament in the 
mission, printed at Batavia, of the version of Almeida, 2 vols, Svo." 

Bombay. — Your Committee regret to say that they have 
received but one letter from the Bombay Presidency during 
the past year, and have only been required to make a small 
grant of 60 Syriac Bibles, 100 ditto Testaments, and 100 
ditto Psalms. 

It so happened that in the last Report two years' proceed- 
ings of the Bombay Auxiliary were included ; and such 
^ill probably be the case again next year.* 

* While these sheets have heen passing through the press, thi^ following 
t^onimunications have been received from Bombay : — 

"Meeting of the Bible Society. — [Extract from the Bombay TimesJ] 
^Iq our last, we gave the resolutions passed at the meeting of the Bombay

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Jaffna. — Your Committee have had very sincere pleasure 
in making three considerable grants to the Jaffna Auxiliary 
Bible Society^ in the island of Ceylon. The first consistedof 

Auxiliary Bible Society ; but we are unable to make any observations on 
tbe many eloquent and highly interesting speeches delivered on this solemn 
occasion. Neither, from the same cause, could we allude to the report, 
which was read by Mr. Pigott, and which, from the lucid order of its d^ 
tails, and the valuable body of information that it contained, reflected great 
credit on the pains-taking and diligence of the secretaries. Letters were 
read from the Rev. Mr. Glasgow, Irish missionary at Rajkote, from tbe 
Rev. J. Allen, Ahmedabad, from the Rev. Mr. French, Seroor, from tiie 
Rev. Mr. Burgess, Ahmednuggur, from the Rev. Mr. Morison, Aden, 
from the Rev. Mr. Hume, American Mission, Bombay, and from the Rer- 
Mr. Mitchell, Scotch Mission, Bombay. The whole of this valuable bodj 
of religious correspondence bore an ample and a highly encouraging tesb* 
mony to the wide-spreading distribution of the gospel, and other tracts aoii 
books illustrative and expository of the sacred page, printed in almost 
every change and variety of Oriental dialect, throughout the remotest pr^ 
vinces of India. Seikhs from Lahore, merchants from Affghanistan, Syo^ 
from Scindcy Jews at Aden, Abyssinians from Africa, have all, within tlie 
last year, as it were, unanimously and simultaneously gone out in search i 
of the Christian Scriptures; and the demand upon the Society's depositorr | 
has been so extensive and urgent, that it is feared the supply now on li^fl<> 
will become greatly contracted, unless, through the support of the commu- 
nity, the funds of the Society may be so replenished and recruited, tbat 
its well-stocked shelves may bear testimony to the pious charity ^^ 
liberal feelings of the friends and patrons of the Bible. The Report meo* , 
tions that the issues of books since the dlst December, 1842, ba^^ 
amounted to 12,812. It is impossible for us to give even a faint om^^ 
of what fell from the several speakers."

•* We held our Annual Meeting, which had been deferred to the Mc^ 
politan's arrival,* last Wednesday. His stirring, apostolic exhortation b» 
a powerful effect on the large assemblage which surrounded him, and I ^ 
this will be permanently felt and demonstrated by the increase of our v^^ 
scription list.

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>00 reams of printing paper; the second of 300 Bibles and 
200 Testaments. In applying for these books, the Rev, 
Vf r. Johnston, the secretary, a missionary of the Church 
Missionary Society, writes : — 

" The great increase of English readers, owing to the generally diffused 
and vigorously pursued plans of English education, has rendered the 
English Bible a very essential adjunct to our missionary establishments. 
As our object in conveying English instruction, is to open the way for the 
mtioduction of European literature, it will be obvious that it is necessary 
that before all, and above all, the Bible should be observed as the foundation. 
We are compelled to show what our system is, by thus making the Bible the 
foundation, not only of all our Tamil instruction, but also of our English. 
To do this effectually, we must have a supply of Bibles equal to the demand. 
In the carrying out of our plans we have expended all our store ; and as it 
is with myself, so also with many others, many of the youths under instruc- 
tion are without this essential book. We trust, therefore, that you will be 
kind enough to aid us as soon as you can. You will be kind enough to 
observe, that the grant requested is for the supply, not only of Jaffna, but 
also of the station of the American missionaries at Madura ; so that, should 
the grant requested appear large, we think it will not be thought too large, 
considering our wants ; indeed, we may conclude, that it will be barely 
sufficient for the supply of one twelvemonth. You will notice, that all the 
copies of the English Scriptures circulated in this and other heathen 
countries, are free from all heathen associations. The words are free from 
those heathen applications, which must naturally attach to all native words, 
in a greater or less degree. Hence, when we can bring a youth to the 
English Scriptures, we bring him to pure theology ; a point in our semina- 
ries of the very highest importance. We have requested that there should 
be an assortment sent, as we shall use our best endeavours to sell, in all 



anxiety. There are now three large missions in Guzerat, where there was 
before only one ; the influx of native merchants to Bombay (the language 
of commerce here is Guzerattee) has caused an increased demand. We have 
no copies of the Old Testament ; no complete copies of the New; and a 
very inadequate supply of some portions of the Gospels. The Committee's 
attention is turned to this point, and every effort will be made to place it 
in a state of efficiency. The funds this year have fallen off, and will not, 
without some aid from the Parent Society, meet the expense of printing the 
Scriptures now in the press. Indeed, our European community is not 
tiufficiently large to provide, unaided, for all the missions and new channels 
of usefulness which are opening up in Scinde, Guzerat, &c. 

'^ We are endeavouring to establish a fixed system in the representation 
of proper names, and also to supply the library with the necessary critical 
works for the use of the Translation Committee.

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pnetieable eases, rather than give. That this will be approyed by aUI do 
not doubt* I would only mention respecting the assortment, that a number 
of copies of the Bible with marginal references, for the use of the upper 
dashes in our seminaries here, would be invaluable.** 

The remaining application has been for a sum of 300Z. ; 
and the reasons for the application v^ill be best given in 
Mr. Johnston's own words : — 

" It is necessary to remember, that the Madras Society has sach a very 
extensive population to provide for, that the 300,000 people of North 
Ceylon will be mainly dependent for their supply of the bread of life upon 
this Auxiliary. 

"It becomes, therefore, a matter of absolute necessity that we should 
engage in printing the sacred volume here as early as possible ; for so scanty 
and so few are the supplies received from Madras, that we are almost 
entirely without the Sacred Scriptures, excepting those portions which have 
been printed by this Auxiliary. 

** Under these circumstances it is, that I have been directed to forward 
the Resolution at the head of this letter. The necessity for the Scriptures 
will) I trust, be sufficiently obvious. You are of opinion that it is highly 
desirable that the Scriptures, in one volume, should be circulated ; a 
feeling in which I most cordially unite. We need, if we would have correct 
views become general, that the Scriptures, as a whole, be presented : a 
portion may be misrepresented, whereas the whole will speak for itself. 

'* I may mention the extreme necessity for this under present circum- 
stances, when the heathen are indeed beginning to rage. By means of 
missionary operations, carried on for a long series of time, a large class of 
the population have become capable of reading the Scriptures : besides, a 
desire is very common to possess the sacred volume ; a desire which, if 
cherished, may be the surest way to overturn the blasphemous projects of 
the heathen, who are about publicly to blaspheme the name of the Lord 
who bought them ! The whole volume of Scripture, circulated with discre- 
tion, will be as leaven, which will have an effect on the mass of heathenism. 
The sword of the Spirit alone can destroy the proud blasphemer's boasting. 
I suppose that you are aware to what I allude. The proceedings lately 
adopted at Madras are to be adopted here. Christ is to be blasphemed ! 
Sivan and Yishnoo are to be preached ! The missionaries here, of longest 
standing, regard this movement with pleasure, as an indication of a sense of 
weakness felt by the pillars of Hindooism. May the Lord shake the whole 
to its foundation ! May he cause it speedily to fall ! " 

The Jaffna Report states that there have been printed 
during the year, 50,250 portions of the Old Testament, 
and that 20,651 volumes of various portions both of the 
Old and New Testament have been issued. In harmony with 
the Madras Committee, the friends at Jaffna are carefully 
proceeding with the revision of the Tamil Version, and 
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contemplating* giving the whole Bible to the people 
soon as practicable^ in one volume. It is observed in the 
Ft eport : — 

** Another point worthy of consideration, by this Society, is, whether 

Ll:^^re should not be, as soon as possible, a systematic distribution of the 

rd of God throughout the whole northern province of Ceylon. It 

uld be unadvisable to give to every man the tohole Bible ; and an indis- 

or^iminate and lavish bestowment of even portions of it would be unwise. 

ut whether there should not be in every house, whose inmates are able to 

a.d, and willing to receive it, at least the New Testament, is a question 

liich, in the view of the Committee, demands the consideration of those 

Awlio are labouring for the spiritual enlightenment of this people.*' 



The following" extract of a letter, printed in the Appendix 
to the Jaffna Report, will be read with interest : — 

'* A considerable number of Heathens have been brought to a knowledge 
of the truth during the year, at this station ; but whether any of these 
-were first awakened by reading the word of God, or not, I cannot say ; 
1 do not now recollect an instance. 

'* However, in almost every case when a Heathen has been aroused to seek 
the truth, his first inquiry has been for a portion of Scripture, more espe- 
cially of the New Testament ; and I am thankful to say the reading of the 
Scriptures is becoming very general : the Mahomedans are even anxious to 
peruse them. 

*' But I think the greatest demand has been amongst the Roman Catholics. 
We attacked their errors very strongly last year ; and after a while, numbers 
of them became anxious to read the Bible, and see if those peculiar doctrines 
which they hold were not found there. The result has been, that several 
have lost their confidence in their priests, their pope, priestly absolution, 
image-worship, transubstantiation, purgatory, &c. Seven have already 
renounced the errors of Popery, and joined us ; and several more are just 
on the point of doing so. Amongst this class of people, the reading of the 
Bible has wrought wonders. They received it as the word of God, and it 
has been a lamp to their feet and a light to their path.

** Conviction increases, and with it a demand for the word of Life. We 
look to you for help. We do not want a supply for mere curious readers, 
but for those who are searching for the bread of life, or who wish to inquire 
whether the things we tell them are so. 

'* Send us the bread of life ; and the people of the present generation, as 
well as the generation to come, will rise up and call you blessed. 

*' I am thankful to say we continue well ; and that the Lord is still blessing 
us, by pouring out His Spirit upon the people. Remember us at the throne 
of grace. Many of the people are brought to the birth ; but we want 
a still greater infiuence of the Holy Ghost to bring them forth to light 
and life." 
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The Rev. Joseph Bailey, Missionary of the Church 
Missionary Society, writes from Cotta : — 

'^ I have to report to you that of the new edition of the Cotta Vernon 
of the Sinfvalese Scriptures, the whole of the New Testament has been 
printed, and the Old Testament, as far as the 9th chapter of Judges. We 
have had a great demand for the New Testament, and have had a large por- 
tion of the edition bound and circulated. 

• « * 

*' May I be allowed to request, through you, from the Committee of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, a grant of binding materials for 3000 
books, Svo. The Committee will, I trust, give a favourable reception 
to this request, and thus help us forward in the distribution of the word 
of Life." 

The request has been cheerfully complied with. 

The Rev. Mr. Rottger, of Rhio, who had engaged to visit 
the islands of Borneo and Sumatra, has been compelled to 
relinquish the undertaking, and to return to Europe for 
the benefit of his health. On leaving Rhio, he wrote : — 

*' Since I had the pleasure to write to you, in the month of June, I 
have in my feeble state distributed, and, as I hope, in the most favour- 
able channels, 140 Javanese New Testaments, 31 Malay Bibles, and 44 
Malay New Testaments, 5 Arabic Bibles, 4 ditto New Testaments, 6' Dutch 
Bibles, 1 3 ditto New Testaments, 4 German Bibles, and 7 ditto New Tes- 
taments, 1 English and 1 French Bible, and 56 Chinese portions of the 
Holy Scriptures; together, 312 Bibles, New Testaments, and parts of the 
Holy Scriptures." 

The Secretary of the Straits' Bible Society has re- 
mitted 23/. 

The Penang Bible Association^ connected with the 
Straits' Auxiliary, writes in its Report, a copy of which 
has been transmitted in MS. : — 

*' Since the last annual meeting, your Committee have distributed 267 
Bibles, 803 New Testaments, and 1877 parts, or portions, containing each 
one or more books of Scripture, in fifteen different lahgaages. 

" Your Committee have ground for believing that these Scriptures, at 
least many of them, are valued ; and that they are read by many of the 
heathen around us, who might otherwise have remained unacquainted with 
their all-important truths. 

** It is gratifying to see the readiness, in many instances the eagerness, 
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vrith which the Chinese receive the Scriptures. The desire evinced hy the 
Malays to receive them may be seen by the number of copies distributed 
among them. And among the natives of the Madras Presidency, now on 
the island, there seems a remarkable desire awakened to possess the word of 
God. All the Tamil and Teloogoo Scriptures distributed have been given 
to persons who came to the depository requesting them. From supplies of 
Scriptures from Singapore, and out of a grant of Tamil and of Teloogoo 
Scriptures received from Madras, your Committee have been enabled, in 
some measure, to meet the demands which have been made upon them 
for * the oracles of God:' and it is pleasing to be assured, from various facts 
which have come to the knowledge of your Committee, that the people 
read these Scriptures, both alone and amidst companies of their own 
countrymen. May the Scriptures distributed be made a blessing to the 
souls of many that were * ready to perish !' " 

Of the Scriptures in Dutch and English, small grants have 
been made to this Association. 

The Rev. Dr. Legge writes from Malacca : — 

" There are now on hand 648 copies of the Chinese New Testament. 
Daring the last eighteen months I have distributed 35 copies, and about 
an equal number have been sent to Penang, Borneo, and China. It would 
indeed be very easy to distribute ten times as many in a few months, but 
I am unwilling to confer the gift of two large volumes, excepting where 
there is an application for them» or where they are likely to be appreciated 
and read ; and Malacca has been so long occupied as a station, that the 
people now make no application for, or receive Christian books merely 
from curiosity. 

** Of the large edition of the Malay New Testament, 200 copies have 
been sent to Rev. Mr. Beighton, of Penang, and 600 to Rev. Mr. Keasberry, 
at Singapore. Ten or twelve copies have been given to applicants, and the 
rest are still on hand." 

The Elberfeld Missionary Society have requested aid 
in behalf of their mission in Borneo. The Secretary 

writes : — 

" Our missionaries who, for the last eight years, have been labouring in 
Borneo, have succeeded in completing a translation of the Four Gospels into 
the Dajacka language, of which they are anxious to print one Gospel^ or 
perhaps a harmony of all, in Java. 

"Independent of Banjermassing, the capital of Southern Borneo, where 
two of our brethren are stationed and labour with much blessing among the 
mixed population of Malays, Chinese, and Dajacks ; they have also begun 
to preach the gospel at Pulo Putack, in Apuy, among the lower Dajacks, 
and at Kehajan, on the frontiers of the higher Dajacks. Besides having to 
do with the heathen Dajacks in these places, they also come in contact with 
the Mahometan Malays ; and it appears of great importance to them to

keep the Dajacks ignorant of the Malay langaage, or at least of its oharacten, 
in order that they may not have an opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with the errors of the Koran, which is read in the Malay dialect. On this 
account, and in consideration of the Dajacks being much attached to their 
own language, the missionaries prefer giving them the word of Cvod in it, 
instead of enjoining them to leam the Malay* 

" The reasons here adduced will, doubtless, be fully appreciated by you, 
and you will, in any case, rejoice that the word of God is likely to appear 
in a new tongue. This information will also afford pleasure to the respected 
British and Foreign Bible Society, and we feel persuaded t^afc they will 
readily promote the work by their assistance." 

Your Committee, after having made particular inquiries 
upon the subject^ bare cheerfully consented to defray the 
expense of a small edition of the Four Gospels. 

China. — Tbeir notice of China your Committee would 
introduce in the words of John R. Morrison, Esq., son of 
the late Dr. Morrison^ from whom a letter has recently been 
received : — 

'* We, whose great interest in China is in its spiritual regeneration, mnst 
be even far more rejoiced than any others at the recent results of the three 
years of hostility, in which we have been engaged with this coontry. We 
rejoice to welcome the return of peace, for the ' Prince of Peaee ' is the 
Master whom we delight to serve^ and the interests of whose kingdom we 
seek here to promote. And we rejoice at the manifestations of His power, 
in overruling the evils of war to the extension of our opportunities for 
announcing to the people of this land, lying in thick darkness, the approach 
of His kingdom of light and glory." 

The extraordinary and unlooked-for turn which affairs 
have taken in that quarter of the world, cannot but strike 
the most inattentive observers. 

Your Committee have received several interesting com- 
munications from G. T. Lay, Esq., who has been officially 
connected with the government expedition to China, of 
which copious extracts have been given in the Monthly 
Extracts, and your Committee only add a few passages more 
in this place : — 

" I am sure you will unite with me in heartfelt thankfulness to Grod that 
the Chinese war is brought to a close. * ♦ •In this, 

God has wrought for us; not, I trust, without a gracious design of 
overruling the present sufferings of the Chinese to their ultimate advantage, 
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and of making them instrumental in opemng tbe country to the irradiation 
of Christian Ught Ere long, I hope the word of God will have a free 
course in its circulation, and be welcomed, not only by a reading, but a 
believing people. Indeed, I am inclined to agree with an officer of this 
expedition, who the other night, in conversationy said he thought the time 
-was now come when the Most High would execute His promises, and make 
this vast confluence of living and responsible beings willing in the day of 
His power.'* 

Mr. Lay has embraced opportunities of distributing a 
few copies of the Chinese Scriptures. He writes from 
Chusan under date of October 30 : — 

** Thanks to a good Providence, the stock of New Testatnents which 
I brought from Macao, has been dispersed over the hitherto little known 
and less frequented portions of Ch!na» The interest taken in these sacred 
documents was of a most encouraging sort, and harmonises well with the 
admiration which the Chinese bestow upon everything that appeotains to 

Britain. 

# » • 

** I was delighted in my visit to Shanghae to witness the activity, inteU 
ligence* and kind feeling of the people* All the wounds that war had 
inflicted, like those I got near that city, were thoroughly healed, I gave 
away a few Testaments to some very interesting persons, who came on 
board the steamer." 

And ag'ain : — 

*' We shall have fields for Bible Societies, and missionary enterprise, at 
Canton, Amoy, Fuh-chow-foo, Ningpo, and Shanghae. I may probably 
take up my residence at Amoy, and if so, will do my best to promote the 
interests of the Society at that place, and in the places lying to the north, 
particularly Ningpo and Shanghae. Many new and pleasing channels for 

the diffusion of the Sacred Scriptures will, I trust, present themselves. 

• « • 

'' I suppose the Committee will not at present take any decisive step in 
reference to operations in China. Their pleasure, views, and feelings, in 
this matter, I should be glad to forward in any way in my power." 

The Committee have frequently had the subject of China 
under their consideration, and have taken opportunities of 
conferring with the Directors of the London Missionary 
Society. The following resolution has been adopted :— 

^* Resolved, that the Directors of the London Missionary Society be in- 
formed that their missionaries are at liberty to draw upon the depots belong- 
ing to the British and Foreign Bible Society iu Canton, or Malacca, for 
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sach copies of the Chinese Scriptures as they may require ; and also that 
they are allowed to print such further editions of Dr. Morrison's transla- 
tion of the Chinese Bible as the missionaries may, after due consultadon, 
deem expedient.*' 

Several friends of the Society have kindly offered special 
subscriptions for the benefit of China, and some have also 
been paid ; but your Committee deem it their duty, before 
they put forth any special appeal on behalf of China, to 
watch the tide of events, and to content themselves with 
assuring^ the friends of the Society that every opportunity 
that offers for distributing the Scriptures will be eagerly 
embraced ; and that they are prepared to second the endea- 
vours of the missionaries, from whatever quarter they may 
proceed. All will rejoice that the London Missionary 
Society has already in the field a body of missionaries ; and 
that tne venerable Society for the Propagation of the 60s* 
pel is making arrangements for occupying the ground; while 
the Lord Bishop of London has recommended his clergy, 
by a pastoral letter, to make a collection in their churches, 
on the last Sunday in the month of May, to be applied for 
the spiritual benefit of China. 

Many, it is trusted, are the hands lifted up with the 
hearts in fervent prayer that the God of heaven will grant 
a free course to his own word, and glorify his dear Son by 
giving Him, as his inheritance, this vast portion of the family 
of man. The friends of the Society will sympathize with a 
correspondent who writes : — 

" Here* upon the outskirts, we are all bending forward on the tiptoe 
of expectation. I can fancy that the angels are also stooping to look into 
that mighty empire, if it may be that the curtain which has veiled it from 
Christian sympathies is about to be withdrawn, and the wall which has 
precluded it from Protestant efforts is about to be thrown down. Surely 
it is a time pregnant with the most important results to the cause of our 
Lord in the world ; for the largest, if not the brightest crown is wanting 
Him, while China does not own his peaceful sceptre," 

It remains to be mentioned, in connexion with China, that 
the Rev. Messrs, Swan and Stallybrass, formerly missionaries 
in Siberia, are engaged in this country, in connexion with 
the London Missionary Society, in completing the transla- 
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tion of the New Testament into the Mongolian language. 
Your Committee are prepared, as soon as this important 
work shall be presented to them, with the approbation of 
the Directors of the London Missionary Society affixed, 
together with the general grounds of such approbation, to 
defray the expenses incurred in the prosecution of the work^ 
and to print an edition. 

The friends of the Society will also be glad to hear, that 
among the distributions effected by Mr. Lay, some few 
copies of the Mantchou Testament have been received 
with many apparent marks of gratitude by Tartars. 

New South Wales. — From the New South Wales 
Auxiliary at Sydney, a remittance of 140/. has been received, 
and 246 Bibles and Testaments have been forwarded. The 
issues of this Society, according to its last printed Report, 
had been, during the last year, 309 copies, and in former 
years, 10,935. The Report of the Ladies Association states, 
that 140/. had been received, of which 117/. 12^. lOd. were 
for free contributions. 

The Australia Felix Bible Society, established at Mel- 
bourne, Port Phillip, has remitted 7S/. 4^. 4t/. Its issues, 
according to its printed Report, had been 325 copies. This 
Society is opening depots in different districts; and the 
Secretary writes, " The population of Port Phillip rapidly 
increases, and a wide field is opening to the friends of the 
Bible Society.'* Four hundred and eighty-four Bibles and 
Testaments have been forwarded. 

The Van Diemen's Land Auxiliary at Hobart Town, 
has forwarded two considerable orders. The first for 300 
Bibles, and 1000 Testaments; the second for 4000 copies. 
In sending the second order, the Secretary writes : — 

" The Oovernment having now purchased all our Testaments, and 825 of 

our stock of Bibles, while another tender for a similar quantity of fiibles has 

^en advertised in the Gazette, of which we shall only be able to supply 

i^bout half, our stock will soon be entirely exhausted. 

• « ♦ 

'' The large supply purchased by the government is required for the con- 
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vicU tent out here ; and wbile we kave to lament that there should be iac\i 
Dumberi of our fellow-creatures suffering transportation for their crimes, 
yet we cannot sufficiently adore the mercy of God, when we see all these 
men supplied wilh his holy wordy which may yet make them partakers of 
the same salvation with the thief on the cross**' 

Two reports^ the 21 at and 22d^ have been forwarded from 
this Auxiliary. It is pleasing to observe in them that the 
Auxiliary is supported by several small Associations in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, as well as by a Ladies' Associa- 
tion in Hobart Town. The sum of 400/. has been remitted, 
being double the amount remitted in the preceding- year. 

In making a second remittance of 200/., the Secretary 
observes :— 

** The Committee have now arranged that every house in Hobart Town 
shall he visited, for the purpose of ascertaining whether masters and 
servants are supplied with the sacred book." 

The Cornwall Auxiliary has remitted 200/., and has 
ordered 1200 copies. Its issues during the last year have 
been 170 copies ; and the total from the commencement of 
the Society, is now 1238. 

New Zealand. — TheCommitteeof the Church Missionary 
Society have entreated your Committee, in consequence of 
the large demand for the New Testament in the New 
Zealand language, to print another edition ; 20,000 copies 
have accordingly been provided, and of these, 10,000 have 
been placed at the disposal of the Church Missionary 
Society, and 5000 have been granted to the Wesleyan 
Missionary Society. The Secretary of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, in applying for copies, writes ; — 

" Every fresh arrival from New Zealand brings additional evidence of 
the urgent demands for copies of the Scriptures among the natives, and of 
the benefit which, through the Divine blessing, they derive from the perusal 
of them." 

The following communications from the missionaries of 
the Church Missionary and the Wesleyan Missionary 
Societies^ will be read with much interest : — 
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FftOM THB Rby. W. Williams, 

** Poverty Bay^ New Zealand, Sept. 14, 1841. 
** The feeling of the New Zealanders will be shown most substantially by 
the manner in which they regard the boon. The cases containing this 
precious treasure are not destined to lie unheeded, in whatsoever place they 
may be landed from the vessel ; but so soon as it is known that books are 
to be had, the attention of all is directed to that quarter ; and though a 
desire for Curopean clothing is becoming universal, yet a desire to possess 
the word of Life holds the first place. Of the books which have been 
received in New Zealand, I have had as yet only one case, containing 492 
copies. In eight days the whole were disposed of; and I have the gratifi- 
cation of sending you the sum of 30Z. 15$. %d, received from the natives 
in payment of a portion of them. This sura T have requested Mr. Coates 
to remit to you on my account Of the 10,000 copies sent for the Church 
Mission, I could readily dispose of 3000 in this part of New Zealand : so 
that neither will it appear that our demand was exorbitant, nor that your 
liberality has been misplaced. My only fear is, that when I shall have 
received all that fall to my share, there will be a great deficiency. 

** You are perhaps aware that the Papists are making a vigorous efibrt 
in this country. They number nearly as many missionaries as we do, but 
they can effect nothing against the matchless sword of the Spirit. Many 
natives will pay for a copy of the Scriptures, who cannot read ; and I have 
found that the mere possession of the book is enough to deter them from 
listening even to the first overtures of the Papists ; and many who professed 
to belong to them, have said, ' Supply us with books, and we will join 
you.' But when once in possession, there is an inducement to learn to 
read, which is generally effectual in old as well as young." 

From the Rev* Samuel Ironside. 

'* Pisgah Vale, Cloudy Bay, New Zealand, May 10, 1842. 
" On returning from the Annual District Meeting, in March last, I sent 
messengers to our out-villages, inviting the people to come to the feast pro- 
vided by the munificence of our fathers in England. In a day or two, 
about 700 were gathered together, every countenance beaming with delight^ 
ful expectation, I, of course, saw that my 400 Testaments would, by no 
rule of division, meet the wants of the 700 persons already assembled ; 
letting alone the hundreds who lived at a greater distance, and who might 
be soon expected. In order, therefore, to meet the case as well as I could, 
and, if possible, prevent any thing like confusion or dissatisfaction, I got the 
names of all the leaders arranged on paper; and made out as fair a propor- 
tion to each as possible, taking into consideration the numbers in each class. 
The books were then arranged, in the open air, (our chapel being too small by 
one-half,) and the bell was rung for service. Although the expectation of the 
people was now at its highest, yet the greatest order prevailed in assembling. 
After singing and prayer, I gave a short address from Acts xvii. 10 — 12 ; 
taking occasion to recommend them to follow the example of the Bereans, 
especially as they would now be able to do so. I then made bold to remind 
them of a custom of their own. When a chief makes a feast, and calls 
together his friends and neighbours, they (the guests), while partaking of his 
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hospitality, begin to think of the Paremata (Return Feast.) I then pointed 
out the books before them, as the feast of their Others for them ; and asked 
them if they did not intend making a Paremata ; saying, that I should feel 
great pleasure in noting down any expression of their love, and informing 
our fathers of it. I then called over the names of their leaders ; and gave 
each one as many as I could spare, for his class. I think I never shall 
forget the moment — that, indeed, would have been a scene for a painter !— 
so many hundreds of once-cannibal New-Zealanders straining their eyes 
towards me, and the heap of books, as the distribution was going en ; 
looking as Uiough they would devour the heap. Oh ! had the managers 
of the noble Institution seen this, they would have considered themselves 
amply repaid, and would have gone with greater zest to devise means for the 
satisfying of the hundreds who are still famishing for the bread of life. But, 
nowithstanding we could not supply half the number with books, there was 
no ill feeling manifested among those who were sent empty away. I will 
not say there was no sorrow — there was sorrow, very, very great sorrow 
among the disappointed ! — ^howeveri we praise the Lord for what is done, 
and we will hope that the remaining deficiency will soon be met. 

" Two or three weeks after this, I noticed an unusual bustle among 
the natives ; some coming over the hill from Queen Charlotte's Sound, 
and some from my immediate neighbourhood^ all loaded with baskets of 
potatoes and Indian-corn : this led me to suppose that the * Paremata' 
was coming. A very short time served for conjecture ; when, the whole 
of the people having arrived, the food was arranged the entire length of 
the court-yard, and I and Mrs. Ironside were invited outside ; when forth 
stepped a native chief, and, tucking up his blanket, he seized a long stick, 
and went from one end of the pile to the other, striking the baskets at 
intervals, and telling me to accept of this token of their love, in the name 
of our fathers at home. ' This is all we can do,* said he, * to show our 
love to those who have plentifully supplied us with food for our souls.* 
The sight was overpowering. I attempted a few words in reply, but was 
obliged to desist. I then counted the baskets, and found 600, each of 
which was worth not less than sixpence ; some were worth much more. 
This, from poor New-Zealanders, is quite equal to ten times as much from 
Englishmeni considering their different circumstances. They also paid, in 
cash, the sum of 9/. lis, 6d, ; so that, altogether, I have received about 
24/. for those Testaments ; a striking evidence of their sincerity in desiring 
for themselves the word of God." 

From thr Rev. John Warrek. 

*' Waima, Hohianga^ New Zealand^ June 10, 1842. 

** A few days since, one of our principal chiefs, a class-leader, brought 
a company of twelve natives to the station, all heathens or Romanists. 
Having requested them to be seated on the grass, he commenced a long 
and animated speech to me ; the end of which was, to show that they had 
determined to become Christians in word and deed, and that it was there- 
fore proper that I should give them each a Testament. He commenced 
by saying, * These people are hungry — Christ fed the hungry multitude in 
the wilderness. Moreover, these people are spiritually hungry— -Christ 
has said, Ehore e ora te Tangala he ie taro kau, atira hi nga kupu hatoa 
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e pvta mat i te waka o te Atua — Man liveth not hy bread alone, hut by every 
word which proceedeth out of the mouth of God»* He then reminded me, 
that I had said to them, in my sermon on the preceding Sunday, * //o, every 
one that thirsteth, come ye to the waters^ and he that hath no money,' &c. ; 
and concluded by an appeal to all present, to say whether he had not fully 
established his point ; to which, of course, they all assented. He evidently 
thought his argument quite unanswerable ; and I was so much pleased 
with the earnestness and fervour which he manifested, that, after a long 
conversation with them on the necessity of the new birth, to which they 
listened with great attention, I gave them each a Testament, and other 
books. They went away rejoicing, as those who had found great treasures. 
I regard this as the most pleasing circumstance which has transpired since 
I have been on this station, as the company included a very influential 
chief, called Te Ika nui, * The Great Fish,* universally allowed to be 
the worst, and I think the only really evil-disposed chief we have in 
this neighbourhood ; likewise Takahorea, his father, the oldest and most 
influential heathen chief on this river. Oh, that God may pour out his 
Holy Spirit upon these interesting natives, and enlighten, convert, and 
save them!" 



It will be seen, from the allusions in the preceding letters, 
that while the friends of the Bible are active in its dissemi- 
nation, there are those who are greatly opposed to its free 
circulation, and who, therefore, desire to impede that circu- 
lation. The differences between such parties, and the friends 
of the Bible Society, are of long standing, and irrecon- 
cileable; but your Committee, however much, on some 
accounts, they lament this opposition, desire to gather from 
it fresh incentive to renewed exertion — only praying, that 
the strenuous eflForts to which they feel themselves com- 
pelled, may be conducted in a spirit of Christian charity. 

South Seas. — Your Committee would rejoice if the oppo- 
sition to the circulation of the Scriptures just referred to, 
^ere of a solitary character; and if there were not, in some 
instances, reason to fear that it might prove, for a season, too 
effectual. Your Committee here allude to circumstances 
^hich have lately acquired a painful notoriety — the taking 
possession of the island of Tahiti by the French authorities. 
Into any detailed account of the proceedings connected with 
this event, your Committee feel it does not become them 
to enter ; they may, however, they are persuaded, express 
their sympathy with the apprehensions entertained by the 
IJirectors of the London Missionary Society, as to the bane- 

h 
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All effects to be dreaded from the occupation^ on the part 
of the French, of this hitherto favoured spot. 

It is no little consolation, however, to know that the 
Scriptures have been circulated to a considerable extent, 
and received in a manner which affords a fair promise^ that 
the native converts will be prepared to resist any attempts, to 
cause them to abandon the foundation on which they have 
hitherto reposed, the sole and supreme authority of holy 
writ in all matters of faith and practice. 

The following communications from Tahiti have been 
forwarded by the Directors of the London Missionary' 
Society ; and they have been accompanied by a remittance 
of 280/., with intimations of yet further sums to be re- 
ceived : — 

^^ From Rev, J. M. Orsmond, Tahiti August 19, 1841. 

" In Taiarabu (the Peninsula of Tahiti) we have sold 250 Bibles for 500 
dollarsi which have all been paid to the Secretary. We need qaite as many 
more in Taiarabu. It is most delightful to see the insuperable thirst of oar 
people for the Bible. While briny tears in abundance flow from those who 
are non-suited — and they refuse to take their necessary food in consequence 
— those who get the Bible leap for joy, kiss the book, press it to their breast, 
and say, ' Now my eyes will close at night ; now I will try to get one for 
my son.* Some have travelled all round Tahiti on foot, in quest of a Bible ; 
some have sold their beds ; and others have borrowed, at high interest, to 
obtain the Bible. My daughter, Isabella, has a Bible class, in which are 
found children, grey-headed men, and married people of all ages." 

''Fr<m the Rev. C. Wilson, Tahitiy December %y 1841. 

'* Those who possess Bibles are frequently employed in reading what it 
new to them, and inquiring the meaning of different parts. I am sorry 
that the supply is not adequate to the demands of the people : they are not 
satisfied with the New Testament alone ; they want the whole of the Bible/ 

" From the Rev. J. Da vies, December 27, 1841. 

" The people here have, by hard labour, been gathering a little money to 
buy Bibles and Testaments. Part of this money was put into my bands 
long before the Bibles came ; and now they have had among them, at thu 
station, 218 Bibles: for each copy they paid two dollars: also, 44 Tes- 
taments, for a dollar a copy: in all, 480 dollars. I know well, had the; 
not had a very great desire to obtain them, the money would have been 
4)tlierwise expended. It is but lately that they have had any money." 
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" From the Rev, David Darling, Tahiti^ January 10, 1842. 

" In my letter of December, 1840, I mentioned the arrival of the Tahi- 
:ian Bibles, and also stated something of the manner in which they were 
received by the people in general. I am happy to add^ that the second 
ot, which came in May last year, was equally sought for, and bought 
)y those that had not obtained any of the first lot. We are glad to 
^tness that they are read, and many inquiries made, by most of those who 
lave received them. I am sending by this conveyance, bills on account of 
Bibles that have been sold. Some of the brethren have sent their own 
iccount| particularly Messrs. Henry and Piatt. The proceeds of the 
remaining portion will be sent as soon as all can be got in. We have two 
3r three boxes left for the out-stations and other islands ; also for children 
in the schools, as they learn to read^ and want them." 

Five hundred reams of paper have been granted for 
printing the Old Testament in the language of Rarotonga. 

The Rev, Mr. Pitman, in acknowledging a previous 
grant of 200 reams of paper, writes : — 

" Through your liberality, the Sacred Scriptures are constantly read in 
almost every family on this island ; and what will afford the Committee the 
greatest pleasure to know, is, they are not read in vain* A band of native 
missionaries, with others as pioneers to newly-discovered islands, are just 
gone on board the * Camden,' with scarcely any other book in their hands 
but the word of God, published by your Society, to convey to those ready 
to perish the glad tidings of salvation they have found in that precious 
volume. May we, for them, entreat the fervent prayers of your great 
Society, that it may please God to crown their efforts with much success !'* 

While your Committee have not been called upon to do 
anything further for the Samoan group of islands, they 
Biay make a grateful record of what has been already accom- 
plished, and indulge in a pleasing anticipation of future 
labours. The following letter presents just such a retro- 
spect : — 

^^ Manono, Samoa, September 11, 184?1. 
" The British and Foreign Bible Society has doubtless the richest of all 
rewards, in the fact, that it is conveying to millions, every succeeding year, 
uie word which is able to make wise unto salvation. But its members 
cannot folly appreciate the happiness they confer on others, nor the good 
ror the production of which they furnish the means. A few of them, who 
^ave been missionaries, have greatly the advantage of the rest in this 
respect ; for they who have had the pleasure of translating the Scriptures 
^to tongues but recently reduced to writing, and distributing them among 
tnousands hungering for the bread of life, and they only, * can intermeddle 
J^ith such joys.' Your grant has cheered our hearts ; and will cheer the 
*»eatt8 of thousands, who, eleven years ago, were in the grossest heathenism.

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'' We have already printed off 5000 copies of the Gospel of St John. The 
other Gospels, together with the Acts and Epistles, and the whole l^ew 
Testament, are nearly all in manuscript ; hut, of course, some time must 
necessarily he employed in revising and printing. We have also fairly 
started with the Old Testament. The translator of any given hook, after 
seeking the best native assistance he can obtain in revising, sends a fair copy 
of his manuscript round to part of the brethren for perusal and criticism. 
After this, a Committee goes over the whole, or the more difficult and dis- 
puted points and places ; and then the translator finally revises for the press. 
You must not, therefore, expect that the books will very rapidly follow each 
other ; but I hope none of your paper will have time to spoil. Our plan, and 
the having the language to ^x^ requires no small toil and anxiety ; hut all this 
is forgotten, or deemed as nothing, when we are employed in distributing 
the copies to our eager converts. 

** It will gratify you, and call forth grateful acknowledgments to Him 
whose work it is, to hear that during the last year our churches have 
rapidly increased. I have had the pleasure of admitting 400 to Christian 
fellowship since the commencement of our mission, and above one half since 
January last ; and other stations have been yet more highly favoured, in 
proportion to the entire population. I have baptized in all above 1300. 
In this group, I suppose we have now 1200 communicants ; so that yoar 
paper is not likely to be thrown away for want of readers." 

The writer speaks in the following terms of the fiiture :— 

'^ We hope, also, that before many years elapse we shall want your assis* 
tance in other interesting fields now opening to the westward. Four or five 
of the New Hebrides, one of the Loyalty, and two of the New Caledonian 
group, are open to missionary operations." 

Africa. — ^From the Sierra Leone Auxiliary, the sum 
of 90/. 18*. has been received. The Secretary writes in 
ordering 150 copies : — 

" We cannot but hope well for the future, when we witness the great 
eagerness manifested by our African community to 'possess and to read tiie 
divine word." 

The Rev. Mr. Hanson, a native of Africa, recently ad- 
mitted to priest's orders, by the Lord Bishop of London, 
having been admitted a deacon in America, has been intro- 
duced to your Committee by the board of the American 
Bible Society. Under the auspices of this Society, Mr. H. 
had translated the Gospel of St. Matthew into the AccrAi 
his native language, and since coming to England, he has 
finished the Gospel of St. John. He is now about 
to proceed^ as a government chaplain^ to the Gold Coasts 
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and is very desirous of prosecuting the remainder of the 
translation of the New Testament. The recommendations, 
both of himself and his labours, which he brought from 
the American Bible Society, are very satisfactory, and have 
been fully confirmed by the personal interview which the 
Editorial Sub-Committee have had with him. The Accra 
language is spoken by 30,000 people. The two Gospels in it 
will shortly be printed at the expense of the Society. 

From the South African Auxiliary, at Cape Town, there 
have been received <£182 5*. 5rf., and supplies have been for- 
warded to the extent of 900 Dutch and 1000 English Bibles 
and Testaments. Mr. Cameron in writing for these supplies, 
remarks : — 

" It is pleasing to see not only a disposition to receive, but to purchase 
the word of Life, among those who not many years ago were reckoned 
among the most degraded of the human family. This fact indicates both 
spiritual and temporal improvement, and the reports of the missionaries 
show that many of the natives are acquainted with the contents of the 
sacred volume. 

" The number of the young taught to read has of late years been in- 
creased in a more than tenfold proportion, and it may almost be said that 
there is rising up in many places of this colony, and beyond it, a generation 
of readers* How desirable that they should be supplied with the Scriptures 
at a chaap rate in Dutch and English, and in sufficient variety both for 
schools and general use (including some of the cheapest editions with mar- 
ginal references.) At the present time the demand is much greater than 
can be supplied." 

Mrs. Philip, in writing for supplies, mentions the fol- 
lowing affecting incident : — 

** In the beginning of September, a convict ship went on shore in a gale 
of wind, and in little more than half an hour went to pieces, by which 
195 persons were drowned. The survivors of the convicts, about 79 per- 
sons, were furnished with eight Bibles, and about 60 Testaments with the 
Psalms attached, by Dr. Philip, out of the depository ; each individual who 
could read having one given to him. They were received with much grati- 
tude by these unfortunate men." 

The Rev. Mr. Hodson, of Cape Town, in a letter account- 
ing for a previous grant, and enclosing 17/. 17*. with a 
request for further supplies^ observes : — 

" We are now experiencing the happy results of the efforts of the differ- 
ent bodies of Christians in this colony, by the establishment of evening and 
Sunday schools for the adult coloured population, and we are much gratified 
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in beholding the anxious desire to read and possess the Sacred Scriptores 
among the liberated Africans, from whom, however, we cannot ask moTe 
than one-half of the cost price, with which I think the Committee will be 
satisfiedi as many of the Dutch Testaments in the schoola imder my own 
immediate eye are presented to the adults, the l^., or half-price, bemg paid 
by a friend." 

The Rev. Mr. Faure, also of Cape Town, writing on 
behalf of a Society known by the name of the " Bible 
Union/' and enclosing 150/., has been supplied with copies 
to that amount. 

To the Rev. James Read, sen., who, during a visit to 
England, once attended a meeting of your Committee, 
a grant has been made of 650 copies. In alluding to the 
above circumstance Mr. R. observes : — 

" I still feel the impression made on my mind at the short interview I 
had in the Committee-room of the British and Foreign Bible Society, wbeo 
Lord Bexley, and the gentlemen composing the Committee, made the 
honourable offer of any number of Bibles and Testaments I might need 
for the settlement on the Kat River and neighbourhood. That offer qoite 
overwhelmed me, as I foresaw that I should be able to satisfy the craving 
hunger of our poor Hottentots with the bread of life. What was antici- 
pated has been fully realized." 

In the same letter, adverting to the children, of whose 
real conversion he entertains a good hope, Mr. R. says :•— 

" Very many of these young people, and some of them yet children, are 
ornaments of ^e gospel, and of our Church ; and many of them, perbapf. 
owe their first impressions to the Scriptures they read or acquired bybeait 
at the schools, or what they read at home, and those Scriptures were pre- 
sented to them by the British and Foreign Bible Society. But this is not all : 
— many of those children have grown up, and are now going into the world, 
but not without their weapon : they have the sword of the Spirit ; anot 
with a knowledge of the Scriptures, they may be preserved from txasj 
snares, and also be the means of disseminating these truths among tbeir 
fellow-men in the spheres they are called to fill in life : while others are 
likely to be employed as native agents, schoolmasters, and preachers* . ^ 
it had not been for the kind grant of the Bible Society, we could have h^ 
none of these pleasing prospects before us.*' 

Mr. Read adds^ after stating that he had sold copies of a 
previous grant, to the extent of 15/., and that he felt^ 
delicacy in asking further supplies : — 

" The many schools, both day and Sunday, will increase the demfto^ ! 
and the British and Foreign Bible Society will have work for a long period 
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to come, for the means for learning to read are doubling and trebling con- 
tinually. I recollect the time, in 1801, when it was believed there was 
but one Hottentot in the whole countrv that could read a verse in the 
Bible ; but now there are thousands. At missionary institutions within 
the Colony are many, besides numbers at missionary stations : there are 
also very many now in almost every town and village, from one end of the 
Colony to the other ; and Dr. Philip and I have had an opportunity of 
witnessing the wide extension of the gospel beyond it." 

Your Committee cannot forbear giving further and co- 
pious extracts from this letter : — 

" Not to touch upon Cafireland, I shall confine myself to stations to the 
north and north-east of the Colony. We first visited the two infant sta- 
tions among the Tambookies, and the Bushmen station ; the last, and one 
of the first, conducted by native agents ; the other, by my youngest son 
Joseph, assisted by two natives. Although these stations are quite in their 
infancy, yet some of the children — even Bushmen children — begin to read 
the New Testament. After leaving the Tambookie country, we bent our 
way to the Great River, as also the Caledon River, and came to the French 
stations : there we witnessed scenes such as we had never witnessed before 
in any part of Africa — good substantial churches, with overflowing congre- 
gations, and overflowing schools — week-day and Sunday schools, as also 
infant schools. The eagerness to learn to read the Bible, and to be 
acquainted with its truths, is beyond what we have ever seen ; — this is 
iirom the younger children to those with grey hairs. The towns and villages 
are on the sides or on the tops of the mountains ; and nothing can equal 
the sight of seeing these people pouring down the mountains, at the ring- 
ing of the bell, either for church or school, all with their books in their 
hands. They have a printing-press, by which parts of the Scriptures, 
tracts, &c., are printed ; but the printing the whole of the Bible will fall 
to the lot of the European Bible Societies. The people to whom the 
French missionaries have been directed are Basootas : their chief, or 
sovereign, Mashish, is decidedly friendly, has learnt to read, and is far 
advanced in civilization : he has two sons also Christians : his chief war- 
rior and several of his first counsellors are become Christians. The French 
hrethren, who are most excellent men, have seven stations : the Wesleyans 
have also seven ; and at some of them, it is also said, things are equally 
favourable. We only saw five of the French stations — BeershebUf Morijah, 
or Moriah, Thababocia (the residence of the king), Bethalie^ and Motiio. 
These stations are to the north-east of the Colony, towards the sources of 
the Great Orange River. We afterwards bent our way to the northward,. 
to the stations connected with -the London Missionary Society, six in num- 
ber, which we visited in that direction, viz. PhilipoUs, Griqua Town^ New 
^oitakooj or Euruman, Benegelong^ Lahatlong^ and Moncaines : the last, 
and last but one, of these are conducted by native agents ; the last con- 
nected with Griqua Town, the other with Kuruman. Besides these, there 
^te numbers of out-stations, with regular worship and schools, conducted 
"7 native agents, especially in the Griqua Country : at these, the state of 
things is equal to> if not beyond, that in the Basoota Country : the stations 
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have been of longer standing, education 18 equal, and the number of apparent 
real conversions to God are very numerous : among them are very many 
young chiefs who have been added to the Lord, whose influence is great, 
who are native teachers, and have been much blessed. The Griqua-Town 
missionaries have been particularly blessed in this part of their work. 
Heathenism is disappearing rapidly, and Christianity is triumphing, and 
civilization is following as rapidly. The scene is changed, as^ light from 
darkness, since my late valued friend, Mr. Campbell, and I, visited them 
in 1813. The wilderness is become like the garden of the Lord. * It is 
the Lord's doing, and is marvellous in our eyes : to Him be all the 
glory !' " 

The Rev. Robert Moffat has quitted England, to resume 
his Missionary labours among the Bechuana tribes ; and 
has taken with him nearly 2000 Testaments and Psalms in 
the Sechuana language. 

From Graham's Town the sum of 92/. has been received, 
of which 45/. are a free contribution, while the rest has 
been applied in the purchase of copies. 

From Salem a remittance has been received of 60/. for 
Annual Subscriptions, and for Bibles and Testaments sold. 

The Society's correspondent at the Mauritius, the 
Rev. L. Banks, has remitted 20/. for Annual Subscriptions, 
and a small sum for copies sold ; and small supplies of the 
Scriptures, in French, have been forwarded to him. 

South America. — Your Committee grieve to state, that, 
as far as the work of the Society is concerned. South Ame- 
rica presents, with one or two exceptions, a very painful blank. 
From Rio de Janeiro a remittance has been received of 
31/. 10*. The correspondent who remits this sum, writes : — 

'* I have been in constant communication with our friends in the 
Brazils, who continue to use their endeavours to effect sales, and 
promote the distribution of the Portuguese Bibles, Testaments, &c., 
entrusted to their care, with moderate success, though not to the extent as 
formerly. Other labourers have entered the field, as before stated ; and 
although the circulation, in one branch of distribution, has been in a 
degree lessened, there has, no doubt, been a very considerable number 
of volumes, since 1841, disseminated in this dark and superstitious 
region, and the supply very materially extended. We may, therefore, 
reasonably consider there is ground of rejoicing, whether the work is • 
accomplished by the hand of Paul, or by the hand of A polios. We may 
and will rejoice in the spread of the Divine Scriptures, in which Christ is 
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leld forth as the way of salvation, closely following them with prayer to 
lUT- beavenly Father, who alone can grant them an abundant increase by 
lie power and influence of his good Spirit upon the human heart/' 

Tn British Guiana, prospects are more cheering*, 
riirough the Rev. Joseph Ketley, 360/. have heen received 
rrom the British Guiana Auxiliary ; and supplies of the 
Scriptures have been forwarded, to the extent of 1895 
copies. Though the following extracts have already ap- 
peared in the Society's monthly publication, they will be 
rea.d by many with the deepest interest : — 

" George Town^ Demerara, March 20, 1842. 
** Though so fully occupied at present, I can scarce forhear to write, to 
thank you for your very beautiful Bibles and Testaments, upwards of 2000 
copies of which have just come to hand ; and I trust soon to be able both 
to remit you for them, and to send you another demand. All are astonished, 
both at the superb binding, and the remarkably low prices. An aged black 
brother, not ten minutes ago left me, who, having heard of their arrival, 
came to see them ; and though he has a good copy, which he has preserved 
from the days of the martyred Smith, he felt obliged to make a purchase ; 
- Because,' said he, ' I see God's words are all coming true, that *' the 
knowledge of the Lord shall cover the earth, as the waters cover the sea/' 
Yes,' said he, ' if our fathers could but see what we see ! — I bless God 
that I have lived to see so much ; and should like to be young again, to 
live to see more that the Lord has promised ! The Bible that I have/ 
said he, ^ I bought of Mr. Smith, for twelve dollars : it was the best to be had 
at that time ; and besides which, he had it in use for himself; for he wrote 
texts of Scripture in the spare leaves, which I will bring for you to see. 
Ah, what different times! — At twelve o'clock that night, Mr. Smith 
baptized me ; and it must be half-past when I bought the Bible, and paid 
him the twelve dollars.' — *But why baptized at midnight?' said I. * From 
fear,' he answered : * I dared not that my master should know. I had to 
walk many miles, from Plantation, in the dark, to La Resouvenir : and I 
had to be back again before daylight broke, to the room which was my prison ; 
for if I had been missing when the overseer came to see in the morning, it 
would have been worse for me.' — ' In prison !* said I ; * how in prison V 
* Why,* he replied, * I had been guilty of teaching one of my fellow-slaves 
the Lord's Prayer, and my master heard of it ; and for this I was con- 
demned to be flogged, and put in the stocks in a room ; but the stocks 
not being locked, I managed to liberate myself, and, by means of a cord 
fastened to the window opening, I let myself down ; and by the same 
cord I was able to get back again, and was there before six o'clock, so as 
to be safe. If,' said he, ' you were to cut my hair off just here, (pointing 
to his head,) you would see how I have been made to suffer, for no other 
crime than trying to learn myself, and teaching my matties. They said I 
was spoiling the people by teaching them, and would not suffer it ; and I 
was taken before the fiscal, (now called the sheriff,) and sentenced to be 
punished. But what have I lived to see ! — Why, I once paid six bits 
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(about two ahillings currency) only for the alphabet^ printed on a small 
piece of paper, scarcely bigger than my hand ! — that paper I was obliged 
to hide, lest it should be seen by my master : but now I can get even a 
Bible for less money 1 — ^Yes ! I know God shall fulfil all his word, and 
" the knowledge of the Lord shall cover the earth." " — This individual 
has long been engaged as a teacher in our Sabbath-school : it is often af- 
fecting to hear him address the children, reminding them of their superior 
advantages, as compared with his younger days. Besides the Bible, he 
has purchased two of your Diamond New Testaments ; and having seen 
them, he says he will make all his class a present of one each, as the best 
gift he can put into their hands. 

'* Your Diamond Testament has surprised us all by its neatness and 
cheapness ; and as an advertisement will appear in one of our public 
journals this evening, little doubt need be entertained that 500 or more of 
your embossed gilt, as well as a supply of the plain, will be immediately 
required." 

In a more recent letter, Mr. K. says : — 

" George Town^ Demerara, Feb, 25, 1 843. 
" We have lately been bereaved by death of an excellent Sabbath- 
school teacher, a young man recently brought to the knowledge of the 
truth, who bade fair to be mighty in the Scriptures. He loved the Bible 
Society dearly, because of his love to the Bible, which he studied night 
and day ; and so greatly did he interest his scholars in the Scriptures^ that 
during Uie week they would not unfrequently be with him, reading and 
studying the woni, till the unconscious approach of midnight. ' Oh !' said 
he, on a late occasion, at a teachers' meeting, ' the Bible, my friends — ^the 
Bible 1 Oh, it is a wonderful book — it is indeed — I assure you it is! 
Never did I see its beauty, its richness, its excellent glory, till recently, 
when I learnt it in this Sunday School. Oh read it — search it ! Truly it 
is the word of eternal life, which testifies of Christ!'" 

The Auxiliary Society at Honduras has remitted 861. 
I8s. 6d.; and supplies have been forwarded, amounting in 
all to 1058 copies. The Officers and Committee of this 
Society appear zealous in availing themselves of opportu- 
nities for putting the Scriptures in circulation, and the 
following extract from the Report bears a testimony to this 
point : — 

" The issues during the year have amounted to 544 copies, leaving a 
total on hand of 1203 volumes of the Sacred Scriptures. 

'* Of those distributed, 300 copies were in the English, 227 in Spanish, 
and 16 in Italian, Portuguese, Latin, German, Catalonian, and French 

languages. 

*' Your Committee have granted a supply of nine Testaments and three 
Bibles for the use of the prisoners in the common gaol of Belize. Several 
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copies have also been distributed gratuitiously amongst the patients at the 
public hospital, and the soldiers at the garrison. 

'' It will be gratifying to this meeting to learn, that in the course of the 
past year two Bible Associations have been organized, whose object it is to 
distribute the Scriptures by sale, calling at the residences of persons and 
receiving the price by instalments ; so accommodating themselves to the 
condition of the indigent, unable to expend the amount at once, and the 
negligent, who are reminded by those visits of their need of the volume of 
truth. The first of these has been denominated the Belize Young Ladies' 
Bible Association ; the second, the Belize Young Men's Bible Association. 
By their united efforts, 88 copies of the Scriptures have already been sold." 

The Rev. Mr. Henderson, the Treasurer, is beginning 
to make inquiries on the subject of the Indian languages. 
He writes : — 

*^ There are numerous tribes of Indians, say thirty, in our immediate 
neighbourhood, for whom nothing can be done in the way of giving them 
the bread of life, unless they learn another language, or translations into 
their own be made." 

And again : — 

" I thank you for your information relative to versions of the Scriptures, 
or parts, in the native languages of this country. A copy of whatever you 
could spare me would be acceptable, having begun with the New Testament 
in Karif (Charribb) ; and I intend to proceed with other tribes as I gain 
access to them. I have published * Our Father,' * The Decalogue/ and 
* Concerning Jesus Christ ; ' the latter is simply St. Matthew's account of the 
hirth, unto the return from Egypt. These are published with a view to 
excite attention, and gain useful criticisms from any intelligent persons in 
any way connected with the language. I mean to forward you copies of 
these as curiosities in translation ; and hope soon to be able to iurnish you 
with a copy of the Gospel by St Matthew, in the Karif language." 

Still more recent communications from this Auxiliary 
contain much encouraging information. The Rev. Mr. Hen- 
derson writes : — 

" When I arrived in Belize, nine years ago, I could not find amongst 
trading or religious people, half-a-dozen copies of the Scriptures for sale ; 
and, what was remarkable, no apparent demand for them. The people might 
have been reported as being at rest ; — and still, since that period, thousands 
of copies have been disposed of, and now a demand springs up, in proof of 
vhich, let the following fact answer. A fortnight ago, your case arrived, 
containmg about 350 copies : before a week passed, upwards of a hundred 
copies were disposed of; and the issues from the Auxiliary's Depository 
already exceed in amount the whole of last year. 
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*' We thank God,'and take courage. Please, therefore, to forward for oar 
use, 300 copies of the English Diamond gilt Testament, and 50 Kuby 
gilt ditto.*' 

This Society has employed the services of a friend in the 
interior to distribute the Scriptures. He has g'iven an 
account of issues to the extent of 143 copies. This 
gentleman concludes a detailed report in the following 
terms : — 

" I will conclude hy remarking that the work to he done in tbese parts 
is great. There are many populous towns and more villages (even in this 
province, which is among the least important, both as to numbers, and 
those enlightened principles which ensure the Bible a calm, if not a cordial 
reception) which have, perhaps, never contained a Bible, and where the glad 
tidings of the Gospel are certainly not known. It is my conviction that 
the time to occupy these fields is come. They are already white unto the 
harvest. Should you leave them perishing for lack of knowledge, while you 
have the means of extending it to them, your Society would contract a 
great amount of guilt. There is apparently no one else to answer to the 
crying appeal of their distracted and miserable state, but the Christians of 
Honduras. To them they cry, * Come over and help us.' The least you 
can do is to send them the Bible, — they do not ask it as a gift, many are 
willing and even desirous to buy it. Instances of this often come under 
my notice, though I am in one of the most retired and least frequented parts 
of the country. One occurred two days ago. A native to whom I offered 
a Bible, expressed great pleasure in having met with what he had so long 
desired in vain. Having before possessed a New Testament, he rejoiced 
once more to become the owner of one, and though poor, cheerfully engaged 
to pay me four reals for a large-sized one — which, when he had worked 
for it, he as punctually paid." 

In this quarter of the world, revolutions are of frequent 
occurrence, and produce a very unsettled state of aflFairs— 
in many respects unfavourable to the promotion of the 
Society's object, while at the same time they show how, in 
every sense^ the circulation of the Scriptures is urgently 
needed. A former correspondent of the Society gives the 
following painful information : — 

" When I look at the date of your last letter (May 21, 1840), I feel 
ashamed at having allowed it to remain unanswered for so long a period; 
but when I detail the causes of this long silence, I feel persuaded your kind 
indulgence will find extenuating reasons to plead in my behalf. First, then, 
your letter reached this place during my absence in the United States, 
whence I returned in February ISi-l. Shortly after, a fierce civil war broke 
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out in this unfortunate country, which has raged upwards of a year, has 
deluged it ^ith the hlood of hundreds and thousands, and has nearly ruined 
every person living therein. I have heen one of the sufferers, having heen 
robbed of all my property, to my very clothes, and only mercifully spared 
by a kind and merciful Providence from being shot like a dog. The rapidity 
of past events, and their reality, appear like a dream : my escape from a 
cruel death appears almost miraculous, and I feel deeply grateful to my 
Almighty Benefactor for having brought me out safe amidst so many 
dangers. I fell into the hands of the rebel party (who assumed the name 
of Federalists) on the Sapote coast, whither 1 had proceeded, in an English 
vessel, to procure provisions for my family and friends. We were tied up to 
cocoa-nut trees for five days and nights, exposed to the inclemency of the 
weather in December last, and the horrible venomous insects abounding in 
this country, and threatened to be shot down like dogs every time the rebel 
chief, Ortez, took a fancy to torment lis. Twenty-two British subjects 
were thus barbarously treated ! ! the crews and passengers of two British 
vessels. I witnessed the savage execution of four passengers, three 
Granadians, and an Irish ofiScer in the service, a Colonel G. D. Gregg, 
brother to the Rev. J. D. Gregg, the renowned champion of the Church of 
England. They were made to kneel down against a cocoa-nut tree, and shot 
most barbarously, one after the other, in less than five minutes^ without any 
previous notice. My poor friend, Gregg, a real Christian, I sincerely believe, 
displayed the cool firmness of a soldier and a martyr. * The Lord have mercy 
on us all, and forgive these poor wretches,' were his last words to me. I was 
to have followed next to him ; all eyes were fixed on me as the next victim. 
The brutal ruffians called out to me by name, but it was ordained otherwise^ 
— Ortez suddenly stopped proceedings. He secretly feared, it is thought, to 
harm me. I was sent a prisoner to head quarters by sea ; providentially 
escaped ; our guards abandoning our vessel on descrying a strange vessel in 
sight; and we returned hither safely. H. M. S. Chary bdis, Lieut. De 
Courcy, with the government squadron, avenged the horrid murder and 
piracy, (for both vessels were plundered,) in eight days after, destroying 
and capturing the rebel squadron of six vessels. Ortez and his comrades 
were shot. This town was closely besieged by the rebels for six months, 
and blockaded by sea : had it not been for poor Colonel Gregg's active 
services, it would have been taken ; in which case it was to have been pil- 
laged, and all the English to have been butchered ! Provisions became very 
scarce ; but supplies were thrown in opportunely from Jamaica. When 
I returned hither from Sapote^ December 21, the rebels had surprised and 
entered the suburbs ; and the shower of grape, cannister, balls, and 
grenades^ poured into this poor tovm, was most dreadful and incessant ; here, 
^so, I had several most singular escapes, as, indeed, every one, for not more 
than ^ye or six persons were wounded." 



Of the Society's proceedings and successes in Mexico, 
your Committee had hoped to present a very favoul'able 
account. When their Society's tried agent, Dr. Thomson, 
had concluded his engagements in British North America, 
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it was^ after much deliberation, determined that he should 
proceed to Mexico. In his way thither he visited New 
York^ where he was detained several weeks, waiting for a 
vessel to convey him to Vera Cruz. Dr. T. writes : — 

** In leaving this place, it is but jast to say, that I have incurred no 
expense during the seven weeks I have been here, through the kindness 
of Bible friends, and chiefly of the Rev. Dr. Macaoley." 

He reached Vera Cruz, and observes : — 

'^ I have seen a bookseller here, and have arranged with him to sell 
Bibles and Testaments on commission." 

On his way to Mexico, he says : — 

*^ In Jalapa I stopped a day, and one day also in Puebla, in both of 
which places I made arrangements with booksellers for the sale of our 
books when they arrive." 

And he then adds : — 

" On the 29th of August I arrived in this large and fine city [Mexico], in 
the midst of many thoughts of things past and present. I feel thankful for 
my safe arrival here ; and there is more than common-place in this expres- 
sion, for dangers of different kinds have been passed through. The city of 
Vera Cruz, never very healthy, is in the summer season very bad, owing 
to the disease called the black vomit, which then prevails, and cuts off 
great numbers, and most frequently with very little warning. Those 
arriving there from the sea, or from the high lands here, are most subject 
to it. I was kept in safety there in the midst of the pestilence, as I had 
been on two former occasions in the summers of 1827 and 1830. Escaping 
Vera Cruz, on the way to this dty, one gets immediately into another peril, 
of a different kind, but probably worse. The whole road is infested more 
or less with robbers and murderers. The evil to be encountered in this 
case may best be seen perhaps by stating that not less than nineteen of 
these banditti have been caught, tried, and executed, within the last three 
months. Nor has this severity, though so recent, rendered the road 
safe, as we were obliged to have an escort of soldiers on several parts, where 
the danger is greatest You see, then, that I have good reason to say that 
I feel thankful for my safe arrival in this city ; and I mention these things 
the more, that any among you who feel an interest in your poor traveller, 
and pray for him, may give thanks likewise with me to the Great Preserver ; 
and, further, that they may be reminded afresh of the need I have of their 
continual prayers, considering the nature of the country I am in, and of 
the other similar countries I have to travel through in your service." 
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The past labours of the Society have by no means been 
ix\ vain, and the following observations respecting them are 
Pull of interest : — 

*' You will recollect the edict that was issued in this metropolitan diocese, 
in 1 829, against the buying, selling, reading, or retaining in possession any 
of your Bibles, and of the difficulties at the custom-house, which arose 
out of this. Our bookseller informs me, that in consequence of this edict, 
and some urgency in carrying it into effect, several of our books were 
demanded and given up at the confessional. He also, however, gives me 
ibe pleasing information, that since the appointment of the present arch- 
bishop no urgency has been used on the subject in the confessional ; our 
books, therefore, have now freer course than they had when I left, and for 
some time after. This is a gratifying change in advance. The Bibles and 
Testaments have been on open public sale uninterruptedly all along. How 
many have been sold since the last arrangement of accounts, I have not yet 
ascertained, but expect to do so soon. 

** The several thousands of copies of your Bibles and Testaments, which 

were brought into circulation here during your agency in 1827 — 1830, have 

produced, we may well say, both a direct good^ and an indirect one. The 

direct one, of course^ was these thousands of copies of the word of God 

coming into many hands, in a country destitute of it, and we may well 

suppose not without good effects, though we may not know them. The 

indirect one was a stir created about the Bible, both among those who 

were iriendly to our books, and those who were not. Those against the 

circulation of the Scriptures without notes, were anxious to bring in a 

Bible containing the notes ; and those friendly to us cheerfully joined 

them, glad thus to see the Scriptures come into more general use. The 

consequence was, that a bookseller ordered an edition of Torres Amat's 

Bible, which was printed in 17 small volumes, in 18mo, and was sold here 

at 25 dollars. About 1000 copies of this have been sold. The work is 

still selling well, and the price is now somewhat reduced. 

" But this is not all of the effects of your former sales here ; there is 
something better, something that manifests a considerable interest in the 
Scriptures, and does real honour to this country. A new and improved 
version of the entire Bible has been published here since I left in 1830. 
This is accompanied by the Latin of the Vulgate, together with a harmony 
of the Four Gospels, prefaces to all the books, analyses, expositions, plates, 
maps, and dissertations. The whole amounts to 25 volumes in Spanish 
quarto, (which is about equal to our royal octavo,) and a folio volume of 
maps and plates. This is altogether, as you see, an extensive work, and 
its publication certainly does great credit to Mexico. It is the first Bible 
printed here, or in any part of Spanish America, and therefore truly forms 
an era of a most important kind in regard to these countries. It was pub- 
lished by subscription in 1831, 32, and 33, at 132 dollars each copy, in 
boards, and there were upwards of 700 subscribers, thus involving a capital 
in this Bible work of about 100,000 dollars. This was certainly an unex- 
pected and great undertaking in this country, and under all its circum- 
stances. The enterprising publisher has much of the merit of the case, 
and his name deserves to be recorded, which is Mariano Galvau Kibera. 
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Bat there ii another party which has also great merit in this work, namely, 
the priests of Mexico, hy whom the translation was made : there were 
about eight of them engaged in it. This whole work is taken from the 
French of Vence, of which it is a translation. If you have not this French 
work of Vence in your library, it would be well to have it, and I hope acme 
one of your Committee^ or many friends, will present yoa with a copy 
of it 

** Of this new Spanish version of the Scriptures, I have read through 
the Gospel by St Matthew, and consider it a greatly improved version, 
and much superior to Scio or Torres Amat The text is in manj parts 
interlarded with expositions, but they are printed so as to be quite distinct 
from the text, which is rendered with about the same freedom as our 
authorized version. The style of the Spanish in this work is modem, easy, 
and dignified, and more acceptable to general readers than the two versions 
above named. 

" One thing particularly distinguishes this translation over the other two, 
namely, that though it is, in one sense, formally a translation of the Vul- 
gate, yet there is a constant reference in it to the originals in Hebrew and 
Greek, and all the variations of these from the Vulgate are noticed, and 
also frequently adopted. 

Among the many valuable dissertations contained in this work, amount- 
ing in all to upwards of 300, there are two on the Vulgate. In these its 
inferiority to the originals is distinctly set forth. The object of the Council 
of Trent, it is stated, was to declare its authenticity among Latin versions 
on the one hand, and as containing nothing contrary to the faith and 
sound morals on the other, and not to say that it was free from errors, or 
preferable to the Hebrew and Greek, with which it was not compared at 
all, in the decree on the subject. In these two dissertations, errors in the 
Vulgate are not only admitted, but shown forth freely. 

*' I have thus dwelt at some length on this subject, because of the pre- 
sent and prospective bearings it has on the general circulation of the Scrip- 
tures, both in Mexico and Spanish America generally, and also in Spain 
itself. Already the Bible stands on vantage ground through it in the eyes 
of this people, and this same advantage will, I doubt not, increase. This 
Bible, from its size and price, can of course come into the hands of hut a 
few, whilst a desire will be stirred up in many to possess it, and these 
will avail themselves of your cheaper book. It was your labours here, 
unquestionably^ that led to the publication of this extensive, interesting, 
and useful work, and in return the greater circulation of your Bibles will 
be much increased by it. Had you not sent the Scriptures here, and dis- 
tributed them so iully, this work would not have appeared, and neither 
would Torres Amat's version have been so much circulated in this country ; 
and as you have brought in these, so will they increase your circulation, 
and leave you in possession of the main field ; just as with us in England, 
the Bibles without note or comment vastly surpass, in numbers, those with 
them ; and all work together for the general knowledge of the word 
of God. 

" I am making inquiries whether it is possible to get an edition of the 
New Testament printed here, of this version; I mean, of course, the text 
only. If this could be done with ecclesiastical sanction, formal or tacit, 
it would at once authorize, I may say, the general circulation of the Scrip- 
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ures in the country, without notes, which would he a step gained of very 
^eat importance. Such a hook, from its hetter language than tile other 
iwoy would prohahly hecome an acceptahle school-hook. If the govern - 
oient here should interest itself in the matter in favour of the schools, it 
would he of much consequence. Would you authorize me to make arrange- 
tnents for such an edition ? And would you give a reduction in price for 
the schools, should the government he friendly and anxious on the suhject, 
in such a way as you favoured the French government and schools ? And 
further, would you aid in putting this New Testament into the hands of 
the military of this country, should it he desired, as you aided the Prus- 
sians ? Be kind enough to let me know your resolves on these points as 
early as convenient. 

** An edition of Scio was also published in this city, and hy suhscription, 
the number of names on the list being about 1300. This edition was 
published in numbers, in all 77, at one dollar each. This Bible was 
printed about the same time with the Mexican version of Yence, and the 
one perhaps rather hindered the success of the other, whilst the revolution 
that occurred during their publication injured them both, and considerably. 

" The issue of these three different Bibles here, in the course of a few 
years, and the extent of sale they have had, and at such high prices, all 
show what attention this sacred book has obtained in the country. Let us 
pray that it may obtain an increased attention in every way." 

Great hopes were entertained by Dr. Thomson of being 
able to introduce copies of the new version of the New 
Testament largely into the schools. He put himself in 
communication with the authorities, both civil and ecclesi- 
astical ; but after much delay in receiving replies, all his 
hopes, under this head, have been extinguished. Ecclesi- 
astical influence has prevailed; though it is but just to say 
that your Committee were hardly prepared to adopt the 
version, without a much more searching inquiry into its 
real merits than there has as yet been time to make. 

Dr. Thomson had no less earnestly desired to procure 
translations into several of the principal languages ; and be 
writes as follows : — 

'* The other object^ or rather the third one, of my solicitude here is, that 
of getting some portion of God's holy word into the hands of the Indians 
in their native tongues. The great body of the people in this country are 
Indians, and they are of different nations and tongues. There are many 
schools among them, and a goodly number, all things considered, can read. 
A considerable portion of them can speak Spanish, and do speak it in the 
market-places, where they are required to do so in their business. But 
they are strongly attached to their own languages, and ever speak them 
among themselves. I hear these tongues daily spoken in the streets of 

i 
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this city at I move along, and obierFe the Indians speaking witli one 
anothei? The two chief tongues spoken within the diocese of Mexico arc 
what are called the Mexican, and the Otomi. One of the Gospels, you 
know, is already in the former of these dialects, and I long to hear about 
it from you and from Dr. Mora. Regarding the other, the Otomi, I am 
making efforts to get a fit translatori and have one in view. The advan- 
tage of getting the Scriptures into the Indian tongues is, I conceive, 
considerable ; for although many of them, as already stated, speak Spanish, 
they will feel a peculiar pleasure in having the word of God in their own 
tongues, as was and is the case in the Highlands of Scotland, Wales, and 
Ireland. I request, therefore, your prayers for this object also. The Indiani 
are all Christians nominally, and I fear most of them, as well as most here 
of all classes, nominally only. I look upon it that when the true Gk>spel 
begins to make way in this country, it will begin with the Indians, similar 
to the Gospel progress in the West Indies. The slaves were first awakened ; 
and through the black and slave population, the whites and other free 
people were at length led to a greater attention to religion. Thus does 
God ehoose the weak things of this world, and things that are despised, to 
bring to nought all the proud thoughts and glory ings of men. L«et ut not 
glory in pur work, though most sacred and holy as it truly is, but let ni 
glory only in the Lord.'' 

But here again disappointment has awaited him^ and for 
the present it seems as though nothing could be effected. 

The following supplies have been forwarded to Mexico : 
160 Spanish Bibles, 500 ditto Testaments, 20 French Bibles, 
and oO English ditto ; but Dr. Thomson himself, feeling 
that his prospects of usefulness have beeix too much dimi- 
nished to justify his remaining in Mexico, will make the 
best arrangements practicable for the safe custody and gra- 
dual disposal of the books before leaving the city. His 
future destination and labour in connexion with the Society, 
are points that yet remain to be determined. 

The state of the country is very unsettled, and a revolu- 
tion has occurred during Dr. Thomson's visit to Mexico ; 
the military, however, being all on one side, it has proved a 
revolution without fighting. 

^ Your Committee have thus given a faithful representa- 
tion of the state of things in this quarter of the world, 
as it regards the Society's labours. A second time it may 
be said their agent has been driven, by untoward circum- 
stances^ from his post ; but the Society is not left without 
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encouragement. Their first labours have evidently not 
been in vain in the Lord ; neither shall the last. Such is 
the confidence of faith. The friends of the Society may 
learn from such a state of things, that it is not of him 
that willeth, nor of him that runneth, but of God, to open a 
free course for his word, and to preserve it when opened. 
The will of the Lord be done. 

West Indies. — The appointment of Mn James McMur ray 
to succeed Mr. Joseph Wheeler, as the Society's agent in the 
West Indies, was announced in the last Report. Your Com- 
mittee will pursue the following order in noticing their pro- 
ceedings connected with this quarter of the world. They 
will accompany Mr. McMurray on his outward voyage, till 
his arrival in Jamaica. They will next detail the measures 
pursued by him in that important island ; and then, before 
mentioning what has occurred since his departure from 
Jamaica for Barbadoes, and the other islands, will notice 
the remittances from some of the Auxiliaries in Jamaica. 
They will then proceed with Mr. McMurray on his voyage 
from Jamaica, and afterwards introduce the intelligence 
received from the other islands* The survey thus proposed 
will present many evidences of the desirableness, and, your 
Committee might add, of the necessity of sending such an 
agent. 

Having quitted London on January 30th, 1842, Mr. 
McM. writes from Grenada, under date of March 5 : — 

" When we reached Barbadoes, I took an early opportunity of calling on 
Mr. Bowen, depositary to the Barbadoes Auxiliary, and after having got 
vrhat information I could in the short time I had to stop, I left with him 
one of the six cases of specimens which I brought out. 

** On my way here I touched at St. Vincent's, where I left another case 
of specimens with Mr. Cullingford, Wesleyan missionary in that island. On 
the evening of the same day we arrived here. I called on my old friend 
the Rev. Mr. Moister, the only missionary, alas ! in the island, and I fear 
the only one in a ministerial capacity, from whom we may expect co-ope- 
ration. I have left with Mr. M. one of the cases of specimens. I also 
sent one case to Trinidad, by the Rev. Dr. Goldstein, who was a fellow- 
passenger, and who had been appointed by the Bishop of Barbadoes to 
assist the Rev. Mr. Cummins in that island. I likewise sent one case to 
Santa Cruz by an excellent Christian man, a fellow-passenger also, who 
has come out to see his estates in that island. I have now but one case to 

«2 
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dispose of. There is every reason to believe there will be an unprece- 
dented demand for the cheaper sorts of Biblesi particularly those in roan 
bindings,'* 

On March 20th he reached Jamaica. While he remained 
in Kingston, he employed himself in calling upon ministers 
and missionaries or all denominations ; and from all, he 
writes, '* I am happy to state I have met with a cordial re- 
ception.^ After having established himself and family at 
Manchester, he adds : — 

'' I have lately, by a very circnitons route, visited Black River ; and 
I found there six cases of Bibles, which had lain in a store for nearly 
four years! whilst several ministers in the parish for some time past 
received their supplies of Bibles from the Manchester depot. At the same 
place I found 530 gift Testaments : some of the latter I ordered to be sold 
at a low price, as they were much damaged by insects and damp ; the 
remainder I shall give to schools as schooUatoch The Bibles having sus- 
tained no hurt, will speedily be sold. In St Elizabeth's we have no Society ; 
nor, from all I can learn, can it be said we ever had a Society. Mr. 
Thomson, it is true, held a public meeting, and at it officers were appointed, 
but after Mr. T. left the parish, there never was a meeting of Committee, 
nor was there anything done to show that a Society was in existence. Mr. 
Wheeler endeavoured to form a Society, but failed in the attempt ; two 
ministers only responded to his invitation. I may here state that the cause 
is not to be attributed to either apathy towards Bible distribution, or tn 
any unkind feeling existing in the bosoms of the ministers or missionaries 
towards each other. There is, perhaps, not a parish in the island where 
greater unanimity and kindness towards each other prevail ; and, in no 
parish in the island are there warmer friends of your venerable Society, nor 
any more anxious than the worthy men alluded to to promote its great and 
glorious object. It appears to me that the reason why no Society can be 
formed in St. Elizabeth's, is purely physical. In consequence of an exten- 
sive morass stretching out on both sides of Black River, and covering 
many thousands of acres, and extending almost throughout the length of 
the parish, the ministers and missionaries, with a solitary exception, choose 
the skirts of the parish to reside in, so that, except they could hold their 
meetings in the centre, which is hardly practicable, it would be impossible 
for them to attend meetings at any other part, with any degree of frequency 
and regularity." 

The Committee would he truly thankiul if the difficulties 
to be contended with in the West Indies, were in no place 
of a more formidable character ; but it is^ perhaps, fitting 
to state that there are, in too many places, a v?ant of good 
feeling, and serious misunderstandings, which render it ex- 
ceedingly difficult to promote united co-operation in the 
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Society's work. Whilst this admission^ painful as it is, is 
made, never has the Society's work more prospered than 
during the last year ; but it has been, as will appear, by the 
adoption of a different plan of operations. 

One of Mr. McMurray's first movements was to esta- 
blish a depot in Kingston, and very shortly after the adoption 
of this measure, he writes : — 

f ' Already we have executed orders for several thousand copies ; and, 
within a very short time, I hope to have all on hand distributed. While 
this plan will give a greater degree of efficiency to the work of distribution, 
it will, I am persuaded, give a degree of permanency to the operations of 
your Society, which, in any other way, in the present circumstances of the 
island, you could hardly expect. Besides, it will prevent the occurrence of 
cases similar to that which I mentioned to you in my last, respecting the 
cases I found lying at Black River. It will, I hope, secure more regular 
remittances ; and the work of your worthy depositary will be much more 
simplified." 

Very large supplies have been forwarded^ amounting to 
more than 25,000, but the demand has been most astonish- 
ingly rapid. He writes : — 

** I had a letter from our depositary here, informing me he had not a copy 
of the Pearl and Ruby Bibles in roan bindings on hand, and that he was 
unable to execute three orders I had sent him for nearly a thousand copies. 
I feel very thankful for such a timely supply ; but if my order of the 23d 
of July be not executed with the greatest despatch, we shall not have a 
copy on hand, before the books arrive here. Since the opening of our 
general depot, in the latter end of June, we have sold, on an average, 
nearly a hundred copies a-day.'* 

Again, under date of November 1 7, Mr, McM. writes : — 

'* I may mention that, according to the scale of prices I have drawn up 
for the guidance of the depositary, we shall be able to clear as much money 
as will meet contingencies, and probably pay the rent of the depot, so that 
the nett amount chargeable to the Society will be only the salary of 
the depositary. The books at ls» 6d. we sell in quantities under five pounds' 
worth, at Is. 9d. ; those at ls» Sd. we sell for 28, ; and those at Is, lOd. 
for 2s, 3d, ; and so on. When five pounds' worth are taken, we charge, in 
addition to the Society's prices. Is, 4d, per pound, towards defraying the 
expenses of cases, freight, insurance, &c., and with these charges all parties 
seem quite satisfied. 

'' Since I opened our depdt, in the beginning of July, we have sold 
14,000 copies of the Scriptures ; and we have orders for nearly 5000 more. 
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which I hope will be executed next week, the Rawlins having brought 
us out twenty-three cases. We have not yet heard any thing of the 
Francis, on board of which we have twenty-four cases." 

The foUov^ring is an account of a visit to several parts of 
Jamaica, on the northern sides : — 

'* Since I addressed to you my last, I have made a tour round the east 
end of the island, and along the north side, as fai as Annatto Bay. At 
Morant Bay, in St. Thomas in the East, the Rev. B. Franklin, of the 
London Missionary Society, is making strenuous efforts to promote the 
object of your Society, by putting into circulation a large number of copies 
of the word of God. At Bath, in the same parish, there is another small 
depot, kept by a Mr. Drummond, teacher in the Wesleyan connexion. 
Near Manchioneal there is another dep6t, in charge of the Rev. John King- 
don, Baptist missionary ; and in Manchioneal, I hope to have one esta- 
blished shortly, in connexion with the Wesleyan station there. Seven 
miles further round from Manchioneal, and near the borders of Portland 
parish, there is another dep6t, in charge of the Rev. Mr. Cork, a clergyman 
in the Established Church. We now come to the north side of the island ; 
and four miles inwards, in the parish of Portland, we have a depot in charge 
of the Rev, Mr. OrgUl, of the Established Church. Then* twelve miles 
further along, proceeding westward, we come to Port Antonio, where we 
have several warm friends ; and a Society once more in existence, with the 
rector, Mr. Griffiths, at its head. The Wesleyan missionary, Mr. Williams, 
I found quite cordial. After stopping some days to rest my horses in Port 
Antonio and Moore Town, ten miles from thence, I proceeded west six 
miles, to Margaret's Bay, where the clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Brown, will 
have a dep6t for his church and school. Four miles further along we come 
to Hope Bay. Here I found a stock on hand, which had been ordered by 
my predecessor, but which I made arrangements for the disposing of, at 
reduced prices. Ten miles still further, and we meet with Buff Bay, which 
is situated about the middle of the parish of St. George's. Here it was the 
lamented Wheeler ceased from his labours, and entered into his rest. In 
this place I found a supply of the Scriptures, which had been ordered by 
Mr. Wheeler, but of which only a very few copies have been sold ; I made 
arrangements, however, for disposing of them. The next place I visited 
was Annatto Bay, ten miles from Buff Bay. Here I stopped with the Rev. 
Richard Forbes, of the Established Church, who gave me a warm reception, 
and whom I found disposed to take an active part in the distribution of 
the Scriptures. From Annatto Bay, I could proceed no further along the 
north side, on account of the badness of the roads ; I was therefore obliged 
to come down through St. Thomas-in-lhe-Vale, on my way to Spanish 
Town. I must not omit to mention, that, althongh I held no public meet- 
^^g^% yet I delivered several addresses in different places of worship. 
1 am now moving through my own parish ; and as soon as my horses have 
rested, I shall set out for the west end of the island, and take Lucia, 
Montego Bay, St. Ann's Bay, &c., on my way. Shortly after I accom- 
plish this, I purpose, with God's assistance, to leave for the Windward 
Islands." 
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A second journey in Jamaica is thus described by Mr« 
McM. :— 

'^ Since I last addressed you^ I have made a tour of 400 miles through the 
parishes of St. Elizaheth, Westmoreland, Hanover, St. James's, and Tre- 
lawney. In my travels, I met with much calculated to cheer aiiy one 
engaged in the work of Bihle distribution. The word of God is evefy- 
where sought after, and purchased with avidity. At most of the mission 
stations I held meetings, when an opportunity was afforded me of bring- 
ing before the minds of the people the dissemination of God's truth, through 
the instrumentality of your noble Institution. They seemed not only 
attentive to what I said, but felt much affected on hearing to what an 
extent millions of their fellow-creatures are still enveloped in the darkness 
of paganism and idolatry. Such meetings, I feel persuaded, are very pro- 
fitable^ where the speaker can employ language suited to the capacity of the 
people, so simple, as would ill become the formalities of platform addresses. 

" At a Moravian station, (New Carmel,) on the borders of Westmore- 
land, I was highly delighted at seeing a poor black girl, who had been blind 
for several years, read the Gospel of St. John in embossed characters. Her 
mother, an aged woman, sat by her side, with her spectacles on, with one of 
your large gift Testaments in her hand, and read a verse alternately with her 
daughter ; the one seeing the characters which composed the words of holy 
writ, the other feeling them. Of the two, the daughter could read better 
than the mother ; indeed, so perfectly had the blind girl mastered the sys- 
tem of stenography (Lucas's), that, on my opening several places in the 
book, she commenced reading with considerable fluency. Much praise is 
due to the indefatigable missionary, Mr. Elliott, who, for twelve mdnths, 
had persevered in instructing this girl ; and he has so far succeeded, that she 
is now able to read and understand a portion of the oracles of God. These 
are wonderful days in which we live, when, through the instrumentality 
even of man, it may be said, ' The blind receive their sight !' " 

In the course of this journey, Mri McMurray had the 
opportunity of making arrangements for disposing of some 
considerable supplies of Scriptures, which, from causes 
already alluded to, were lying unopened. 

Remittances have been received from the following 
Auxiliaries in Jamaica : —

The plan of establishing a depot at Kingston having 
answered so exceedingly well, your agent, in coiit€itD|)lation 
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of his visit to the other islands, has suggested the expe- 
diency of taking a like step with reference to Barbadoes and 
Antigua. He writes : — 

" And now, in connexion with this mission, I beg leave to call your 
attention to a measure which I think will have a strong tendency to advance 
our cause in those islands ; namely, the opening of a general depot in Bar- 
badoes, from which that island might be supplied, together with those of 
Trinidad, Tobago, Grenada, St. Vincent, and St. Lucia ; as also the opening 
of another in Antigua, for the supply of that island, as well as of 
Montserratp Dominica, St Kitt's, Nevis, St Thomas, St. Croix, &c. I shall 
say nothing of British Guiana, till I visit it. Should the Committee allow 
me to open dep6ts in Barbadoes and Antigua, I hope you will lose no time in 
sending out a sufficient supply of cheap Bibles and Testaments. With the ex- 
ception of a few Family Bibles, in morocco, and gilt, let all the rest he on infe- 
rior paper, and the greater part of these in roan bindingSy and of the smaller 
editions. You might send 6000 copies to each of the above islands, viz., 
to Barbadoes and Antigua, addressed to me ; and I will endeavour to make 
such arrangements, when I go thither, as will tend to further the distribution 
of God's word. I shall hope to find an abundant supply in both islands 
when I visit them." 

These supplies have been forwarded. 

In addition to these, your agent has since requested a 
supply of Diamond Bibles and Testaments^ which have been 
forwarded for Jamaica, Barbadoes, and Antigua. 

Early in December^ Mr. McMurray quitted Jamaica, on 
his way to Barbadoes and Antigua, and writes : — 

** On the voyage, when some of the passengers understood that I was 
an agent of your Society, and that I had a number of copies of the Scrip- 
tures on board, they requested me to open one of my cases, that they might 
make a purchase. Most readily did I accede to their wishes, and accord- 
ingly opened my stores, and sold nearly 150 copies. Hardly one on board, 
from the commander down to the cabin-boy, but what purchased and paid 
for a Bible or Testament ; and not a few bought several copies each, that 
they might make presents to their friends.'' 

On his voyage he visited the different Danish Islands, 
and he thus describes his interviews with the friends of the 
Society : — 

" On my arrival in St. Thomas, I called upon the Moravian missionaries, 
from whom I met with a cordial welcome. In that island a supply of the 
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Scriptures was much required, and thankfully received. I accordingly left 
with the Rev. Mr. Hartvig, warden for the mission of the United Brethren 
in the Danish Islands, the remainder of one of my cases, reserving the other 
for Santa Cruz ; at the same time authorizing Mr. H. to sell those in fancy 
bindings a trifle above your London prices, but those in plain bindings 
at such prices as would suit the circumstances of their slave population. 

" The day after my arrival, Mr. H. kindly accompanied me to the Govern- 
ment-house, and introduced me to his Excellency, whose reception of your 
agent was both courteous and kind. I presented him with the last Report 
of your Society, which he thankfully received. 

** Three days after, I embarked on board a government schooner, for 
Santa Cruz. We sailed at eight o'clock in the evening, and next morning, 
by daylight, we dropped anchor ^n the harbour of Christianstad, more com- 
monly known by the name of Bassen. The distance between St. Thomas and 
Santa Cruz is about 40 English miles. The population of this island is 
about 25,000, including all classes. It is beautifully situated^ and in a high 
state of cultivation, which contributes much to the salubrity of its climate, 
being one of the most healthy islands in the West Indian Archipelago ; and 
from its contiguity to St. Thomas, which is a free port, every thing is pro- 
carable at a moderate price. These and other considerations render it a 
desirable asylum for those who wish to escape the rigours of a northern 
winter. It is^ therefore, to persons in America, who are of a consumptive 
habit, what Italy or Madeira is to such in England. Amongst those of 
our American friends who visit this lovely spot, are some friendly to 
our grand object, who are connected with the American Bible Society. 
These, before quitting the shores of their native land, knowing they are 
to visit an island where the galling fetters of slavery have not been entirely 
broken, take care to carry with them some copies of that word which 
^ reconciles man to his lot.' The class of persons to which I allude have, 
in some measure, supplied the wants of the people in the part of the 
island to which they resort. 

^' Immediately after my arrival in the island, I called upon the Moravian 
missionaries at Friedensthal, their chief station, which is situated about a 
quarter of a mile from Christianstad, the chief town. Although an entire 
stranger to them, I found a cordial welcome, and a disposition on their 
part to do all they could to render me assistance. Messrs. Uauser and 
Cook accompanied me to the Government-house, where I had a long con- 
versation with his [Excellency the Governor, who seems to entertain no 
very favourable idea with regard to either the physical or moral prospects of 
the West Indies, particularly of the British Colonies. He was, however, very 
courteous, and freely gave me permission to hold meetings where I pleased. 
On my return to the mission-house, the case of Bibles I had reserved for 
the island was brought up and opened, the contents of which not a little 
surprised our friends, both from their beauty and cheapness. During my 
stay here, among other friends of the Society on whom I called, was the Rev. 
Mr. Bagger, the Danish clergyman, and the Rev. Mr. Johnston, the English 
Episcopal clergyman, both of whom I found willing to aid in the furtherance 
of your cause. On the following Sabbath I delivered to the congregation 
of Friedensthal a simple address, in which I made those present acquainted 
^th the object of my mission, at the same time announcing to them, that 
1 had brought with me a supply of the Scriptures, and recommending then^ 
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to buy while the market was open. Next daj Thomas Noltage, Esq., who 
last year was my fellow-passenger from Englandi and whose kiiidiness I shall 
not soon forget, drove me to Frederickstad) or West End. Here I visited 
several highly respectable families, from all of whom I received aesumnces 
of cordiality towards the Bible cause. There is here a 'little floek,' 
who are endeavouring to hearken to the voice, and tread in the fbotsteps 
of their Great Shepherd. May they be enabled to ibed on the rich pastures 
of His own word ) and amidst the prevailing ungodliness around them, 
may they grow in grace, and in the knowledge of our I-ord Jestts Christ ! 

*' With much pleasure I inform you, that the king of Denmark has 
manifested a laudable anxiety to ameliorate the condition of the slaves of 
this island, (or rather the unfreed people, for they are not now stigmatised 
as slaves). A few years ago, eight large, commodions, and beaotifal 
schoolrooms were built by the Government in this island, in which 
the children of the unfreed are instructed till of a certain age, not 
only in the ordinary branches of an elementary education, but likewise 
the doctrines of the gospel are instilled into their youthful minds. 
The schools, in which the English language is taught, are conducted 
by the Moravian Brethren, who, with the greatest assiduity, labour to benefit 
those committed to their care. On the part of the Government there is 
every disposition to mitigate the sufferings of the iiegroes, as far as is com- 
patible with a state of hereditary bondage. I am inclined to think, with 
many, that the observance of the Sabbath, in aiiy country, is a pretty correct 
measure of the people's piety. If we try the piety of the inhabitants of 
Santa Cms and St. Thomas by this standard, both will be fbund wanting; 
for, I regret to say that in neither has the Sunday market been abolished. 
It is to be hoped, that the negroes will very soon be allowed the Saturday 
to do those things which at present they are Compelled to do on the Sabbath. 

** In two or three places I found a ibw of youf Bibles still on hand; I 
lowered their prices, and hope by this time they have been pltt into circa- 
lation. The only money I received was from Miss Carty, who paid me 14 
dollars 75 cents on account of sales which she had effected. Before quitting 
this island, I would gladly have held a public meeting, that we might have 
aroused the spirit which in some places seemed to be languishing, but from 
the near approach of the Christmas holidays, I found this impracticable. 
I promised, however, that on my return to Jamaica, if possible, I would 
spend a few days in the island, and hold one or two public meetings. 

"On the evening of the Thursday before Christmas, I sailed for 
St. Thomas, having, as a fellow-passenger. Pastor Bagger, the Danish 
clergyman ; and a more agreeable one I could not wish for. The day 
after my return to this island, I again called on the Governor, who, having 
read the Report which I left him, voluntarily offered to do anything in his 
power to render me assistance, and gave me permission to hold meetings. 
The day after, he and Pastor Bagger called upon me at my lodgings, and 
asked me to attend the Danish church on the following day, liirhieh I did. 
After the sermon, Pastor B. Warmly commended to the consideration of 
his congregation the object of the Bible Society. From the excitement 
caused by the Christmas holidays, when almost all restraint is thrown off, 
and when every one thinks he has a right to do that which is pleasing in his 
own eyes ; and also from my not being able to muster a sufficient number 
of speakers, I could not hold a public meeting. 
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'< On the morning of the 27^ of Decemher, I took a small hoat, and 
went to St. John's ; and, in little more than four hours after the time of 
starting^ found myself in Bethany, one of the mission stations of the 
United Brethren. I was well received, and kindly treated, during my 
stay of nearly three days, in this part of the island. Here the people 
generally speak the Creole language, if we may dignify it as such, so that 
I was able to do but little in awakening attention to the object of my visit. 
The Brethren, however, were glad to learn that a supply could readily be 
obtained from St Thomas, where, you will recollect, I deposited, fur sale, 
the remainder of one of the large cases I brought with me from Jamaica. 

** On the morning of the 30tth, I rode a distance of seven miles to 
Emmaus, another of the Brethren's stations, accompanied by one of the 
missionaries at Bethany. There are but two mission stations in the island, 
though the population amounts to five or six thousand souls. Here the 
people generally speak English, as well as Creole, and every Sabbath they 
are addressed by the missionaries in both languages. I was highly delighted 
by the appearance of the people, and the pious feelings they evinced under 
the ministry of the word on the Sabbath I spent at this place. After the 
sermon, I addressed the congregation, and urged upon them the necessity 
of learning to read the word of God, and of becoming possessed of it. 
The Chief Justice of the island was present. During my stay here, this 
gentleman showed me marked attention. He is, in all respects, worthy of 
the high office he holds, and is a warm friend of the cause of education and 
religion, as well as a protector of the unfreed negro. 

" Next morning, the Brethren sent their boat with me to Tortola, which, 
as you are aware, is an English island. We had a disagreeable passage of 
seven hours, the wind being a-head. Here the Wesleyan missionaries re- 
ceived me in the most friendly manner. They had not any copies of the 
Scriptures for sale, but promised to procure a supply from our depot in 
Antigua. The rector had a few Bibles on hand, which he obtained from 
the Christian Knowledge Society. I conducted a meeting in the Wesleyan 
chapel, on the evening of Wednesday ; — between three and four hundred 
people were present. Having done what I could to create a greater inte- 
rest in the catfse of Bible circulation generally, I quitted this island, on the 
afternoon of the following day, for St. Thomas, the rendezvous of the 
Company's steamers, taking St. John's on my way thither, where I again 
stopped a night. On Friday I reached my place of destination, after a 
perilous voyage in a small boat, and having been thoroughly soaked by 
frequent and heavy showers of rain. Having arranged for a meeting in 
the Moravian chapel in town, I repaired to the place, at the appointed time ; 
and although, from the wetness of the evening, I expected a very small 
audience, the little chapel was quite full. From the lamentably depraved 
hahits of the great maw of the people here, I confined my observations to 
the doctrines and duties of the Bible. The people listened with breathless 
attention, and I am not without hope that some good may result from the 
liumhle but unworthy efforts of your agent in this island. 

" I have now given you a very brief account of my visit to the Danish 

wlands. I have only iq^ add, that, much as has been done to make the 

unfreed* man feel satisfied with his condition, there are great obstacles 

^ the way of his moral and religious improvement. But, firom the gradual 

and rapid strides that have of late years been tnade towards another and a 
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better state of things^ we have reason to hope that ere longi ovary impedi- 
ment will be removedi which at present stands opposed to the progress of 
Uod's troth." 

From Barbadoes^ Mr. McM. writes : — 

'* On the following evening after my arrival I attended a meeting of the 
Committee here. A dalightftil spirit seemed to pervade oar little assembly. 
The President! the Rev. Mr. Packer, was in the chair. The object was 
to make preliminary arrangements for our public meeting, which will be 
held on the evening of the I4th instant. Before that date the treasurer 
will remit you 100/. sterling. 

" The day after my arrivid here, the Lotus came into the harbour, having 
on board your precious treasure of six thousand copies. 

*' I have made arrangements with Mr. Stronach to receive the books, and 
to act as general depositary for the Windward Islands, with the exception 
of Barbadoes.'* 

Barbadoes will be supplied as heretofore, by direct ship- 
ments from the Parent Society. 

The Barbadoes Auxiliary has remitted two sums of 100/. 
each ; and has ordered, during the year^ nearly 700 copies. 

The following observations from the Ninth Report of 
this Auxiliary are so just as well to merit insertion ia this 
place : — 

'^ Your Committee consider that many godly people have never suf- 
ficiently, if at all, weighed the benefits to themselves^ as well as to this 
Institution, of openly linking themselves with us in tliis excellent bond of 
union ; for while such persons fully appreciate the duty and the privilege 
of giving the Bible to those who do not yet know its value, or to those 
who, loving God's book, are unable to procure it for themselves ; while 
they act up to this their privilege by performing this duty, they yet hold 
back from strengthening the hands and encouraging the hearts of those who 
constitute this Society. Such persons as those to whom your Committee 
here allude, and whose co-operation they invite and desire, are not withheld 
by any consideration of expense, or personal trouble ; but they do not see 
the importance of union in this good work. It ^ould be well if they 
would consider, when they purchase a Bible from our depository, while 
they hold the copy of the entire Scriptures in their hands in exchange for 
such a trifle as half a dollar, if such an effect could ever have been pro- 
duced by the most extraordinary exertions of a solitary individual. Let 
them reflect if any means but united effort, calling forth general contribu- 
tions, each perhaps inconsiderable in itself, but together rising to a great 
amount, directed in its expenditure by the concentrated wisdom of numbers 
of intelligent and pious men, could have produced and set in motion such 
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a complicated piece of machinery, as the British and Foreign Bihle Society 
exhibits in all its departments and operations. The object of this Society 
is simple — tJie general diffusion of the word of God; and the grand 
moving principle is simple — union ; the ramifications are numerous, and 
appear complicated, but the result, through God's blessing, is obvious — 
success* Success most encouraging if not complete ; so complete, however, 
as the most sanguine of those pious persons in whom the Society originated 
never contemplated at its formation. Could individual liberality, however 
large, or individual learning, however profound, have given to the world 
versions of the Holy Scriptures in one hundred and thirty-seven languages 
and dialects of the sinful descendants of fallen Adam ? And many of these 
versions are the fruits of the British and Foreign Bible Society." 

The funds and issues of this Auxiliary are thus stated : — 

" The amount raised during the last year for the furtherance of the 
objects of this Society, has been 1049 dollars 58 cents. 

'* From the other Branches and Associations no contributions have been 
sent in to the Treasurer. The amount remitted to the Parent Society since 
the formation of this Auxiliary, that is, from 1832 to 31st December 
1841 inclusive, is 1335Z. sterling.

The following account of the last anniversary of the 
Society has been received : — 

** His Excellency the Governor, the Patron of the Auxiliary, was 
unable to attend, and his Honour the Chief-Justice presided on the occasion. 
The presence of an unusually large assemblage, and the interesting speeches 
of several able and influential members of the Society, testified the increas- 
ing interest felt by all classes in our sacred cause. The Report read at the 
meeting is in course of publication, and when opportunity offers, I will take 
care to furnish you with a copy," &c.* 

Mr. McMurray's last communication is dated from 
Antigua, but contains no account of his proceedings there. 
He alludes in it to the dreadful visitation which has befallen 
that and some other islands, in the following terms :— 

" You have no doubt seen an account of the dreadful shock of earth - 
quake experienced here on the 8th of last month. The effects are truly 
appalling. Not less than one-half of all the stone buildings throughout 
^^ island are level with the ground. In one place near this, which I 

* The Report above-mentioned did not arrive in time to be noticed here. 
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tbe earth opened and formed a ehasm not less tlian 90 feet ivide. 
A large fiatnre, several hundred feet in length, was made in the same plot 
of land. Only eight persons, old and young, in this Island were killed. 
Towards the people of this land, God has mingled mercy with judgment 
In Point-ik-Pitre, Onadaloupe, no less than five thousand bodies have been 
taken Arom the ruins, some of which have been sank in the sea, others 
humed» and the remainder buried by scores in the same grave !'* 

It is matter of consolation to know that a large supply 
of the Scriptures has already been distributed, while it Is fer- 
vently hoped that the voice of the Almighty in sucli a 
visitation may awaken attention on the part of many a 
sleeper, and lead to a greater regard for the sacred volume. 

The Antigua Auxiliary has remitted 143/. 10^.^ and has 
ordered 1912 copies. In giving an account of the last 
annual meeting, tne Secretary writes : — 

" On the S2d (August), we held our meeting, which, although held in 
the largest room in the island, was literally packed with people. The 
chair was taken by his Excellency the Gk>yemor-in-cfaief. Several of our 
staunch friends were absent from the island, and none of the Moravian 
Brethren present ; yet our meeting was, on the whole, verj satisfactory. 
* * * A kindly feeling appeared to pervade all present." 

The issues have been 711 Bibles, and 362 Testaments. 

From the Island of Nevis 30/. have been received, and 
a small supply of the Scriptures has been forwarded. 

From Port of Spain, Trinidad, a remittance has been 
received, amounting to 14/. 3^. 9d., and supplies have been 
forwarded, viz. 525 copies. 

From the Rev. J. G. Miilhauser, of San Fernando, 
Trinidad, some very pleasing communications have been 
received : — 

" Since my last, we have bad out anniversary. It was pretty fairly at- 
tended ; and though we hnd but few speakers, yet there was a spirit abroad, 
the presence of which I infinitely preferred to fine and long speeches — I 
mean the Spirit of Him who says that if three or four be gathered together 
in His name, he will be in the midst of them. Concerning our collection, 
it amounted to about thirty dollars ; and though we might have expected 
more, yet we had no reason to complain : that, however, which might have 
been thought to be lacking at the meeting, was made up on the following 
day, and that in a manner which gave me much pleasure, and therefore I 
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cannot help mentioning it to you also. The day after the meeting 1 
received the following note, from an inhabitant of this place : — 

*' ' I have the honour to enclose here twenty dollars, which I heg you to 
accept as a supplement to my Ust night's subscription, for the benefit of 
the Bible Society. Be assured, Rev* Sir, of my good feelings for the 
advancement of this Society, being one of the first to which any man of a 
&mily ought to contribute.' 

*' That a note of this description is always cheering, nobody can doubt : 
what gives the one in question an additional value, is the fact that it came 
from a Roman Catholic. Of course I shall remit this sum to the Parent 
Society as a donation. 

" Since our last anniversary, we have sold i^nd distributed $58 copies of 
English Bibles and Testaments, 16 French Bibles and Testaments, 24 
Spanish Bibles and Testaments, and 29 German Bibles and Testaments, 
which make in all 327 copies. I cannot say that this is a small number, 
considering all circumstances ; but still less can I say that I am satisfied 
with it myself. I sincerely hope that we shall do better for the future, and, 
from the arrangements which 1 have just made, I have reason to say so.'' 

In a second letter, Mr. M. writes, remitting 30/., and 
ordering fresh supplies :— 

*' I am glad to inform you that Trinidad opens every day a wider field for 
the circulation of God's word ; which is partly owing to the establishment 
of schools throughout the island, and partly to the immigration, which 
brings almost every day an increase to our population. If my information 
be correct, four ships from Sierra Leone are shortly expected with immi- 
grants, supposed to amount to about 1200 in number ; and if the system 
of immigration continue for some time to come, as it is supposed it will, 
and we get but from 4000 to 5000 immigrants per annum from Africa and 
other places, it will in a short time tell in the increase of our population, 
and will raise Trinidad to be one of the first islands in the West Indies. 
Trinidad will not only excel in natural scenery and grandeur, in her natural 
products, in fertility of soil, hut also in wealth. It is, however, not for this 
reason that I call your attention to the growing importance of Trinidad, but 
in order to prove to you that Trinidad promises fairer every day for the 
spread of 6od*s word ; and that she is entitled to claim some attention 
from the British and Foreign Bible Society. Our exertions for the circula- 
tion of the Bible are, and must of necessity be, restricted under present 
circumstances; but in proportion as education is carried on, in that propor- 
tion will the difficulties and obstacles vanish away. The machinery to 
acoomp^sb this has been fairly set to work : the Church of England has 
about thirty 'four engines at work, to pull down the bulwark of ignorance 
and superstition, in which are included those of the Church Missionary 
Society. In this we are also assisted, to some extent, by the Wesleyan 
Methodists and the Mico charity. What I mean by these engines I need 
hardly say, since it is evident that I can mean nothing else but schools 
established on scriptural principles. . 

'' I hope that we shall have to send for 1000 Bibles and Testaments, 
ifhere we now ask for 100 ; and I trust that this time will not be far off. The 
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most sceptical individual cannot deny a gradnal improvement amongst the 
labouring class — ^a difference between the past and the present, as it regards 
their morals, and a change with regard to the keeping of the Sabbath-day. 
These are indications of better times ; and, though they are but indications, 
let us be thankful for that little : a little leaven leavencth the whole lump ; 
and we are authorized to believe that the little leaven of Grod's word that 
is now spread abroad will affect the whole mass and bulk of the people- 
that it will awaken a grand desire after knowledge, and a hunger and thirst 
after righteousness. The word of the Lord shall not return void." 

The Committee of the Baptist Missionary Society have 
requested a supply of Bibles and Testaments^ for distribu- 
tion in HaytIj Dy missionaries connected with that body; 
and 250 copies have been granted. 

From the Bahamas Auxiliary the sum of 40/. has been 
sent ; and in the Report of the Auxiliary it is said — 

*' Your Committee have gratefully to record the fact of a perceptible en- 
largement of their borders from year to year, au increase in the nuoiher of 
their friends, and a slow, though surCf manifestation in their favour, on the 
part of the community at large." 

From the Bermuda Auxiliary a sum of 40/. has been 
received, and 137 copies have been forwarded thither. 

Major Wright, of Bermuda, has also forwarded an addi- 
tional donation for himself of 100/., making his total con- 
tributions to the Society 600/. 

America. — The American Bible Society pursues its 
course with untiring energy — devising — desiring — and 
accomplishing great things. Its last printed Keport is full 
of most interesting matter, and shows how carefully the 
wants at home are sought out and supplied, and how much 
there is yet to be done — while foreign fields of labour are 
cultivated with much diligence. A few extracts from this 
Report will prove, your Committee are persuaded, very 
acceptable. 

The number of new Auxiliaries is 67, and it is remarked :— 

" This numher of new Auxiliaries js nearly threefold greater than that 
of any late preceding year. The managers have oftentimes expressed their 
conviction as to the indispensable importance of these local associations. 
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That conviction is not only undiminished, but increases with every year's 
experience. A mere temporary supply of a county or district may perhaps 
)e effected without them ; but to meet the wants of a changing, growing 
)opuIation9 there must be some permanent organization, which shidl keep, 
It suitable points^ an ample supply of Bibles and Testaments, of good quality 
ind low price, and where the poor can obtain them without price. In this 
?ay alone can oar Biblical wants be adequately met." 

The receipts of the Society, though far from equal to the 
nrants or the wishes of the directors, have amounted to 
ilrs. 134,357.08; heing an advance over those of the pre- 
nous year of dlrs. 15,496.67. The Report, under the 
head of Legacies, states the following : — 

" While the managers are unfeignedly grateful for all the above legacies, 
there is one of such magnitude, and was made under such circumstances, 
as to render a special notice proper. We refer to that of John Shackford, 
Esq. This devoted man, in 1886, when residing in Washington, D. C, 
after making a liberal donation to the Bible cause, was so moved with a 
sense of the worth of the Bible, and of the wretched state of those who are 
without it, that he sent to your Board the following note inclosed in a 
letter: — 

** * Resolved^ — That delighting in the precept, " Honour the Lord with 
thy substance," and in full assurance of a rich reward, I consecrate to the 
Lord's treasury ten thousand dollars^ which sum I will pay, or cause to be 
paid to the Treasurer of the American Bible Society, to aid in spreading 
the Bible over the whole earth — whenever fifty other persons shall agree to 
pay each an equal amount for the same object, provided said pledges shall 
he given to said Society within the space of five years from the date hereof. 
In guarantee of the fulfilment of this pledge by myself, my heirs, adminis- 
trators, or executors, I have placed in the hands of the Treasurer of the 
Washington City Bible Society ample and satisfactory means. J. S.* 

" Learning from the Secretary of the Washington Bible Society, and also 
irom its President, who appeared and addressed your Board in person, that 
this proposition was made by a calm unostentatious man, who was truly 
desirous of having its terms complied with, your Board opened a corre- 
spondence with him through the medium of the above auxiliary. The result 
was, that the liberal author of this proposition consented to pay to your 
treasury the ten thousand dollars in question whenever ten others, instead 
^^ fifty, should contribute each a like sum. The Board were not without 
«ope that, before the close of the five years specified, the conditions of this 
Pledge would be complied with! 

-out their hopes were disappointed ; no others ofiered a like sum. 
Private assurance was given, however, at the time, that this sum, pro- 
posed by him, was sacredly set apart for the spread of the Bible, and would 
pe paid, if accompanied by no others. On the decease of Mr. Shackford, 
^appeared that full provision had been made for verifying his promise. 
"18 Worthy brother and executor paid over, the previous year, a part of the 

Pacified sum, and the remainder early in the year now closed. This noble 

k 
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act, in connexion with otben of elevaled devotioui will long give fiagnace 
to the memory of the deceased.*' 

The number of copies printed has been 276,600, show- 
ing an increase over the preceding year of 109,125. The 
issues have reached 2579067 ; and the totals since the com- 
mencement, 3,052,765. And it is said : — 

•' The increase of issues the past year over those of the year preceding 
is no less than 106,865. These sacred volumes have been scattered in 
every state and territory of the Union ; many have gone to supply the 
destitute households of our new settlements and of Texas ; others to supply 
youth and children ; others for ()ie use of seamen and hoatmen ; others foT 
the inmates of hospitals and prisons ; others for the emigrant as he lands 
upon our shores ; and all, it is hoped, to teach our fellow-men the way by 
which they may hecome wise unto salvation." 

Your Committee cannot forb^r extrm^ting the folJowing 
passages from the foreign operations of the American Bible 
Society : — 

« The translation of the Armeno-Turkish Old Testament, by Rev. Mr. 
Ooodell, is now completed, and its publication is going forward with cele- 
rity. From the eager manner with which the Pentateuch, published bj 
itself, has been received, there is reason to hope and expect that great good 
will result from this entire work. From a letter received from Mr. Goodell, 
dated Constantinople, Kov. 6, 1841, we cannot but insert the following 
extract, though somewhat extended : — 

" ' Through the kindness and blessing of God, the translation of the Ola 
Testament into Armeno-Turkish is at length completed. This I had hardly 
the least idea of living long enough to see when I commenced the work; 
but the Divine forbearance towards me has been great. I came in course 
this morning to the last verse of the last chapter of the last book, which 
I corrected '^ with shoutings, Grace, grace unto it." At the bottom of tbe 
page I wrote, " Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all His benefits. 
I then arose and shut up all the books that have been open before me tfaes^ 
many years, and fell on my knees to give thanks unto the name of th^ 
Lord, who '' bath not dealt with us after our sins ;" who hath given us His 
blessed " word to be a light unto our feet ;" and whose wondrous love per- 
mits us to hold it up to " lighten every man that cometh into the world* 

may the nations ** no longer have to walk on in darkness," but may t^ 
aU be speedily furnished with the ** light of life.'* 

^' ' The preparation of this work has been a great and difficult one ; ^^^ 
it has employed nearly all my strength and time for several years. Afief 

1 came to Constantinople I tried my utmost to carry it forward at the same 
time with other missionary and more active labours ; but I found that 
I accomplished next to nothing in it. It was necessary that my room 
should be a study and not a church ; that my mind, instead of beizig dif' 
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• 
racted and disturbed, should be composed, like that of. the prophet Elisba, 
nd like that of the other inspired writers whose words I was endeavouring 
o translate ; and that my attention should be strictly devoted to this and 
o nothing else. It is not like giving the Scriptures to the destitute 
leathen, where haste is required rather than extreme accuracy, and where 
the idiom not being supposed to be perfectly understood) a more critical 
xamination of difficult passages may be reserved for a future edition, when 
he language itself may have to be revised and made more idiomatical. 
^or is it like giving the Scriptures to the ignorant and unenlightened, who 
vill never of themselves find out any of those mistakes and defects which- 
be translator can himself correct in some future edition, when more time 
nay be devoted to the work, more experience acquired in it, and better 
lelps obtained for it. But it is preparing the Scriptures for those who are 
comparatively enlightened ; who, as a nation, have access to them in at 
[east two languages already, (though neither of them generally under- 
stood ;) and the learned and influential of whom have, in many cases* 
become great pedants in criticism, and captious beyond endurance ; being 
much more inclined to compare for the sake of finding discrepancies, than 
to read with a prayerful desire to understand the meaning, and be guided 
into all truth. 

** * But, as nearly all can read the Arnoeno-Turkish, and very many 
thousands among them can read nothing else, the translation of the Bible 
into this language is imperiously demanded. It was strongly urged upon 
me 1 8 years ago by the Rev, Pliny Fisk, one of the first missionaries of 
the Board to Palestine ; 1 have had my eye upon it ever since ; Providence 
has furnished me with the means by raising up instruments ; and 1 have 
spared no pains to have it as perfect as possible, otherwise I might have 
completed it long ago. In some instances, ] have spent more time on the 
examination of a single passage than I should have felt justified in employ- 
ing on a whole chapter, had I been throwing it out on a starving population, 
^bo had never yet tasted this bread of heaven. It is not a version or a 
revision of a former translation ; for no such ever existed. The whole has 
been taken fresh from the Hebrew. And may it, in some humble way> 
prove to be like the " pure river of the water of life, clear as crystal, pro- 
ceeding out of the throne of God and of the Lamb 1" May hundreds of 
thousands of the perishing come and recline on its banks^ and drink, and 
live for ever !' ^' 

In the conclusion of the Report the following striking 
remarks occur : — 

" Such, too, is now our connexion with foreign countries, both christian 
wd heathen, by means of an extended commerce and by missionary and 
other agencies abroad, that he who will may send the blessed Bible to 
almost any people on the globe. It may be conveyed wiih safety and 
despatch to our Indian tribes, to the ports of Spanish and Portuguese 
America, to the destitute cities and villages of France and northern Europe, 
to Greece, to Turkey, and the whole region where the Gospel was first 
planted — to the multitudes of India and China who are in contact with 
chustiaa nuMioxus. as well as to those similarly situated on the coast of 

ifc2 
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Africa and among the populouB islands of the Pacific. The channels aie 
open and opening for the waters of life to be conveyed to all nations. 
Everything in the Providence of God urges the friends of the Bible to go for* 
ward. The increase of new members and new Auxiliaries in the past year, 
as well as the increase of funds and of distributions, afford us encourage- 
ment ; while the still low state of the depository, and the unanswered calls 
for the Bible from abroad, warn us not to falter in our work. To these 
providential voices, thus animating and thus admonitory, let ua ail listen, 
especially when they are in such harmony with the inspired promise that 
* the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord,* with the injunction 
to work while the day lasts, and with the solemn assurance that every man 
shall give account of himself unto Qod." 

Copies of the addresses appended to the Report afford 
much that is interesting. Your Committee would gladly 
indulge in larger and more numerous quotations^ but ther 
content themselves with two. 

Dr. Eastburn observed : — 

'' There are occasions in our life, Mr. President, when the imaginatioa 
will take more complete possession of us than at other times and occasions. 
Now I have often pictured to myself, on anniversaries like the present, and 
I dare say many of the present audience have frequently done the same^ 
the sensations which would have filled those martyrs who flourished at the 
period of the Reformation, could they have been gifted with the power of 
looking down through future centuries, and of beholding that almost uni- 
versal distribution of the word of God which it has been the glory of Bible 
Societies to accomplish. One of the dearest objects of desire with those 
servants of God, who hazarded their lives for the sake of procuring those 
privileges which we now enjoy as a precious legacy, was to see the Bible 
placed in the hands of the people. Luther said that his labours were com- 
paratively useless, until, by giving men the Scriptures, he should furnish 
them with a weapon drawn from the armoury of heaven, wherewith to con- 
tend with the powers of darkness. Wickliffe said that nothing could be 
done effectually until his countrymen had the Scriptures. And these nen^ 
accordingly, did give men the Bible. Luther translated it ; and Wickliffe 
translated it. But it must be borne in mind, that the utmost which these 
glorious spirits were able to cfTect, was to circulate the inspired volame 
within the limits of their own land ; and thus to pay back the temporal 
blessings which they had enjoyed beneath her shadow, by feeding her wiii> 
the bread, and watering her with the river of life. But how often must 
their hearts have sighed over the spiritual destitution of other climes! 
And, above all, how heavily must they have mourned over an evil which 
they saw no practicable method of relieving ? May we not imagine, theni 
the gratitude with which they would have hailed an Institution, mhich 
like our own, by its system of agencies — ^by its translators — ^by its vast, 
and complicated, and yet perfectly simple, machinery, is enabled to carrj to 
every shore that precious book of life, which * allures to brighter worlds, and 
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leads the way V Let us, then, cling with unshaken attachment to a plan 
which God has crowned, and is still crowning, with such abundant success. 
Let us resist every temptation to withdraw from that union which is power 
and might, and to shrink back into the contracted shell of our own puny 
and single efforts/' 

In closing his address, Dr. Bethune introduced the Nes-^ 
torian Bishop, Mar Yohannan, to the audience, who rose 
in his full Oriental costume, and was addressed by the Pre- 
sident as follows, holding in his hand a splendidly-bound 
quarto Bible : — 

" Rev. Sir, — In the name and behalf of the American Bible Society I 
present you a copy of the English translation of the Holy Scriptures. 
Accept it. Sir, as a testimony of our high respect for your character, and 
of our confidence in your zeal to promulgate the great truths which this 
precious volume reveals. May you long continue a blessing and an orna- 
ment to the Christian Church, and finally receive from her glorious Head 
the benediction, * Well done, good and faithful servant, enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord !' " 

On the first leaf was beautifully written the following : — 

" A COPY 
OF THE HOLY BIBLE, 

PRESENTED BY THE 

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 

TO 

MAR yOHANNAN, 

BISHOP OF OOROOMIAH, 

PERSIA, 

1842." 

Looking at the Bible, the Bishop replied in Sjriac, 
(translated by the Rev. Mr. Perkins) : — 

" How beautifully and tastefully this Bible is bound ! but that which it 
contains is far more beautiful and precious. The Scriptures are more pre- 
cious than gold. J show you a book — the New Testament, which I have 
brought from my own country; how great is the contrast which it presents. 
I wish you to observe particularly how meanly it appears. But still it is 
tbe same precious word. It was written 642 years ago, by the hand, on 
parchment. From ancient times a few copies of the Bible have been with 
our people ; and it has been peculiarly precious to us, in giving us conso- 
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lation and support tinder the severe oppressions whieh the MahommedxDs 
bave inflicted upon us ; and kept us, not only from their errors, but alto 
from yielding to the wiles and seductions of Romish priests, who have 
swarmed in our country. 

^' Among our population of 40.000, there are but six or eight copies sf 
such Testaments as this. We ask of this Bible Society, if they will not 
increase the number, and give the bread of life to these famishing people ? 
Other nations also, as well as ours, are looking to you from that dark East, 
to give them the Bible. It is this which makes the great difibrence be- 
tween this land and theirs. 

" I heard with astonishment from the Secretary, Mr. Brigham, the other 
day, that a thousand copies of the Bible could be printed by the Society 
every day. How blessed would be the gift, if a few days' labour of this 
Society could be given to my country — how soon it would become like 
America. We want the Bible more than anything else. We are poor, 
but with this we should be rich. Will you not send the Bible to us f 

The American Bible Society has purchasedj as usual^ con- 
siderable supplies from the Society's stores. 

British North America. — The Upper Canada Bible 
Society at Toronto, according to its last printed Report, is 
manifesting increased vigour in its proceedings, as the follow- 
ing extracts will show : — 

'' The issues from our Depository for the year ending 30th 

of April, 1841, were, in all 8,721 

For the year now ended, • 12,127 

Making an increase of 3,406 

The amount supplied to Branch and Auxiliary Societies

" Taking into consideration the great and unceasing demand for the Scrip- 
tures, your Committee have thought necessary to order, from the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, 13,230 copies, of which a large proportion are 
of the cheap editions." 

The total receipts of this Society were 1448/. 8*. 4|rf. 
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Hid Excdl^ncy Sir Charles Ba^ot, the Goveriior, has 
become the patron; aiid itt thfe portion of the proviiicb 
occupied by this Society, it is said : — 

*^ The number of Associations connected with your Society is 95 ; almost 
all of them are in an energetic condition ; some very active in the sphere 
of their respective operations ; some few doing very little, from the happy 
circumstance that their vicinity is well supplied with the word of Life." 

The Report concludes iii the following terms : — 

" Your Committee, in terminating their Report, cannot hut rejoice at 
the blessed prospect which the review of the past year's transactions aifords. 
The increase of our issues from 8,721 to 12,127 copies of the Scriptures ; 
the increase of our branches, auxiliaries, and depositories, to 95 ; the 
healthful condition of these Societies ; and the applications to supply Sunday 
Schools, numerous beyond all expectation, from so many portions of the 
province, — lead to the convictioii that the ' Lord of hosts is witH us.' 
Let us all, jointly and severally, at home and abroad, invoke His blessing 
on our work ; and for the success which has attended it, and that of all 
other Bible Societies, to Him alone be ascribed the glory, honour^ and 
praise, for ever and ever, through Jesus Christ our Lord — Amen.*' 



During the year there have been received from the 
Auxiliary, 694/. 19*. 8rf., and there havfebeen ordered 9546 
copies. This stipply is considerably less than that of last 
year. The Secretary writes in connexion with this point j — 

" Your Cominittee will perceive that the order is much smaller than last 
year's, which may be explained thus : — Our various Branch Societies are, in 
geaeral, well stocked, and usually require replenishing about once in two 
years. Since last summer they have run principally on the cheaper kinds, 
in roan, and with gilt edges, leaving our plain and heavier stock. The 
^ Church Society' has also brought its depository into operation, and, 
although at present on a comparatively small scale, it takes off a large por- 
tion of our friends. There is an ample field for both Societies, each has its 
advantages, each has its friends, and, thankfully do I say it, many are friends 
to both. These two circumstances, and the generally embarrassed state of 
the country, in regard to money matters, will account for our diminished 
order." 



Several ne^^ Associations, ad appears above^ have been 
formed, and the services of an agent have evidently proved 
80 valuable, that another grant of 100/. has been made, for 
the purpose of continuing them as heretofore. 
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Three hundred and seventy-two Bibles and Testaments 
hare been supplied to this Auxiliary for the use of immi- 
grants. 

The Committee at Toronto have made a request for aid 
in promoting a translation of the Scriptures into the Mohawk 
language. They write : — 

" Be 80 good as inform your Committee, that we have come to the reso- 
lution of pursuing the translation of the Scriptures into the Mohawk lan- 
guage. Three books, Isaiah, Luke, and John, are already printed ; Genesis, 
Exodus, Leviticus, Deuteronomy, a small part of Numbers, and the Psalms, 
are in MS. * * * I am directed therefore by our Comnuttee to inquire 
whether your Society will assist us in this matter. Our subscriptions are 
almost entirely absorbed by our local expenses, — and, if left to ourselves, ve 
shall get on but very slowly." 

This request is still under consideration. 

The Kingston Bible Society's last printed Report 
makes the following gratifying statement with regard to its 
issues: — 

** By reference to the Report of the Depositary, it appears that there 
have been issued from the depository of the Kingston Auxiliary Bible 
Society, from Dec. 5, 1840, to January 5, 1842, 317 Bibles, 538 Testaments, 
and five Books of Psalms ; being an increase on last year's issue of double 
the number of Bibles, and treble the number of Testaments. Remaining 
in the depository, 936 Bibles, 581 Testaments, and 31 Books of Psalms." 

The total receipts have been 254/. 2s. lid. ; but your 
Committee have not received any further communications 
from this Society during the past year. 

The Gore District Society states in its Report : — 

''The issues from your depository during the year now tenninating, 
exhibit an encouraging increase as compared with those of preceding years, 
amounting to 137 Bibles, and 340 New Testaments, and making the issues 
since the commencement of our operations, 405 Bibles and 760 New Testa- 
ments ; being a total of 1165." » 

This Society supplies itself with Scriptures from Toronto. 

The Montreal Auxiliary has celebrated its twenty-second 
anniversary, and rejoices in continued prosperity as regards 
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the original field of its operations, and in the prospect of a 
considerable extension of its labours. This Society also 
employs a general agent, to whose support your Committee 
have cheerfully contributed. In the last printed Report, it 
is observed : — 

" Mr. Milne has accomplished four tours of inspection and labour, in 
which much time has been expended, and by which not only have decaying 
Societies been rebuilt, and hedthy ones encouraged, but many new branches 
have been formed with happy' prospects of success in their work." 

The supply of the province, alluded to in former reports, 
is going forward under the management of these Branches. 
Their total number is 55. The French Canadians con- 
tinue to share the benevolent attentions of the Auxiliary, 
as well as the immigrants. The following is a brief sum- 
mary of issues and receipts : — 

" The issues of this Society during the year 1842, have amounted to 
5,905 copies, being over the issues of last year 327, and making an aggre- 
gate since the formation of the Society of 61,390 copies. 

" The value of books gratuitously distributed during the year is 
lOlZ. 0^. 5d. ; sales for cash in the depository, 136L 13s, 2(1,, which is 
132. Is, 2d, less than last year. 

"The amount received in subscriptions and donations has been 
265Z. I4s, 2d, ; received from Branches and Associations, 143/. 9s, Id, ; 
making a total as income from all sources of 646Z. 165. 10^. ; to which must 
be added the sum of 501, sterling from the Parent Society on account of 
agency, as already mentioned. The Treasurer's account will show that the 
expenditure for the year has been 773/., of which 388/. 15s, has been 
remitted to, or paid on account of, the Parent Society." 

The Montreal Society has ordered 4179 copies. 
The Report of the Quebec Auxiliary states : — 

"By means of the combined proceedings of these several agencies, added 
to the sales and other distributions made directly from the depository, the 
Society will rejoice to learn that, since the period of the last Report, a fur- 
ther issue has been effected of 2>103 copies of the Sacred Scriptures in the 
following languages : — English, French, Gaelic, German, Hebrew, Irish ; — 
the number sold and otherwise distributed by the Society since its first for- 
mation being thus augmented to a total of 7,905.*' 

Speaking of the Ladies' Association, the Report says : — 

" The subscriptions collected by the ladies, in numerous small sums, 
have amounted to 921, 4s, Id, Ninety-one has been the number of the 
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books supplied to fhmilies and indiyiduals in the city ascertained to be in 
want ; and two further annual grants of 40/. each have been presented 
in aid of the general funds of the Quebec fiible Society. The total sum 
thus contributed by the Association, after attending to all demands upon 
itseir, now amounts to 310/. ; and the total number of Bibles and Testaments 
distributed to 441." 

The Quebec Auxiliary has ordered 522 copies, but has 
not this year made a remittahc^. The Secretary observes on 
this point : — 

** I am distressed to have to acquaint you, by desire of our Committee) 
that the pressure of pecuniary difficulties under which our coinmunity has 
laboured of late, has constrained us to defer the collection Of our annual 
subscriptions, whilst our expenses in supporting a colporteur, &c.« have 
entirely exhausted our small treasury, and even left us in debt to yoUr dep6t 
in Montreal, whence supplies were obtained for the colporteur. On these 
accounts we are obliged to throw ourselves on your indulgence, when for- 
warding our order, without a remittance.'* 

The New Brunswick Auxiliary at St. John's has remit- 
ted 309/. 15^. Id. J and has ordered 1123 copies. The 
pressure of the times is severely felt in this quarter. 

Fifty Bibles and 100 Testaments have been fotwarded to 
Bathurst. 

The Fredericton Auxiliarj has remitted lOO/j^ and has 
ordered a small supply. 

A small remittance has been received from Woodstock, 
New Brunswick. 

From MiRAMTCHi, 24/. 5^. 8d. have been received, and 
Mrs. Thomson, the Secretary, \^rites : — 

** The decrease in our remittance this year is to be accounted for, not in 
any diminution of interest on the part of the Society's friends, but purely 
in the fact, that money is almost entirely withdrawn from the community.'' 

The Prince Edward's Island Auxiliary, in Charlotte 
Town, has sent an order for 815 copies, which would have 
been accompanied by a remittance, but that the Secretary 
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was unable at the time to obtain a sterling bill. In the 
printed Report of the Auxiliary, it is said: — 

'' We have, since our last atitiiyersary, transmitted to the Parent Society 
S5l. 25. 7d. sterling; 51Z. of this sum a free contribution to their funds, 
which more than repay them for the several gratuities which we have 
received at their hands. We hate issued from our depository 168 Bibles, 
and 560 Testaments." 

The Nova ScotTA Auxiliary at Halifax, has remitted 
150/.^ and has ordered 1193 Bibles and Testaments. 

The Yarmouth Ladies* Association has sent 48/. Ids. 2d., 
but complains of the times as the reason why more has not 
been forwarded. 

To the PicToU Auxiliary, 100 French Testslraents have 
been supplied, to meet the following interesting appli- 
cation : — 

" I have just had an application for five or six dozen, from a school- 
master in the Magdalen Islands, which is a place very destitute of the word 
of God. This man (Lewis Seniot,) has put himself to the trouble of col- 
lecting some seal oil from the poor people, the only thing they can give, and 
sent it to me in payment for them ; but he asks them for half price, a boon 
which I hope your Committee will be willing to grant to the poor Catholics 
of these remote islands ; the more so as the applicant (Seniot) applied for 
and received grants from us some years ago, for the same class of people, 
at Holla Bay, in Prince Edward's Island, and at Isle Madame, in Cape 
Breton. I look upon it as a most providential circumstance that this man 
has been moved to think of the wants of these destitute people." 

The Secretary of the Auxiliary writes : — 

" By the goodness of God, I am enabled to forward to you a much 
larger sum than I had any reason to expect, under the present great depres- 
sion of nearly all commercial pursuits. Only three months ago I was really 
apprehensive that I should not be able to send you 20/., but you see how 
the Lord provides for His own treasury. One Branch Society after another 
iQade an effort, and contributed a little to our funds, until nearly all had 

given something ; and last of all, our good old friend W. M. , Esq., 

applied to me to transmit lOOZ. as follows : — 50/. for the British and Foreign 
Bible Society ; 40/. to the London Missionary Society; and 10/. to the 
Tract Society. This, I believe, is the fourth year in succession he has given 
the same sum for similar purposes."

again : — 



" Our anniversary' was held on the 6th instant, and was well attended ; 
people here, since the yisit of Mr. Thomson, take much more interest 
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ill the Bible cause. This is, no doubt» owing, in a great measure, to the 
diffusion of information on the subject, and suggests the propriety of a more 
liberal supply of reports and pamphlets in a country like this, being des- 
titute of the means of information so abundantly supplied by the periodical 
press in your country. " 

It 18 but right to saj, that many similar testimonies have 
been borne to the acceptableness and real usefulness of Dr. 
Thomson's visit to the Society's friends in British North 
America. 

To the Newfoundland School Society there have been 
granted 800 Bibles and Testaments. The application for 
them is to the following effect : — 

"Our last grant for Newfoundland was in Nov^ember, 1841, since which 
time our Society bas opened several new schools, in parts of the island 
in which up to the time nothing had been done. The bishop has ordsiBed 
nine of the teachers, and licensed all the rest to act as catechists or lay 
readers, so that the moral influence of the teachers is widely extended, 
and their opportunities for circulating copies of the Sacred Scriptures 

multiplied. 

• • ♦ 

** I may just add, we have 10 new stations in the westward of the island, 
where thousands of Protestants are residing, amongst whom, till latelji 
there was neither school nor church, pastor nor teacher." 

Letters of grateful acknowledgment have been received 
from the missionaries in Labrador, who write : — 

'*'Nain,Aug. 15, 1842. 
** On this occasion we would express ourselves particularly grateful for 
the fresh supply of 1150 copies, of various parts of the Old and the New 
Testament, for the use of our different missionary stations. They shall be 
judiciously distributed among the Esquimaux, and care shsll be taken lo 
impress upon those who receive them the importance of seriously attending 
to their contents, and the propriety of always bearing in mind the debt 
which they owe to the British and Foreign Bible Society for the precioas 

gift. 

<< Our brother Morhardt is diligently engaged in translating the remaining 
books of the Bible into the Esquimaux dialect, and the other missionaries 
seek to promote the work by a careful revision. During the course of last 
winter, the missionaries here have accurately examined the Books of Jere- 
miah and the Lamentations, which were then transmitted for further revi- 
sion to Hoffenthal.'' 

"Hebron, Jug. 25, 1842. 

" It is truly a subject of thankfuhiess also to us, to be able to bear onr 
testimony to the great veneration paid by the Esquimaux to the Holy 
Scriptures ; and often have we heard many among them pray thst the 
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x>rd would abundantly bless those Christian benefactors, to whose liberality 
ihey owe the precious boon. They are, in general, well acquainted with 
the New Testament ; and the reading of the Books of the Old Testament, 
3Tinted in their language, and recently sent out to us, deeply engages their 
ittentioD, and will, doubtless, be accompanied with a blessing, the friiit of 
jvliich will be manifested hereafter." 

Domestic. — Your Committee have had the honour to pre- 
sent, for her Majesty's Library at Windsor, some additions 
to a set of the Society's versions, forwarded some time 
back ; and the following letter of acknowledgment has been 
received from her Majesty's Librarian : — 

** Windsor, Oct. 31, 1842. 
"I have had the honour to bring under her Majesty's notice the 
thirteen volumes of various versions of the Scriptures, which were for- 
warded, some time since, from the British and Foreign Bible Society, for 
the use of the Royal Library ; — and 1 am honoured with the Queen's 
commands, to request that you will take an early opportunity of conveying 
to the Committee of the Society the expression of her Majesty's thanks for 
this important addition to the library/' 

The old and attached friend of the Society, the Rev. 
Dr. Robert Daly, has been elevated to the see of Cashel 
and Waterford, and has kindly consented to allow his name 
to be placed upon the Society's list of Vice-Presidents.

The donation from thq Wesleyan Centenary Fund was 
presented by a deputation, consisting of the Rev. Dr. Bunt- 
ing, Thomas Farmer, Esq., and J. S. Elliott, Esq., who 
addressed the Committee oi^ the occasion as follows : — 

" We have the pleasure of being deputed by the Committee, to whom- 
has been entrusted the appropriation ol' a Fund recently raised by the 
Wesleyan Methodists, and commonly designated ' The Wesleyan Cen- 
tenary Fund,' to offer for the acceptance of your Society the sum of 
1000/. in aid of those great enterprises of Christian philanthropy in which 
you are so zealously and so beneficially engaged. 

** This sum was unanimously Toted by the Centenary Committee, at a 
Special Meeting, held on Wednesday, January 11, 1843 ; when the Rey» 
Dr. Hannah, President of the Wesleyan-Methodist Conference for the 
present year, was in the chair. It is intended as an expression of the firm 
and undiminished attachment of the Wesleyan body to the object, the prin- 
ciples, and the general plan and constitution of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and of their grateful sense of the invaluable services which 
it has long rendered, and is continuing to render, to the spiritual interests 
of large masses of the human race, and to the cause of evangelical truth 
and piety, both at home and abroad. They feel a deep conviction, that, in 
these times, it is more than ever important that all possible support should 
be afforded to a Society, which, even by its very name, and still more by 
its practical operations in the general distribution of the pure word of God, 
bears continual testimony to the great Protestant principle of the sole 
supremacy and complete sufficiency of the Holy Scrii>tures, when righUy 
and prayerfully studied, as the one universal and only authoritative rule of 
religious faith and practice. And that conviction is, in theix minds, greatly 
strengthened by the fact, that your Society is so constituted^ as to unite in 
the prosecution of a common object, which they all alike acknowledge to 
be of paramount ^obligation and value, but yet without any compromise of 
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leir distinctiTe peculiarities in other matters, the members of various 
rotestant communities. It thus does seasonable and expressive homage 

> the just claims of Christian charity and brotherhood ; as well as furnishes 

> myriads of our fellow-men the precious records, and only inspired and 
erfect standards, of Christian truth. 

*' ^We may be allowed to add, that the Wesleyan Centenary Committee 
rere the more wishful to present some distinct testimonial of the regard and 
steem of themselves and of their friends for your excellent Society, because 
hey consider its operations as indispensably and pre-eminently auxiliary to 
he success of the various Missionary Institutions ; and they, in particular, 
:herish a grateful sense of the liberality evinced, on many occasions, 
:owards the Wesleyan Missionary Society, in supplying to its agents and its 
ichools, on various foreign stations, copies of the Holy Scriptures in the 
several dialects of the people among whom they are placed. For your 
recent grants of 15,000 New Testaments, in the language of New Zealand, 
as well as for all other assistances, the warmest acknowledgments are 
respectfully tendered. 

*' We trust that we shall not be deemed to have improperly occupied 
your time and attention in making these statements. It seemed to be due 
to our friends, on whose behalf we address you, and perhaps may not be 
wholly unacceptable to you, that we should thus far embrace the present 
opportunity of explaining their views. That their pecuniary contribution 
to your treasury, in this particular form, is not of larger amount, they 
sincerely regret. In justice to many other claims upon them, of primary 
urgency and obligation, they were compelled to limit it to the sum above 
specified. But it is offered with hearty good-will, as a respectful, though 
inadequate, testimonial of their affectionate esteem for your noble Institu- 
tion, which it will be their pleasure to recommend, in their several locali- 
ties, to the earnest prayers, and the utmost practicable support, of that 
section of the Church of Christ to which they belong. 

"In these sentiments of the Wesleyan Centenary Committee, we, as 
individuals, most cordially concur." 

To this address Lord Bexley replied : — 

" I accept, on behalf of the Bible Society, with great gratitude and 
satisfaction, the very liberal contribution which you have been authorized, ' 
by the Committee of the Wesleyan Centenary Fund, to make to our 
resources; — a contribution valuable in itself, but rendered much more 
valuable by the feelings in which it originated, and the sentiments ex- 
pressed by you in offering it. The Wesleyan body and the Bible Society 
have long been cordial and faithful fellow- labourers in the blessed work of 
the general diffusion of the word of God ; and the sentiments you have 
expressed this day prove that the harmony and fidelity of their co-operation 
in their several departments have been in no degree diminished by the 
lapse of so many years ; and, I trust, afford a pledge that, under the 
Divine guidance and protection, they will continue, till, by their united 
efurts, and those of other faithful servants of the Lord, the bright beams 
of Gospel light shall illuminate the remotest corners of the earth."

1 . The Rev. T. Phillips, writing to give an account of his 
visit to the Societies in the Isle of Anglesea, observes :— 

" Hay, March 25, 1843. 
*' From the 7th to the 22d of this month, I was enabled to attend twenty- 
seven meetings, and to preach six sermons; and never, on any former occasiooi 
did I witness a larger attendance, or a more ardent manifestation of attach- 
ment to the Bible Society. All the dissenting denominations unite, more 
or less, in the work ; and, if I may judge from the local Reports, and the 
attendance at public meetings, I have reason to believe that, on a compA' 
risen with former years, clerical support has not diminished. The collec- 
tors are now busily employed in their respective districts ; and on Wed- 
nesday next, the subscriptions and collections of every place will be paid

into the hands of the General Treasurer, at a meeting of the County Com- 
mittee ; and if, on Thursday or Friday next, you receive, say 600/. from 
Mr. Rowlands, the Treasurer, pray regard it as the hest index to the feelings 
of the good people of Anglesea, and the most ample, as it certainly will be 
the most substantial, report of the meetings recently held throughout the 
island. * * * This was my first official visit to Anglesea since the event which 
deprived the Society of one of its most eloquent advocates, and the prin- 
cipality of one of its best preachers ; but it was a comfort to be able to 
believe, that although John Elias was not present at any of the meetings, 
addressing the assembled multitude with an unction, energy, and power, 
almost peculiar to himself, the * Lord God of Elijah * is present with the 
Society, replenishing its resources by the efforts of others, less talented pei - 
haps, but not less willing than the eminent servant of God whose loss is so 
deeply and generally felt ; and, above all, by employing it as an instrument 
in making his ways known in the earth, and his saving health among many 
nations. 

Instead of 600/., the remittance of the year has amounted 
to 693/. 2s. \d. 

2. The Cambrian Society of Liverpool has made a fresh 
contribution of 400/. 

3. The contributions from Scotland have exceeded those 
of last year by 140/. 7^- lOd. ; and your Committee have 
reason to believe that the visit of the Rev. H. A. Browne, 
alluded to in last year's Report, has been productive of an 
amount of good that must not be measured by this small 
amount of increase. The anniversary of the Auxiliary in 
Edinburgh was held a few weeks ago, and though your 
Committee were not able to depute a visitor to attend it, 
Dr. Paterson has furnished them with the following inte- 
resting report of the proceedings of the day : — 

" You will be glad to hear that we have had an excellent meeting of our 
Bible Society last Wednesday forenoon. It was well attended, especially 
by the upper classes. The number of ladies, who are our best friends, was 
great. The middling and lower classes we can only get in the evening ; 
and I therefore regret that we could not also have had an evening meeting ; 
but this was not possible, especially as we had no deputation from you. Our 
good friend, the Rev. Mr. Lacroix, a missionary connected with the Lon- 
don Missionary Society, gave us much interesting information about the 
circulation of the Scriptures in the north of India ; and grounded a power- 
ful appeal on the wants of India, on behalf of the Society. He quite 
delighted the meeting. Then the Rev. Dr. Stevenson, of the Scotch church, 
Bombay, addressed the meeting on behalf of the west and south of India ; 
giving an interesting account of what waa doing in that quarter ; sho~* 
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ve believe tliat the hearts and services of many previously uninterested, 
lave been engaged in its cause by means of this mode of advocating its 
claims. But we look for other and still more important results from the 
Tequent and faithful exhibition of the great truth, that as the Bible is 
needed bj all, and intended for all, so it should be supplied to all. And 
we believe that the work of the Society will prosper, or decline, just in 
the degree in which this great Protestant truth is regarded or slighted. 

" On taking a retrospect of the year, and comparing our views of the 
slate of the Society in our several districts and counties, we still find ample 
cause to thank God and take courage. It is true there is much over 
which to mourn ; much of error, of selfishness, and of alienation ; but is there 
not much over which to rejoice ? If error is going forth, so is the grand 
antidote and corrective of error, to an extent unparalleled in the history of 
the human race. If selfishness is witnessed, so is Christian liberality ; if 
some have quitted the ranks of the Society, others have joined them, and 
joined them with hearts prepared for vigorous exertion. And if we exa- 
mine the evidences which we are accustomed to consider, and we believe 
justly, as the indications of continued prosperity, we shall not find that the 
blessing which giveth the increase has been withdrawn. Whether we look 
to the rapid progress recently made in the supply of our domestic popula- 
tion, or to the interest manifested in the state of the world at large, those 
evidences meet our view, and demand our gratitude and praise. 

" Considering the increase and variety of novel claims on Christian bene- 
volence ; the persevering efibrts made to shake the confidence of the friends of 
the Society ; the unhappy divisions among those who profess and call them- 
selves Christians ; and the state of the country in its commercial and manufac- 
turing relations ; we are surprised and thankful that we have not only main- 
tained our ground, but that we have reason for believing that the Society 
possesses, in an increasing degree, the attachment and support of the public. 
"If we may, in conclusion, descend from the contemplation of the Society 
to our own individual experience, what abundant cause have we for grati- 
tude to Almighty God ! We have been preserved in going out and 
coining in, and no evil has been permitted to befal us< In circumstances 
of trial and difiiculty, strength has been mercifully given in proportion to 
the requirements of each successive day. And if any measure of success 
has attended our feeble exertions, what have we that we have not received ? 
" Looking to the present circumstances of our own country, and to the 
state of the nations abroad, as supplying additional incentives to activity 
and zeal, your agents would address themselves to the duties of another 
year ; desiring for themselves, and for all united with them in this work of 
faith, the mercies and the qualifications included in the prayer of the great 
Apostle of the Gentiles — * Now the God of patience and consolation grant 
you to be like minded one toward another, according to Christ Jesus, that 
ye may with one mind and one mouth glorify God, even the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ!"' 

The following is a selection from the letters of your 
domestic agents. Mr. Dudley writes : — 

The anniversary meeting of the four united Ladies' Associations of 
^xtTsa, at which our valued friend, John Bacon, Esq., presided, was held on 

12 
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the Idth instant [Mlurch], and was one of no ordinary interest. These asso- 
ciations were established and organized by Mr. Brackenbary, in 1830 ; and 
although it might have been supposed that the exertions of the Devon 
and Exeter Auxiliary, formed in 1810, and those of an association sub- 
sequently organized, had provided for the local supply, the Annual 
Report afforded decisive evidence that a necessity existed for this additional 
instrumentaUty. Within 13 years these valuable associations have dis- 
tributed very nearly 5000 Bibles and Testaments, besides contributing 
more than 560/. to the funds of the Parent Society. 

'* The ToaQUAY Bible Society has assumed the title and constitution of 
an Auxiliary ; and if increased zeal and efficiency entitle it to the dis- 
tinction, it is truly worthy of the name. The number of Bibles and Tes- 
taments distributed by the Torquay Society annually, previous to 1840, 
had varied from 24 to 66 ; but, by the aid of a truly efficient Ladies' 
Association, the issues of that year were doubled ; in 1841 they were 
quadrupled ; and in the last year they reached the extraordinary number 
of 970, with a still increasing demand ; while the free contributions have 
advanced from 41/. to 78/. I have seldom attended a meeting of a more 
encouraging character in every respect." 

Mr. Brackenbury gives the following account of an old 
and valued Auxiliary : — 

. *' The KsTTERiNQ meeting is one of a most interesting character. A 
Ifurge barn, 144 feet long, and proportionably broad and high, is most com- 
fortably — 1 had almost said, beautifully — ^fitted up for the occasion. Near 
one end, a spacious platform is erected ; and behind it is a gallery, raised 
from the ground to the roof. In front of the platform the area is covered 
with forms ; and at the other end of the building is another gallery, cor- 
responding with that behind the platform, the seats of which are covered 
with green baize. 

'' The place, so prepared, will contain twelve hundred persons. Every 
seat is occupied by an audience of the highest respectability, from the town 
and neighbourhood ; and I have counted more than 200 individuals standing 
outside the large folding-doors which are kept open at one end of the plat- 
form. The meeting is invariably held on the last day of the Feast, which 
generally falls on the first Wednesday in July ; and on that day this year the 
proceedings were ably sustained by seven clergymen, and several other 
ministers of the gospel. Long may the Kettering Branch Society be 
privileged to circulate those Scriptures which testify of Him who in the 
last day, that great day of the feasty stood and cried^ saying^ If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me and drink I Really, I know of no meeting in 
the kingdom more interesting or imposing than the Kettering meeting, 
except the annual meeting at Exeter Hall." 

« 

\ The Society at large will greatly sympathize with Mr. 
Brackenbury and his family when they learn that he has 
been visited with a severe paralytic attack, by which he has 
jbeen entirely laid aside for some months. There is, how* 
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ever, a prospect of his restoration to his duties at no distant 
period. 

In Mr. Sanger's district the following pleasing circum- 
stances may be noticed : — 

** The KiNGSLAND Association has supplied a remarkable instance of in- 
creasing zeal and diligence. The total number of Bibles and Testaments 
issued in fifteen years is 2839 ; of which number no fewer than 1509 were 
distributed in the last year I The free contributions have also been mate- 
rially augmented. 

** Wandsworth is another illustration of cause and effect. Within 
sixteen years this exemplary Association has collected 1 lOOZ.^ of which more 
. than one-half has been remitted to the Parent Society, as free contribu- 
tions. The total number of Bibles and Testaments distributed is 3010, 
and of this number 919 were issued in the last year. 

"West Ham. — Here also a satisfactory report was made. The total 
receipts have been 1342/., of which 727/. have been appropriated to the 
general objects of the Society. The issues have exceeded 2500, and those 
of the last year have been considerably more than the average number in 
preceding years. 



'* One of the most interesting Associations in the metropolis is that of 
PoRTMAN Square, established about six years ago. Although embracing 
a limited sphere of action, it strongly exemplifies the value of such insti- 
tutions, when systematically conducted. The number of Bibles and Testa- 
ments distributed in the first year was only 75, but these were sufficient to 
excite attention to the means provided for the local supply, and the issues 
have progressively increased, until the number issued in the last year has 
reached 523, and the total in six years 1379. From this Association 
the Parent Society has derived assistance to the amount of 228Z." 

The Rev. T. Phillips has been abundant in labours and 
preachings for the Society, and has met with much encou- 
ragement. He writes : — 

*' I shall never forget the sight witnessed at Rhosllanerchgrugog, where we 
had at least 800 people present, chiefly colliers, miners, firemen, &c., with 
their families, of whom perhaps nearly one-half were at the time out of 
employ. When the Chairman asked them to signify by show of hand, 
whether they wished to see the collectors at their doors, under existing cir* 
cumstances, the whole assembly lifted up the right hand ; thereby indicating 
a desire to see the work prospering, though many of them felt that they had 
nothing to give except their prayers. — 1 assured them that the Society 
greatly valued the prayers of its friends ; believing, as we do, that the 
'* efiectual fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth much.**' 
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Mr. Bourne has made the following notice of parts of his 
district : — 

*' It is always cheering to begin the year's labour satisfactorily, and 
this has been peculiarly my privilege this year. I began my public work 
for 184*3 with the meeting of the Ladies' Association at Derby, January 17, 
which was one of the largest Bible meetings I have ever attended in that 
town. We were favoured with the presence of five clergymen, one Baptist, 
one Wesleyan, and two Independent ministers. The lively unabated 
interest in our work which this important town has maintained for some 
years was still more powerfully exhibited by a large and very striking 
placard, presented at the door of the Athenaeum, announcing eleven ser-i 
mons to be preached in the churches and chapels of Derby on the following 
Sabbath, in aid of our funds ; thus inviting the united and harmonious 
efforts of all the lovers of divine truth for its universal propagation. 

'* The meetings which 1 was privileged to attend in February, in the metro^ 
polls, were of a very cheering character ; and the anniversary of the South-- 
Lambeth Branch, still occupying its own distinguished place among the 
Southwark Branches, will not speedily be forgotten. But amongst the 
variety of successful effort and unsuccessful apathy, which your represen- 
tative is destined to encounter, in his journeyings from Henley-on-Thames 
to Berwick-upon-Tweed, he seldom meets any society with more unmingled 
interest than the auxiliary at Fbeston ; where the unwearied efforts of our 
friends, and more especially those of an interesting band of persevering 
ladies, among a population of 40,000 persons, 12,000 of whom are pro- 
fessed Roman Catholics, have been instrumental to the distribution of 
34,500 copies of the sacred volume of truth and life. 

** The meeting of the Auxiliary was held on the evening of Shrove Tuesday, 
a day once remarkable at Preston for its annual cock-fights and other atrocities, 
but now a day of sacred enjoyment to the lovers of the Bible, and its universal 
diffusion. The building usually engaged is the theatre, as being the most 
commodious in the town ; and the crowded boxes, pit, and side-galleries, 
with the nearly-full front, (although an ineligible position for hearing and 
seeing,) and the collection (221, 2^.), being one-third more than last year, 
clearly evince the unabated interest with which our Society is regarded in 
that important town. The Rev, W. Carus Wilson most kindly attended, 
at my request ; and was most cordially greeted, as an old and tried friend, 
and greatly interested the assembly by a long and animated appeal, to the 
poor and to the rich, for renewed effort in furthering our foreign as well 
as home operations. The fact that 2000 Bibles and Testaments have been 
sold in Preston and its two Associations between the 1st of January and the 
28th of February, is a very manifest proof how much yet remains to be done, 
even for our own population. The meeting of the Ladies' Association on 
March 2d, in the most commodious council chamber, generously proffered by 
the Mayor, was very respectably attended, and much cheered by a donation 
of 20/. from our generous and steady old friend, George Horrocks, £sq., 
the newly-elected President, to provide 100 Bibles for his own poor 
neighbours. " 

The Rev. H. A. Browne has laid your Committee under 
increased obligations by unwearied services ; which, when- 
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ever rendered, have proved both useful and acceptable. He 
lias visited during the year, on behalf of the Society, the 
following parts of the kingdom : Norfolk, Bedfordshire, 
Huntingdonshire, Suflfblk, StaflFordshire, and Cornwall ; and 
has more recently given efiFectual aid in Mr. Brackenbury's 
district. 

Pleasing, however, as these notices may be, too painful 
evidence has been given during the past year, that the work 
of the Society is very far indeed from being accomplished. 
Fearful was the outbreak of popular feeling in the manu- 
facturing districts, during the last summer; and no less fearful 
\vere the developments recently made by that respected 
nobleman. Lord Ashley, in the House of Commons. The 
disclosures made on that occasion were of such a nature, that 
no one will feel surprised at the commotion which took 
place ; and many will justly wonder that the effects of that 
commotion were not far more terrible ; and it would be the 
height of ingratitude not to connect this comparative harm- 
lessness of the movement with the influence of the mass 
of scriptural truth, with which many of the districts have 
been leavened, and at the same time a neglect of plain 
duty not to hear in the event a loud and imperative call, 
to labour more abundantly than ever to effect a wider cir- 
culation of the Scriptures. 

This subject has been maturely considered, and your 
Committee have felt it a duty to try a different system of 
agency ; and at the present time an experiment is in the 
course of being made in Wolverhampton and its neighbour- 
hood, including also Birmingham ; but of which your Com- 
mittee are not prepared to report further at present. To the 
Committees of the Societies in these neighbourhoods, your 
Committee would express their obligations for the readiness 
with which they have afforded their co-operation in carrying 
out the measure. 

Indeed your Committee unaffectedly say, they cannot 
adequately express their obligations to the friends of the 
Societies in the country at large, knowing full well that 
their labours are great and manifold, and that they have 
been not a little increased of late by the additional varieties 
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in the books now issued by the Parent Society. These 
varieties amount, in all, to 97. They would entreat their 
friends not to be weary in well-doing. Much has been 
effected, but more still remains to be done, in very many 
localities. Two specimens alone may be given. 

1. From the Secretary of the Wolverhampton Aux- 
iliary : — 

" The Committee of the Wolverhampton Auxiliary to the British and 
Foreign Bible Society have recently had the town canvassed, with a view 
to ascertain the state of destitution as to the word of God. The instruc- 
tions given to the person employed, were, to ascertain who among those 
he might find destitute of the Scriptures would be willing to receive a 
copy of them, on cheap and easy terms. He was thirteen days engaged in 
the work, and writing out his report; when he gave to the secretary the 
names and dwellings of eleven hundred families without the word of God, 
and anxious to possess it. Some few of the above number had portions of 
the Bible, torn and shattered ; others had a Testament only ; and a very 
few old persons are mentioned, who had the whole Bible^ but in a type so 
small, and from age and wear and tear become so dull, as to render them 
almost useless. Some never had a Bible of their own ; others had lost 
their Bibles by the depression of these hard times : having their goods 
taken for rent, their Bibles have gone with them ; and trade remaining 
still in a very bad state, they have not been able to obtain others. The 
object of this letter is, to ask if it be possible for the Society to make us a 
grant toward the supply of these many destitute families — ^with a few in 
good print, for the aged, as there is not much doubt but many of them will 
be constrained, from gratitude, to become subscribers to your Society, when 
their circumstances shall improve/' 

Particular inquiries having been instituted by the Com- 
mittee on the subject of the above letter, 500 Testaments 
were granted, and the following letter has since been 
received : — 

** I beg, in the name of the Committee of the Wolverhampton Auxiliary 
to the British and Foreign Bible Society, to render to your hononrable 
Committee our warmest thanks : we thank you also in the name of the 
eleven hundred familifi?, who were found without the word of God, and 
anxious to possess it : and we think the 500 copies, added to what can be 
furnished from our own resources, will enable us to supply the whole." 

2. From the Thirteenth Report of the Liverpool Town 
Mission, the following information is extracted : — 

** The destitution of the Scriptures has required special efforts on the 
part of the agents. To ascertain the amount of this destitution, they have 
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examined 274 streets ; and in these streets alone, 9000 families were dis- 
covered without any portion of the word of God. These families must 
contain nearly 40,000 individuals, amongst whom there was not a single 
Bible. What a fearful amount of ignorance, and misery, and guilt, is im- 
plied in this one fact ! To meet this destitution, the Liverpool Auxiliary 
Bible Society has already granted your Committee, during the last two 
years, 3200 Testaments. These Testaments have all been put into circular 
tion by the missionaries ; who report, that, by lending these Testaments 
and otherwise, they have, during the year, induced about 200 persons to 
become subscribers for Bibles and Testaments. Many delightful facts 
might be mentioned to show the value placed upon these loan Testaments. 
One such instance, however, must suffice. An agent writes : — * I felt 
pleased with the grateful expressions of one person to whom I had lent a 
Testament. J asked her if she had read it, and whether she had derived 
any benefit by so doing.* She said : * When you lent me the Testament 
1 was in great trouble, and knew not how to obtain comfort ; but by reading 
in this blessed book, I see that happiness is to be found in Christ alone : 
and I can say, had I no means of getting another, I would rather part with 
any thing in the house than with it.' *' 

In addition to these evidences that there is still a necessity 
for exertions, such as are made by the friends of the Bible 
Society, your Committee cannot forbear giving an extract 
of a letter from their well-known and valued Secretary of 
the Colchester and East Essex Auxiliary : — 

" We have just completed our usual series of anniversary meetings of 
eleven Branch Societies and Bible Associations ; and I am glad to say that 
they have been as fully attended as in any recent year ; and at two, Man- 
ningtree and Harwich, the numbers were considerably increased. The 
v-*ollections averaged about the same as the preceding year ; and the distribu- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures proceeds with encouraging success. 

'* On this latter point> some facts were elicited, in connexion with these 
meetings, which may be worth notice. It had been suggested that the 
demand for the Scriptures must now be much less than in former years : 
this led to an actual investigation of the numbers issued by our Auxiliary 
L'ociety and its Branches, on a comparison with an earlier period of our 
proceedings. The two years 1820 and 1821 were selected, as affording a 
fair interval, with the years 184-0 and 1841, being a distance of twenty 
years 5 and the following was the result : —

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** The first two years of our Society's issues were then compared with the 
last two ; and the former was found to be 5061, and the latter (as above) 
5979 copies. 

" The first fifteen years were compared with the last fifteen ; and the 
former was found to be 27>439, and the latter 30,116 copies. 

*'* And the first six months of 1841 with the six months of 1842 just 
expired ; and the former was 1354, and the latter 1688 copies — the largest 
half-year's average issues we ever had. 

" In order to ascertain if our issues had diminished the supply from 
other sources, the Reports of the Society for Promoting Christian Know- 
ledge were referred to; and it was found, that, in the two years, 1831 and 
1882, the issues from the Colchester Depository were 883 copies; and in 
1840 and 1841, 2486 copies : no earlier Reports were at hand. 

*' Looking also at the issues of the Parent Institution, and finding that in 
the two years, 1821 and 1822, they were 502,696; and in 1841 and 1842, 
1,716,463; and taking into the account the well-known fact, that the 
demand in the ordinary course of trade has also much increased ; it 
clearly appears that sufficient evidence is afforded to refute the suggestion 
that the demand for the Scriptures has at all diminished^ either in our own 
country or abroad. 

" Probably facts of a similar nature would be discovered in other places, 
if they were sought for ; and might be usefully brought forward at local 
meetings, in proof of the continued necessity for such an Institution as the 
British and Foreign fiible Society." 

Your Committee do not mention any Auxiliaries, 
Branches, or Associations in particular, beyond the notice 
taken of some in the extracts of letters already given. 
Some are this year more prosperous — some are less ; but 
upon the whole, a steady uniformity is observable, for 
which, in days of such excitement, agitation, division, 
and, your Committee may add, unnumbered claims, it well 
behoves the friends of the Society to be exceedingly thank- 
ful ; first, to Him who maketh men to be of one mind 
in an house, and who putteth zeal into our hearts ; and then 
to those who, by their personal exertions and contributions, 
give rise to a report so satisfactory upon the whole. 

The Issues of the Society have amounted to 982,060 ; 
viz. — 

From the depository at home • . . 727,830 
From depdts abroad 254,230 

This is the largest number ever issued by the Society in 
the course of a single year, and brings up the entire total 
of issues to 15,020,994. 
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Grants of the Scriptures, in English, have been made as 
Uready noticed, to several foreign parts, more particularly 
for India, Africa, and British North America. 

To the Merchant-Seamen's Bible Society has been 
granted the remission of a debt, 392/. 6^. 2c?. This Society, 
with unabated activity, pursues its valuable labours. The 
following are extracts from their last Report : — 

** In the year 1841, 18,523 visits had been made on board of ships by 
the Society's agents, and the aggregate distribution of the year was not 
less than 10,254 copies of the Scriptures.*' 

'^ The total distribution of the Society's three agents in the year 1842, 
amounted to 6,847 copies of the Holy Scriptures ; and the visits made on 
board of ships in the Port of London, in order to this distribution, besides 
the ordinary routine of calling at the wharfs, quays, and docks, on both 
sides of the river, amounted to 17,650, making the aggregate number of 
visits in the two years now reported not less than 36,173." 

** The plan of visiting aU ships which enter the Fort of London, with 
the Scriptures in all languages, and offering them to sailors and emigrants 
at reduced prices, has now been acted upon for more than twenty-four 
years ; and whatever question may arise as to the actual amount of reli- 
gious benefit conferred, the result of this course has been a distribution of 
not less than 103,833 copies of the Holy Scriptures." 

Emigrants proceeding from the Port of London are espe- 
cially cared for by the Merchant Seamen's Bible Society ; 
and the following extracts from the Report before alluded 
to will show the extent of their exertions under this head, 
and give a satisfactory specimen of the manner in which 
their labours are conducted: — 

" Your Committee subjoin the following tabular abstract of distribution 
to emigrants, since the year 1832 ; viz. —

" Hence it appears that upwards of 5000 copies of the Holy Scriptures 
have been furnished by the agents of the Merchant Seamen's Bible Society, 
to emigrants embarking from the limits of the Port of London alone, since 
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the year 1832, when the suhject was brought generally under the notice 
of this Committee by the British and Foreign Bible Society. Although 
isolated cases of supplying emigrant ships, at the request of the Parent 
Society, had occurred previous to this date, no separate record of the num- 
ber of Scriptures so supplied was kept until the year 1832. 

" At the risk of appearing somewhat prolix on this topic, your Com- 
mittee submit the following observations of their agents as to the state 
in which they have found the emigrants embarking in London, with, re- 
ference to the Scriptures ;— 

**No. 3. ^This vessel is bound to Australia* with about 120 emigrants. 
Sold to those who were in want, 4 Bibles and Testaments. They seemed 
glad of an opportunity to purchase at so cheap a rate, and expressed 
again and again their obligations to the Society.' 

*' No. 5. ' This vessel had about 130 emigrants on board, bound to 
Australia. From inquiry, I found that they had among them a great 
many Bibles and Testaments, besides other religious books, and I only 
sold one small Bible and a Testament to two persons, who wished to 
have more portable books.' 

** No. 12. 'Visited,* says the agent, 'the emigrant depot, previous to 
the departure of 100 persons. I was only able to sell one Bible and 
two Testaments. They were very well supplied with Bibles and other 
religious books.' 

" No. 20. ' This ship had about 80 emigrants on board, many of whom 
were children. They were remarkably well supplied with the Scriptures. 
One man who had neither Bible nor Testament, expressed his regret that 
he was not able to buy one. I gave him a New Testament, and he came 
after me as I was about leaving the ship, to express his obligations to the 
Society for this valued gift/ 

*' * I have been,' says the agent, * in and out of the emigrant depot re- 
peatedly of late, whilst different parties of emigrants were there, to 
give every one an opportunity of obtaining the Scriptures, and have found 
each family in possession of one or more Bibles, besides other religious 
books.' 

•* No. 25. * There have been nearly 500 emigrants at the depot at 
Deptford during the last fortnight. I have visited them nearly every day, 
and sometimes twice a-day, that I might see every individual. Very few, 
however, were destitute of the Scriptures. I sold altogether 7 Bibles, and 
16 Testaments. In consequence of my frequent visits to the depot, I did 
not sell many to the emigrants when embarked. I think there can be no 
family, and scarcely an individual of this party who can read, without a 
Bible, unless it be a child.' 

" No. 40, . * About 200 emigrants on board for Australia,. all Irish Ca- 
tholics, except one family. Some looked at my books, but spon returned 
them again, saying they were not of their religion. A young woman, a 
Catholic, requested a Bible, but in doing so appeared to be under great 
excitement, fearing that some of her companions might see her ; " for," said 
she, " if they know that I have a Bible, they will surely do me some harm, 
but I cannot go away from this country without one." She concealed the 
book under her gown, and hurried away from mc. Notwithstanding the 
little success of my first visit to this ship, I boarded her again, and sold two 
more Testaments.'

** No. 47. * As there were several families on board this emigrant ship 
too poor to purchase the Scriptures, I left six Bibles for their use, without 
payment. I sold one Bible and one Testament to the sailors.' 

" From the foregoing extracts, selected almost at random from the reports 
of the Society*s agents, your Committee hope it will be satisfactorily made 
to appeal^: — 

" 1st. That no opportunity is lost for supplying emigrants embarking in 
the Port of London with the Holy Scriptures ; and, 

" 2d. That the state of the emigrants, with reference to the Scriptures, 
is not generally so destitute as might have been anticipated ; and, 

** 3d. That whenever it appears that our countrymen, embarking from 
the shores of the Port of London, are unsupplied, and too poor to purchase 
for themselves, your Society's agents exercise a discretion, governed by 
circumstances, in supplying them gratuitously with the Holy Scriptures.** 

Other channels are also open for supplying emigrants 
and convicts ; and to this purpose there have been appro- 
priated during the year 1948 copies. Among these appro- 
priations have been 200 copies for a convict-ship proceeding 
to Van Diem en's Land. C. A. Browning, Esq., surgeon, had, 
the convicts in charge, who has been engaged on similar 
voyages, and has, on former occasions, received supplies of 
the Scriptures. This gentleman has published a small but 
deeply interesting volume,* showing his general mode of 
procedure with convicts under his charge, and developing 
more particularly the manner in which he makes the Scrip- 
tures the foundation of all his measures. Of no copies 
offered by the Society, it may be truly said, may better hope 
be entertained of their proving highly useful. 

Satisfactory statements have been received also from some 
of the ports of England, Ireland, and Scotland, on the 
subject of supplies to emigrants ; but your Committee are, 
nevertheless, aware that much yet remains to be done in this 
department. They have entered more fully than they 
wight otherwise have done into this subject, in conse- 
quence of the allusion made to the point at the last Annual 
Meeting. 

The following grants have been made at home : —

From Glasgow the following application has been re^ 
ceived and complied with : — 

" I beg to enclose an application to the British and Foreign Bible Society 
for a grant of Bibles and Testaments, for the use of the Glasgow Catholic 
Schools ; accompanied by recommendations from the Rev. Dr. Wardlaw, 
V.P., and the two Secretaries of the Auxiliary here : and I hope the Com- 
mittee of the Parent Society may be pleased to grant our request. 

<' * To the Rev. Dr. Wardlaw, Glasgow^ June 9, 1842. 

" ' We again respectfully make application, through you, to the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, for a grant of Bibles and Testaments, for the 
use of the Glasgow Catholic Schools. At the present time there are up- 
wards of 1200 children receiving the blessing of education ; and one of the 
fundamental rules of the Society is, that the authorized version of the 
Scriptures shall be used as a school-book, without note or comment. The 
children attending these schools are the lowest portion of our Irish popula- 
tion, and unable to pay, either for education or books ; and we would 
humbly submit, in advocating a grant from the Bible Society, that these 
books, being carried home to their houses, may be the means of introdueing 
the sacred volume into dwellings where it might be in vain to attempt it 
in any other way, and thus sowing seed which may produce fruit in after 
years. 

'* ' The quantity we respectfully request to be favoured with, is twenty 
dozen Bibles, and forty dozen Testaments. A smaller quantity than this 
would supply our immediate demands ; but we are desirous to get as many 
as will serve some little time ; and we assure you that we are careful in 
having them kept in as good condition as the habits of those for whose use 
they are got, will admit of.

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To the Rev. Mr. Clarke, of Inverness, 25 Gaelic Bibles 
and 75 ditto Testaments have been granted. 

The Sunday School Society for Ireland has remitted 
207/. 18^. id., and renewed its requests for supplies, which 
have been granted. The Secretary writes : — 

•* The prospects of our Societj' for the ensuing year oblige our Committee 
to make another application to the Committee of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, for a grant of the following number of Bibles and Testa- 
men ts, for the use of the schools connected with our Society, which 
they trust they will give with their usual liberality : — 250 Bibles, Non- 
pariel, with marginal references, 12mo ; »3500 Bibles, Ruby, 24mo ; 
20,000 small Testaments ; all bound in leather. — The issues of our 
Society during the past year amounted to 26,775 Bibles and Testa- 
ments ; besides nearly 7000 portions of Scripture. And thus about 1100 
schools have been supplied with these and other books, by means of this 

Society* 

♦ * • 

** I have the pleasure of sending a copy of our last Report, which has 
jast heen published. It points out, amongst other facts, the important 
channel afforded by the Sunday schools, for efficiently distributing the 
Scriptures in Ireland, and (notwithstanding the opposition of their clergy) 
the desire which Roman Catholics evince, in many instances, for Sunday 
school instruction, and for copies of the word of God.*' 

The Rev. Dr. Dalj (now Bishop of Cashel and Water- 
ford,) on occasion of remitting 10/. from the Wicklow 
Auxiliary Society, requested a supply of 2000 Irish Testa- 
ments, for the Irish Society of Dublin^ which have been 
granted. Dr. Daly writes : — 

^' The Lord continues to hear testimony to His word, and makes it, 
though in the vulgate Irish, effectual to the conversion of many souls." 

The London Hibernian Society has received a fresh 
grant of 3000 Bibles and 10,000 Testaments. 

The Dean of Cork has applied on behalf of the Church 
Scriptural School Society for the Diocese of Cork and 
Cloyne for 500 Bibles and 500 Testaments. The Dean 
writes : — 

" We have now 226 Scriptural Schools, which entirely depend on our 
Committee to supply them with Bibles and Testaments; and all these 
Schools are supported by private benevolence and charitable collections. 
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*' We lately heldi in Cork, the Annual Meeting of the Bible Society. 
I was in the chair, and, as usual, mentioned mj strong approbation of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society." 

The Irish Evangelical Society has requested lOO 
English Testaments, and 25 Irish, which have been granted. 

The Secretary of the Baptist Irish Society writes : — 

** The Society chiefly distributes through the medium of Schools, Scrip- 
ture Readers, and Ministers resident on the spot ; and, I believe, in no 
case do they give a book without first having reason to believe it is really 
valued ; and also without following it with such personal observation as 
secures its continuing in the hands of the party, or family, whose benefit 
was contemplated in the gift." 

250 English Bibles and 1000 Testaments have been 
granted. 

The following account of the last Anniversary of the 
Hibernian Bible Society has been received: — 

'* The meeting was one of the best we ever had. The room was quite 
filled, and several could not gain access. The President, the Earl of B^en, 
was in the chair, and addressed the meeting. Our new Bishop of Cashel, &c., 
your and our old attached friend , spoke admirably. We had a much larger num- 
ber of the clergy of the Established Church than for many years. Our issues 
the preceding year were larger than they had ever been before ; and the last 
year exceeded that by nearly 10,000 copies, — amounting to 72,134 copies, 
including portions, making the total issues of the Society 1,127*438. The 
receipts are short of the previous year, but that year we had a legacy of 
1244^., which may account for the deficiency. The low price of books also 
decreases our receipts ; for, although we have sent out so many more copies 
the last year, yet the amount of sales is less than in the year preceding. 
The total receipts are 4,8572' 1'. 6d. We have had some very encouraging 
testimonies to the silent working of the word, in difierent parts of the country. 
Our excellent Secretary, the new Archdeacon, in his own impressive style, 
made your account evidently tell on the assembly^ who loudly cheered 
the announcement. Surely it is marvellous in our eyes, that, in the 
midst of contention, apathy, and opposition, the word still goes forth. 
To the Lord be all the glory. ' If God be for us, who can (successfully) be 
against us?'

CONCLUSION. 



There are a few points, arising out of the preceding 
statements, on which your Committee would dwell awhile ; 
points affording, as they conceive^ much instruction, and 
much encouragement. — From the recital of facts to which 
you have just listened, a too pleasing conclusion may be 
hastily drawn, that the world is now in favour of the Bible. 
Your Committee cannot, indeed, sufficiently rejoice, nor he 
sufficiently thankful, that so many opportunities are offered 
of spreading abroad the sacred volume, and that it meets 
with a welcome in so many hearts, and is moreover bearing 
already so many precious fruits : but it must never be for- 
gotten, that the friends of the Bible, whether they be re- 
garded as distributors or receivers, are, after all, a fearful 
minority. Hence, however, may be drawn a most powerful 
argument against any relaxation of effort, and hence a most 
powerful motive to continued and zealous exertion. — The 
whole circulation effected by all the Bible Societies of 
modern times, scarcely equals, in numerical amount, the 
population of the United Kingdom. 

In addition to this, it must not be forgotten, that the 
activity of the friends of the Bible, and the successes with 
which their labours have been attended, have produced, in 
some quarters, exceedingly powerful results, — though only 
just such as might have been expected. This activity and 
these successes are matters that cannot be hid ; they are 
now upon too large a scale to escape observation; 
indeed, they attract observation of themselves. Light i^ 
shed abroad in many a spot — a spirit of inquiry is awakened 
— comparisons begin to be made between the one on)/

standard of truth, and the systems in which men have been 
previously nurtured. And when such an investigation is 
carried to any extent, many and many have been the sig- 
nificant hand-writings upon the wall : in many a place the 
inscription has been seen, ** Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin." 
Can surprise be felt, your Committee would ask, if hostility 
has been awakened, if indignation has been stirred against the 
Society, as one of the troublers of the world, as one that 
turneth the world upside down ? Can surprise be felt, your 
Committee would ask again, that vigorous efforts should have 
been put forth, not in this or that solitary place, but in 
almost every region, to counteract the efforts of your Society, 
and to draw off men's minds from the contemplation of 
the one unerring standard of truth ? 

For, in fact, the language of triumph is already in- 
dulged in, while renewed efforts are made> and fresh and 
active agencies are appointed, for recalling those who are 
supposed to have wandered from the fold ; and to no part 
of the world are the eyes of those, whose hostility has been 
awakened, more intensely directed, than to your own 
favoured country ; to that country which owes, under God, 
her all of greatness to the free circulation of the Scriptures 
among her people. It need not be dissembled, that, even in 
our own land, there are some things that favour the designs 
now carrying on, on the part of Rome, to effect the re- 
storation of Britain to that See. And who shall affirm with 
confidence, that a solemn time for the trial of men's princi- 
ples may not be drawing nigh ? Those who are placed in a 
position like that occupied by your Committee, have many 
opportunities, not only of observing the happy and success- 
ful endeavours that are making for the advancement of the 
kingdom of God, but likewise of seeing the counter-effort' : 
and no wonder if their hearts occasionally experience 
momentary misgivings. Soon, however, are their minds 
re-in?igorated, soon are their hopes revived, soon do they 
hear the summons to unrelaxed, unrelenting, untiring efforts, 
as they glance for a moment at the sacred volume itself ; as 
they remember who is its Author — what is its matter — and 
what is its end. Enemies may thicken around them ; but 
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the conyiction sliall gather strength^ that this Sword of 
the Spirit i8 the weapon with which the conflict must be 
carried on. 

When your Committee allow themselTes to adopt lan- 
guage of this kindj it sometimes happens that complaints 
arise from another quarter. It is supposed that such as are 
aealous for the Bible^ and the Bible alone, are indifferent to, 
and insensibleof, the value of ecclesiastical order, and are pro- 
moting nothing but confusion. What if your Committee 
should in some degree admit the charge, and acknowledge 
that the friends of the Society do occasionally employ Ian- 
gruage not suflBciently defined ; speaking, in the warmth of 
their zeal for the Bible Society, as though there were among 
men no differences of any essential character, provided thejr 
did but agree in circulating the Bible ? Your Committee can 
only plead in extenuation, that they who so speak, happily 
and practically refute themselves ; for let it be, that mem- 
bers and ministers of the National Church do sometimes 
epeak in unguarded terms ; is there any fear that what are 
termed ^'Church Principles'' shall not be carried out in our 
day, to their full extent? Look at the Missionary, the 
School, and the Book-institutions connected with the 
Church — in all of which, those who are now accused 
bear their full share, both of labour and contribution. 
So, again, should those who are not connected with the 
National Church be accused, when, in the warmth of their 
hearts, they too, as on a day like the present, forget 
points for which, at other times, they warmly, and per- 
haps sternly, contend: may not they also answer the 
accusation, by appealing to what they are doing in other 
connexions ? And is there not at this time ground to fear 
rather a spirit of exclusivism, than of latitudinarianism ^ 
The best barrier against these evils, on either side, is surely 
a common appeal to the standard that is common to fi&* 
And should your Society be the means of pouring in b 
measure of healing balm, not only will it be free from cenr 
sure, but it may even claim to be regarded as a benefactor 
to both parties.— Your Committee would not have touched 
upon a point like this, had they not had reason to know, 
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during th^ oloeing yea?} as well as on former occasions, 
t;hat the fear of the imputation of latitudinarianism prevents 
some fro^i takjng a part in the Society's labours^ and that 
the friends of the Society have many an unjust insinuation 
l^lirown out agaifisl them pn this very account. 

It is sometimes pleasant and profitable to revert to the con- 
flicts of by-gone days, and to observe how the then friend^ 
of the Society felt and acted. It is well known that the 
point just adverted to is not a novel one, but that against 
this very danger much of th^ artillery of the first opponents 
of the Society was directed ; while all manner of evil con- 
sequences were both gravely predicted, and no less seriously 
apprehended. The early defenders of the Society met this 
objection in a simple, yet powerful manner ; and^ as an 
example, the words of Dr. Isaac Milner, at that time Dean 
of Carlisle, maybe quoted:— ^* Thus stands the argument/' 
writes the Dean ;-^" I hope to live in the next world with 
those who in this world love and revere their Bible, and 
obey its injunctions. Therefore, while I remain on earth, 
I would gladly make common cause with those who are 
active and zealous in furnishing the poor with the Sacred 
Book. Here, then," he proceeds, *^ is a consideration, which 
subsists altogether by its native strength and simplicity; 
which is not to be shaken by any nice and intricate calcu- 
lations, any imaginary alarms of future mischief.'^*— This, 
though written thirty years ago, is as true and simple now 
as it was then ; and the friends of the Society may well take 
their stand upon this strong position. 

And oh I that this simple idea were well weighed ; — " I 
hope to live in the next world with those who in this world 
love and revere their Bible, and obey its injunctions." Should 
any rashly assert, that none can love and revere that holy 
book, but such as view all its injunctions in the same light 
with themselves, your Committee cannot hope to make any 
use^l impression on their minds; but there are others, hap- 
pily, not quite so confident in themselves as to attribute infal-

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libility to their own views — and who, without abating one 
jot of their own steadfastness on grand doctrinal points, or 
even on points of a subordinate nature, will yet ackno^v- 
ledge that a differing brother may hold the truth, may be a 
partaker of ** righteousness, peace, and joy in the Holy 
Ghost ;^ and will be in consequence more anxious to assure 
themselves that agreement exists in these things, though it 
be vainly sought in others. How ^ill a consideration of this 
fact soften down asperities, and promote the reign of love! 
If our differences were always brought to a touchstone of 
this kind, their magnitude would be wonderfully reduced, 
even if they should not, perhaps, wholly disappear. 

Having made one quotation from the pen of Dean Milner, 
your Committee cannot forbear making another. The 
Dean writes : — '* It is the constant prayer of a churchman, 
that the Lord may deliver him in the hour of death, and 
in the day of judgment ; and I have observed that men, 
whose established reputation for talents and piety effectually 
repels the most distant suspicion of enthusiasm, have bad 
their serious attention drawn, during the agitation of this 
great question, to the awful moment ^ in which the distinc- 
tion of churchman and dissenter shall be no more ;' and 
have expressed their conviction, that they will then be least 
disposed to repent of having supported the Bible Society* 
It would be a great presumption," proceeds the Dean, '^in 
me to rank myself with such characters, in any point of view 
— except in the circumstance of my entire agreement with 
them, that when the innumerable partialities and prejudices 
which serve to delude mankind in this imperfect state, shall 
vanish, or shrink into their just dimensions, the recollection 
of having been a friend, and not an enemy, of the Bible 
Society, will afford me a vivid satisfaction; without any 
apprehension of blame for having been too zealous in pro* 
moting the dissemination of the word of God."* 

Amidst, however, subjects of this mixed nature, how 
much is there, in the Report which your Committee have

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now delivered, on which the mind may rest with unmingled 
delight ! The simple fact of the large issues of the year 
might well he dwelt upon. The repeated instances of 
liberality, shown, not merely by the great and wealthy, but 
by countless numbers among the poor ; the 800 hands 
lifted up, when there was scarcely anything to give but 
^ood-will — the 800 hands lifted up, your Committee say, to 
declare that the labours of the Bible Society should still be 
continued in that particular locality; — these are points 
which might well be enlarged upon. But your Committee 
would notice, above and beyond all, the many cheering 
evidences that the Bible has been welcomed and read, and 
that it has imparted both wisdom and consolation ; that it 
has been thus welcomed and has thus proved its Divine 
character, in our own country, in various parts of Europe, 
in Africa, in Asia, in the Western hemisphere, in the Islands 
of the sea ; — that, in short, the law of the Lord has proved 
its perfection by converting the soul ; the testimonies of the 
Lord have given wisdom to the simple ; the statutes of the 
Lord have rejoiced the heart, the commandments of the 
Lord have enlightened the eyes, of many ; — that the fear 
of the Lord has been taught, not by the precept of men, 
but by the word of God; — and that His judgments are 
accounted true and righteous altogether, while they are 
prized more than thousands of gold and silver, and found to be 
sweeter than honey and the honey-comb. These are con- 
siderations to fill the heart with gratitude, and to strengthen 
the purpose of future devotedness to a work, which has 
been crowned with successes so many and great. A lively 
joy, springing out of such considerations, shall do the heart 
good. Such ''joy in the Lord" shall be the soul's 
" strength f and in the exercise of such hallowed joy, the 
friends of the Society may prepare themselves for the 
labours of the coming year. 

With this joy let reverence and the deepest humility be 
ever mingled. For who and what are we, that God should 
dei^ to employ our services at all ? And of what kind 
are the services ! how imperfect in their performance I how 
defective in the motives with which they have been done I 
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How many things^ after all^ are left undonei that niight have 
been done I Under a sense of this deficiency, let us hasten 
to, let us abide in, the only Refuge set before us. Let us 
seek an increase of that faith, which will unite us to Him, 
without whom we can do nothing, but with whom we caa 
do all things. Thus shall we bring forth fruit, and that 
abundantly ; fruit, that shall redound to His glory, while it 
promotes the advancement of His kingdom among tbe 
children of men.
